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Khomeini returns Friday , 
PM warns of army coup

Ayatullah Khomeini, exiled leader of 
Iran's religious opposition, will return to 
Tehran from Paris next Friday to oversee 
setting up an Islamic republic to replace 
the departed shah, an aide said Saturday 
night. 

In Tehran, Premier Shahpour Bakhtiar 
warned Saturday the army might stage a 
coup in Iran if Khomeini tries to oust him. 
Tehran newspapers said former U.S. at¬ 
torney general Ramsey Clark would urge 
President Carter to drop support oT Bahk- 
tiar 

Clark, a cabinet member under the 
late president Lyndon Johnson, met with 
opposition groups in Tehran and was to 
go on to Paris to see Khomeini, the

In Washington, the state department

372 Viets ashore 
after long ordeal 
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HONG KONG (CPI) - 
The first 372 Vietnamese 
refugees from the freighter 
Uucy Fong enjoyed a hot 
meal on land Saturday and 
slept the night in cots, their 
two-month ordeal at sea fin¬ 
ally at an end. 


The refugees—87 fantiles 
in all—were cleared by im¬ 
migration and taken ashore 
by ferry in two groups. 
Buses brought them to an 
abandoned Royal Air Force 
barracks that social work¬ 
ers had filled with cots. 


No pension at 48 
for young Edward 

OTTAWA (CP) — Edward Schreyer has asked 
Prime Minister Trudeau that he not be given a 
pension at the end of his five-year term of of¬ 
fice as governor-general. 

in an exchange of letters released Friday, the 43- 
year-old former premier of Manitoba—who becomes 
governor-general Monday—told Trudeau it would not 
be appropriate to receive a pension at age 48 

"I do not expect to have concluded my full-time 
working life then." Schreyer’s letter said. 

He suggested that Trudeau change the rules re¬ 
garding pension arrangements outlined in the Gover¬ 
nor-General's Retiring Annuity Act so that he 
would instead be eligible when he turned 60. 

Trudeau agreed and said the regulations would 
be changed to provide for a minimum age of 60 at 
which governors-general would be eligible for pen¬ 
sion. 


Still aboard the Huey Fong 
were 3,011 refugees, an¬ 
chored off a tiny uninhabit¬ 
ed island. Capt. Shu Wen- 
shin sailed in Friday night, 
ending a four-week vigil out¬ 
side Hong Kong's territorial 
waters. 

The colonial government's 
earlier refusal to offer the 
Vietnamese sanctuary 
touched off a world-wide 
storm of denunciations and 
authorities finally relented. 

Security Secretary Lewis 
Davies said Saturday pro¬ 
cessing all aboard would 
take up to six days. 

Davies said the captain 
and his 20-member crew 
were being detained and in¬ 
terviewed aboard the ship 
that arrived outside Hong 
Kong's waters Dec. 23. - 
Under new legislation. Shu 
could be sentenced to four 
years' imprisonment if con¬ 
victed of carrying unlawful 
passengers into the colony. 

But a spokesman for the 
refugees still on board ap¬ 
pealed for leniency, saying 
the captain had decided to 
sacrifice his career "to re¬ 
lieve us of the misery of 
living under inhuman condi¬ 
tions." 
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Struggling U.K. faces 
new round of strikes 


LONDON (AP) — The out¬ 
look for ending Britain's 
crippling truck drivers' 
strike brightened Saturday 
but gravediggers, ambu¬ 
lancemen. rat catchers, lo- 
eomutive engineers and 
about 1.5 million other work 
ers threaten to strike this 
week. 

Prices Secretary Roy Hat 
lersley late Friday with¬ 
drew a government threat to 
use price control laws to 
prevent a sharp rise in 


trucking charges if employ¬ 
ers yielded to the strikers' 
demands. 

The move could make 
more money available to 
meet pay demands of the 
58.1X10 union truck drivers on 
strike since Jan. 3. The driv¬ 
ers want a 22-per-eenl in 
crease to raise their weekly 
salaries to $149. 

Talks between the strik¬ 
ers' union—the Transport 
and General Workers—and 
the employers were sche¬ 
duled for today under gov 
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eminent arbitrator Jim 
Mortimer. 

On Monday 1.5 million 
public employees, such as 
National Health Service 
workers, are expected to 
stage a one-day strike for 
more pay. 

It will include municipal 
rat catchers and gravedig¬ 
gers and 2.300 ambulance¬ 
men in London whose lead¬ 
er. Bill Dunn, has said: “If it 
means lives lost, that is how 
it must be." 

The ambulancemen, who 
want a 69-per-cent raise to 
increase their basic weekly 
wage to $149. said they 
would turn out only for a 
major crisis such as an air 
or rail crash. 

Two .hundred' women 
paraded Saturday through 
the snow-covered streets of 
the northern industrial town 
of Bury in a protest march, 
calling for "death" for mili¬ 
tant strikers.

Long fight to save leg 
ends in victory dance

Tears of joy were stream¬ 
ing down Scottish-born Au¬ 
drey Hall’s cheeks as she 
"kicked up her heels" at a 
Robbie Bums dinner dance 
Saturday at Holyrytod 
House. 

The very’ tact that the 46- 
year-old Victoria resident 
was able to walk onto the 
dance floor was the crown¬ 
ing achievement of a seven- 
year battle to save having 
her left leg amputated. 

It all began in 1970 when 
she was working as a practi¬ 
cal nurse at Gorge Road 
Hospital and ended in the 


summer of 1977 in a Russian 
hospital. 

After a coffee break at the 
hospital in 1970, she stood up 
from her seat, and felt a 
sudden "crack" in her left 
knee. "I collapsed in 
agony." she recalled in an 
interview. 

She’d twisted her knee and 
the cartilage on the inside of 
her left leg had been torn. 
An operation was neces¬ 
sary. 

It wasn't a success. Nei¬ 
ther was a second, opera¬ 
tion. 

Further operations left 
her knee fused in one posi- 


HOBOKEN, N.J. (UPI) — A fire set by an 
arsonist raced through a five-story tenement early 
Saturday, killing at least 18 persons who were mem 
bers of the three families. Three other persons were 
feared dead in (he ice-covered ruins. 

At least 21 more tenants were injured in the fire, 
including three hospitalized in critical condition. 

Police Chief George Crimmins said fire marshals 
and investigators from the Hudson County prosecu¬ 
tor’s office had concluded the fire had been de¬ 
liberately set in a stair¬ 
well on the first floor of 
the tenement. He said 
evidence of a flammable 
substance “has been in¬ 
dicated.” 

Crimmins said officials 
were investigating a report 
of an explosion before the 
blaze and also a report that 
there had been a domestic 
dispute involving one of the 
families earlier this week. 

Firefighters, their sooty 
uniforms crusted with ice. 
carried victims’ bodies in 
plastic bags to a waiting sta¬ 
tion wagon to be taken to a 
funeral home for identifica¬ 
tion. 

"They were incinerated," 
said Deputy Fire Chief Ray 
mond Sheehan. "We found 
bodies all over the floors 
Limbs were missing." 

He said he recalled seeing 
what appeared to be the 
body of a mother huddled 
over one or two children. 

"This was the second time 
I’ve seen a fire where people 
died. It was hell.” said 17- 
year-old Louis Ovola. who 
awakened to his mother's 
screams about a fire next 
door. 

"I went outside and I saw 
a woman hanging out the 
window of the second floor." 
he said. “She was holding 
her baby. And then she 
dropped the baby to the side 
walk." He said he believed 
the baby survived the fall. 

Fire officials said the fire 
apparently started in a 
stairwell on the first floor 
shortly before 4 a.nt. and 
moved rapidly through the 
building. All of the build 
ing’s stairwells and the roof 
collapsed. 

Two passing police dis¬ 
covered the fire and turned 
in the first alarm. One of the 
men was injured slightly 
trying to enter the burning 
building. 

Carmen Rivera. 32. and 
her 31-year-old husband. 
Jose, were the first peo¬ 
ple out of the building. Her 
husband's hands were bound 
with white bandages from 
cuts suffered while pulling 
his three children out of the 
window of their first-floor 
apartment. 

“We opened the front 
door, but the smoke and 
the fire was too heavy. So 
we look the children and 
we climbed out through a 
front window." she said in 
Spanish, with a neighbor 
acting as translator. 

"When I came out. I could 
see flames and people were 
screaming Everybody else 
was still inside People were 
throwing themselves 

through the windows. Peo¬ 
ple were jumping to the 
ground," Mrs. Rivera said. 
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tion—with her left leg stuck 
straight. 

Doctors told her the best 
thing would be to have the 
leg amputated. 

But stubborn Scot that she 
is. she refused. 

"I just wasn't convinced I 
had to losd nty leg." 

For the former teacher of 
Scottish dancing, the years 
she spent hobbling on 
crutches were an experience 
she will never forget.

A statement by the federal 
prosecutor's office here said 
the defector, identified only 
as a lieutenant-colonel in the 
ministry for state security, 
came to West Berlin with his 
wife and child Thursday 
night. 


Holocaust:

The warnings followed ex¬ 
plosions that knocked out 
two transmitting lowers and 
prevented hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of Germans from see¬ 
ing a documentary leading 
up to (lie telecast. Officials 
blamed neo-Nazis for the 
blasts. 


Kid plugs in, drives computer wild 
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BERKELEY, Calif., (UPI) - A Con 
cord. Calif., teenager, too young to get a 
driver's licence, was still old enough and 
smart enough to drive computer experts at 
the University of California crazy. 

The 15 year-old youth, described both as 
a "whiz kid" and as a "nuisance." was 
arrested at his home this week for disrupt¬ 
ing the university's intricate computer 
operations for months. 

He was booked by Concord authorities 


and again by campus officers in Berkeley 
and then released to the custody of his 
mother. 

The boy is doubtless the first minor ever 
to be charged with: grand theft (stealing 
more than 200 hours of computer time at $1 
an hour), felony vandalism (disrupting the 
university computer programs) and 
possession of stolen property (printouts he 
made of other people's work). 

For months students and faculty mem 


bers had reported finding incongruities 
in their computer work, presumably the 
result of the youth s activities. Material 
that was supposed to be in the computer 
was not there and other distracting data 
appeared where it was not wanted 

"We like to encourage modern-day whiz 
kids who show a propensity to use this 
kind of sophisticated equipment," said 
Stuart Lynn, director of the university's 


computing affairs "But this boy Has kind 
of a nuisance.” 

The youth used second-hand equipment 
he bought for $60 and a telephone to 
plug into the university computer system

each computer project several weeks ago, 
a message t .ime back, presumably (tom 
the boy. saying. "You've done relamely 
well keeping me out. Would you like some

Renewed fighting in the provinces be¬ 
tween supporters and opponents of the 
ousted Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlavi 
killed 15 people Friday in anti-government 
demonstrations across Iran. 

Since the monarch left the country Tues¬ 
day. probably for permanent exile in the 
United States, more than 60 people have 
died in scattered clashes. 

The embattled Bakhtiar government 
also announced an additional 185 political 
prisoners were being released this week¬ 
end as part of a program to free all 
of several thousand political detainees. 

In interviews published Saturday. Bakh- 
tiar said the army, still loyal to the shah, 
fully supported his government. But if 
Khomeini tries to oust him "there would-be 
a danger of a (military) coup d'etat."

And Premier Bennett was 
maintaining his standard si¬ 
lence and refusing "to even 
join the speculation." 

He said there was no par 
ticular significance in the 
fact that the current series 
of Social Credit mini-con¬ 
ventions winds up in a two- 
day “special convention" in 
Kamloops April 6-7. 


“We have been running 
into a problem in that our 
people from the Interior 
complain that they always 
have to come to Vancouver 
for a convention," he said. 
“So we decided to hold one 
in April In the Interior." 

With no date set for this 
year's session of the Legis¬ 
lature, the premier said he 
“hoped to call a session 
sooner than later" but in¬ 
sisted that this year’s ses¬ 
sion had been delayed not by 
election plans but by the re¬ 
organization of ministries. 


"But that is only because 
NDP MLAs are deliberately 
depriving their constituents 
of the benefits offered by the 
lottery funds," Curtis' said. 
“They could apply, they 
know how to apply. But they 
arc not doing so because it is 
to their political advantage 
not to ask for what they 
could rightfully expect. And 
then to say, 'See, they are 
giving us nothing'." 

Curtis said the official op¬ 
position was carrying out 
the “old philosophy of if you 
tell a lie often enough., peo¬ 
ple will believe it is true'." 

He invited all citizens who 
“live in an NDP riding to 
join me in doing an end-run 
around these people." 

Curtis asked that every 
citizen who "belongs to an 
organization which possibly 
deserves funding from lot¬ 
tery money, to write to me 
directly.” He urged that 
■ you no longer write to your 
NDP MLA because the let¬ 
ter will go nowhere. . . I 
don't guarantee your re¬ 
quest will be approved, but 
it will be received and it will 
be acted upon."

DUNCAN — More than 400 
people jammed the village 
Green Motel Saturday to 
hear Premier Bennett at¬ 
tack the New Democrats for 
creating "the flight of capi¬ 
tal from British Columbia." 

Bennett told the delegates 
to another in the series of 
Social Credit mini-conven¬ 
tions (hat his decision to 
offer five free shares in the 
B.C. Resources Investment 
Corp. was prompted by a 
desire to "give the average 
guy in B.C. an opportunity to 
get in on the ground floor 
and to get a piece of the 
action.” 

He said foolish and irre¬ 
sponsible actions bjjptht 1 
NDP had caused '"the 
alarming flight of capital 
from this province between 
1972 and 1975. and not just 
money, but people, too.” 

It has been his task, he 
said, “and the task of the 
government to turn that 
situation around." 

The premier said there 
was a great difference be¬ 
tween telling people they 
owned something and giving 
them tangible proof that 
they "are indeed sharehold¬ 
ers. 

"They (the NDP) can 
walk around saying 'this is 
ours' and 'that is ours'," he 
said. "But there comes a 
time when having been told 


'this is ours' and 'this is 
ours' that you have to say; 
■yes. but what Is mine?' And 
that is the answer we are 
giving with our five free 
shares. We are enabling you 
to say 'this is mine'.” 

Bennett said he hoped the 
five free shares would do 
more than create a general 
interest in the future of the 
BCR1C. 

“I hope it will also unlock 
some of the money our peo¬ 
ple have been hoarding." he 
said. "I hope it will convince 
our people that if they be¬ 
lieve in a strong British Co¬ 
lumbia they must put their 
money where their mouth 
is. 

"And I hope it will con¬ 
vince them that if they don't 
put their money where their .. 
mouth is, Dave Barrett will 
put their money where his 
mouth is.” 

He said Barrett and the 
NDP believed in public ow¬ 
nership “even as we do, but 
they believe in one owner, 
the government. They be¬ 
lieve in saying everything is 
ours but nothing is mine. We 
believe that everything is 
ours and that, as individ¬ 


uals, we should own part of 
the action." 

Defending his recent in¬ 
tervention in the proposed 
takeover of MacMillan- 
Bloedel by Canadian Pacific 
Investments, the premier 
said B.C. could not afford to 
lose the head office of its 
greatest forest company. 

‘•I am not against CPI," . 
he said. "In fact we are good 
friends—almost. But I had 
to tell them that we did not 
want to lose the head office 
of our largest forest com¬ 
pany to another part of Can¬ 
ada. I had to tell them that 
we welcome their interest in 
British Columbia and that I 
hope they continue to invest 


out here. And I gave them a 
few ideas where they could 
Invest. 

"But I think it is obvious 
what a vacuum would be 
created if the head office of 
MacMillan and Bloedel left 
B.C. I think you know what 
sort of hard hearing devel¬ 
ops when Vancouver tries to 
talk-to Montreal.” 

Bennett said he hoped re¬ 
cent publicity regarding his 
ideas, the share proposals

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‘Church raid’ kills 5 

Shooting at guerrilla base , police claim . 


SAN SALVADOR, El Sal¬ 
vador (UPI) — A shooting at 
what police called a guerril¬ 
la base but what church offi¬ 
cials said was a catechism 
class for teenagers left five 
people dead Saturday, in¬ 
cluding a 14-year-old boy 
and a young priest. 

Authorities said the five 
died when security agents 


raiding a terrorist training 
centre were met with small- 
arms fire from inside the 
house in the suburb of San 
Antonio Abad. 

They identified two of the 
dead as Rev. Octoviano 
Ortiz Luna, 20, pastor of the 
San Francisco Church in the 
nearby city of Mcxicanos, 
and 14-year-old David Al¬ 


berto Caballero. They said 
they suffered no casualties. 

But Roman Catholic Arch¬ 
bishop Oscar Romero issued 
a statement saying security 
agents "brutally raided" the 
San Antonio Abad church 
hall, where some 40 teen¬ 
agers had gathered for a 
catechism class. 

The security agents "mur¬ 
dered Rev. Octavio Ortiz

They also ar¬ 
rested 33 youths and Sister 
Maria Jose Cerrier,” the 
statement said. 

"This (catechism) course 
was being offered from a 
long time back and its con¬ 
tent is absolutely religious, 
so that the invasion of this 
place by security agents is 
nothing more than another 
case of persecution of the 
church.” 

“Residents of the area are 
now alarmed by the detona¬ 
tion of bombs and firearms 
by the security agents. They 
ask for respect for the per 
sonal integrity of the people 
who were arrested. 

“Authorities are trying to 
cover up this new crime, 
deforming the truth and ac¬ 
cusing the victims of terror¬ 
ism,” said the archbishop, 
the most outspoken critic of 
the military regime of 
President Carlos Humberto 
Romero. 

Romero's regime has been 
accused of massive human 
rights violations, including 
the assassinations of several 
priests whom the military 
views as Communist agita¬ 
tors. 

Authorities said they 
found firearms and terrorist 
literature in the San Antonio 
house and,that the occupants 
belonged to the Armed 
Forces for National Resis¬ 
tance and the United Popu¬ 
lar Action Front, both leftist 
guerrilla groups. 

In another incident, three 
bombs exploded Saturday in 
three seperate government 
buildings in the city of San 
Miguel. 160 kilometres east 
of the capital. Police report¬ 
ed no deaths or injuries in 
the blasts, but said the 
buildings were demolished. 

No group has yet claimed 
responsibility for the bomb¬ 
ings, but police said Three 
men, believed to be mem¬ 
bers of the anti-government 
Popular Liberation Front, 
were being held for ques¬ 
tioning.

A new approach 
to pacifism 

PAST WARS have involved battlefields, people 
fighting face to face as it were, on land or sea 
or in the air. With such wars there have also 
been a few true pacifists, those who refused to 
soldier on conscientious grounds. 

Now the pacifists, particularly the handful 
of active pacifists who don’t want to wait for 
war and conscription but want to wage peace 
now, have a problem. In any future global 
conflict it appears that destruction will be 
delivered in all directions by a missile-compu 
tor technology. Soldiering could well be obso¬ 
lete. If it is, so will refusing to soldier on 
conscientious grounds. What’s a pacifist to 
do? 

This is the problem addressed in Victoria 
by a few people who have organized what they 
call the Peace Tax Committee within the Vic¬ 
toria meeting of the Religious Society of 
Friends, better known as the Quakers. 

Perhaps the Quakers have never attracted 
great numbers because to be one requires both 
committment and courage. They have a 
lengthy history of not just talking piously but 
of standing up for what they believe in, includ¬ 
ing pacifism, and sometimes paying dearly. 
They can be found among the peaceful but 
persistently trespassing protesters of the Tri¬ 
dent base being built in Washington state. That 
sort of activity eventually leads to jail. Quakers 
are no strangers to jails. , 

What the Peace Tax Committee is propos¬ 
ing could also lead eventually to jail. The 
committee argues that in the missile age, one 
of the few ways left to wage peace, to conscien¬ 
tiously object to war, is to attack the funding of 
our military machine. Estimated military 
spending by Canada in the 1977-78 financial 
year is $5.4 billion, the committee says. That 
works out to 15 per cent of your federal tax bill. 
So — one thing a dedicated pacifist can do is 
withhold 13 per cent of taxes owing, explaining 
by letter with the tax return that you are 
refusing to pay support for the military but 
would pay an equivalent amount into a peace 
tax fund when one is established by govern¬ 
ment. 

The committee also suggests some less 
challenging things to do. Among them is 
writing your Member of Parliament urging 
support for legislation which would make such 
tax withholding legal, together with establish¬ 
ment of a peace lax fund. Or you could send a 
letter with your tax return, protesting the use of 
taxes for military spending and asking for an 
alternative. 

But these are palid moves alongside specif¬ 
ic withholding of some of the tax you owe. That 
is the kind of peaceful defiance which asks 
more than almost all of us are prepared to give. 
What does it ask? Taken to its ultimate end, not 
paying all your taxes means court, publicity, 
jail, no job, no house, no pretzels and beer 
watching the Superbowl on. color television, no 
car, no camper, no boat. It means giving up all 
the things most of us hold so dear. 

We may be pacifists at heart, we may 
agree that without military machines there can 
, be no war, we might concede that the an 
international grassroots peace movement has 
to start somewhere. But with us? Why us? 

This kind of defiant pacifism by the Quak¬ 
er's Peace Action Committee would never 
be allowed. And yet . . . and yet . 
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Our ‘disease’ giving Britain the fits 


OTTAWA — Every time wc have a 
public service strike, any sort of labor 
disruption or even increases in social 
services — especially welfare — you 
hear we are catching what the politi¬ 
cians call “The British Disease."

It’s a tax — because the taxpayers 
foot the bill — for part of the election 
expenses of both candidates and politi¬ 
cal parties. 

It’s new there but it’s here in Can¬ 
ada now. going into operation this 
coming election 

And it's costing us, if the pre-esti¬ 
mates are correct, $8 to $10 million. 

Add to that the extra cost — due to 
the three-cent April increase in post 


age rates — of those free parliamen¬ 
tary bulk mailings. 

The three cents is going to raise the 
cost of those political propaganda 
mailings an unhealthy amount 

From the beginning we’ve paid for 
the holding of elections; and there can 
be no valid objection to that. 

But must we pay for delivery of 
what has to be called “political junk 
mail?” 

Or worse, should we be required to 
line the election pockets of candidates 
and their parties? 

In Britain where they are supposed 
to be suffering a bad case of “The 
British Disease," otherwise known as 
“The Gimme-s" or the "I'm-Alright- 
Jack" syndrome, the public and some 
of the opposition politicians are an¬ 
swering with a roaring "no." 

But since the Labor government, 
weak as it may be, now seems deter¬ 
mined to impose “The Great Election 
Tax," the Brits, like the Canadians, 
are going to have to pay, like it or 
not. 

“Compelling the voters to help pay 
willy-nilly for party and candidate 
propaganda and election costs is as 





impudent as obliging a housewife to 
pay the doorstep hawker, whether she 
buys his goods or not,” storms the 
London Daily Telegraph. 

“We accept," grants the London 
Daily Express, "that parties provide 
the lifeblood of Western democracy. 

"But that does not mean they are 
entitled to transfusions from con¬ 
scripted donors? 

“If a good cause is the^qualifica- 
tion for extortion of the taxpayers' 


money, why not compulsory public- 
handouts to the churches or the cam 
paign for real ale and wholemeal 
bread? All of them may be considered 
as no less vital to our well-being, 
physical and spiritual. 

“But the fact is that political par 
ties are in class of their own, and by- 
no test imaginable do they deserve 
conscripted public supplementary- 
benefits. 

"If their supporters no longer care 
enough to voluntarily pay for them, 
then the present parties are unwanted 
and must make way for new ones 
whose members have the passion and 
conviction needed to keep them both 
active, constructive and solvent." 

Amen. 

In their own interest, candidates 
should be most implacably opposed to 
public handouts to their party ma¬ 
chines. ^ 

Such subsidies ehange Thc power 
structure within the party — subtract¬ 
ing from the candidates and adding to 
headquarters organizations. 

To say nothing about the outra 
geous imposition of yet another tax on 
the defenceless public.

PANAMA CITY — Argen 
tina and Chile may not go to 
war after all in the cold and 
forbidding waters of the 
Beagle Channel at the tip of 
South America. 

Their foreign ministers 
agreed Jan. 8 to a Vatican 
sponsored mediation which 
involves an immediate pull 
back of both armies and 
navies from the area — a 
move that substantially de¬ 
fuses a longstanding dispute 
over the islands and waters 
in the channel. 

Now comes the hard task 
of mediation Moreover, the 
mediation will not be bind¬ 
ing on either party. But at 
least the two nations are 
talking again and there is 
the potential of settlement. 

This has been the goal of a 
papal envoy who has shut 
tied baek and forth in the 
style of Henry Kissinger be¬ 
tween the two capitals, 
Buenos Aires and Santiago, 
for the past two weeks. 

When the foreign minis¬ 
ters of the two countries, 
Argentina's Gen. Carlos W 
Pastor and Chile’s Hernan 
Cubillos Sallato, met in Uru¬ 
guay Jan. 8, Cardinal Anto¬ 
nio Samore already had ob¬ 
tained a basic commitment 



front both sides to defuse the 
dispute. 

All that was left for Pastor 
and Sallato was discussion 
of the documents agreeing 
to papal mediation and the 
armed forces pullback — 
and their signing. 

Samore, moreover, is un¬ 
derstood to have concrete 
ideas on the mediation 
which he probably will head 
as Pope John Paul IPs rep¬ 
resentative. 

It is understood the cardi¬ 
nal's plan would confirm 
Chile’s possession of dis¬ 
puted islands but limit its 
original claim of 300 miles of 
territorial waters in the At¬ 
lantic Ocean, which Chile 
based on the islands' shores. 
Argentina, which has said 
that offshore waters in the 
Atlantic were historically 
■ Argentine, is under con¬ 
siderable pressure to accept 
a compromise. 



That pressure comesjiat;.; 
unty Tfffnr'tfie Vatican but 
also from the United States 
and other members of the 
Western Hemisphere who, in 
effect, have been telling Ar¬ 
gentina to cool it. 

The dispute centres on 
three islands — Lennox, 
Nueva and Picton — that 
determine the Beagle Chan¬ 
nel and that were awarded 
Chile in a 1977 British-spon¬ 
sored arbitration. That 
award was binding, but Ar¬ 
gentina reneged because it 
gave Chile, a west country 
facing the Pacific, an Allan 
tic coastline. 

Since then, the two sides 
have talked intermittently 
but have mobilized army 
and navy forces in an esca¬ 
lation that threatened to 
.spill over into warfare. 

The papal mediation was a 
last-ditch effort to cool the- 
dispute.

This brings the deficit — 
in goods and services such 
as travel, interest and divi¬ 
dend payments and foreign 
borrowing — to a nine- 
month total of $3.1 billion. 
Last year's total current ac¬ 
count deficit was $4.2 billion 
All this is spite of a third 
quarter trade surplus of $70ti 
million, about the same as 
the second quarter trade 
surplus. 

It is, of course, easy and 
simplistic to offer armchair 
solutions, but as one who 
travels professionally and 
hence suffers from the low 
estate of the Canadian cur¬ 
rency, I would like to offer a 
few suggestions: 

A quarterly $42fi million 
deficit was in the travel ac¬ 
count, most if it created by 
Canadians wishing to enjoy 
a few weeks of winter in 
Florida, Hawaii and other 
places in the south. Would it 
not be possible to obtain 
some tropical real estate 
owned by Canada? The 
Turks and Caicos Islands 
south of the Bahamas alleg¬ 
edly asked to join us Why 
not add a tropical province 
to Confederation? Or else, 
lease property may be avail 
able for Canadian resort de 
velopment. A Quebec muni 
lions maker leased a chunk 
of St. Lucia for testing his 
products and the Americans 
lease missile tracking sites 
all over the tropics. Why not 
a tropical chain of Canadian 
resorts? 

Our budgetary allocation 
for foreign aid exceeds $1.1 
billion per annum and is 
going up. It is not suggested 
that we deny emergency as 
sistance to the starving, but 
we ourselves are compelled 
to go, hat in hand, and bor¬ 
row money abroad to pre¬ 
vent our currency from fur¬ 
ther sliding. How can we 
continue to borrow at nine 
per cent and lend, as we 
recently did to Indonesia,, 
and others, at two per cent, 
after adding a tO-ycar grace 
period, even if some of these 
soft loans are used to pur 
chase Canadian products? 
Our income per capita 
places us globally in the 
eighth place, and we do not 
have to match the seven 
ahead of us in generosity. 
We should consider increas¬ 
ing our non-financial aid by 
contributing skill, know-how 
and technology transfer to 
underdeveloped nations, 
rather than devalued Cana¬ 
dian dollars. 

The outflow of dividends 
and interest amounted to al¬ 
most $1 billion last quarter. 
Much of this is unavoidable, 
since the federal and some 
provincial governments bor¬ 
rowed heavily In foreign 
money markets. But some of 
the dividend payments could 
be recouped by encouraging 
investment in foreign com 
panles operating in Canada

This would also give Canada 
a greater say in the manage¬ 
ment of these companies 
without legislative interfer¬ 
ence. 

Canadians would be more 
encouraged to invest in Ca¬ 
nadian developments if the 
terms offered would be as 
attractive in Canada as are 
available elsewhere. British 
Columbians, for example, 
who invest in State of Wash¬ 
ington housing, can deduct 
mortgage interest from 
their taxes there, a scheme 
which Conservative Leader 
Joe Clark hopes to introduce 
to Canada and which, with¬ 
out doubt, will gain him 
many votes in the next elec¬ 
tion. 

A $555 million deficit last 
quarter was in a category 
know as “other service 
transactions." This includes 
payments such as engineer¬ 
ing fees, consultants’ fees, 
trade-mark and patent pay¬ 


ments and some govern¬ 
ment expenses. It seems 
that by "thinking” Cana¬ 
dian, some of these expendi¬ 
tures could be reduced. For¬ 
eign specialists and 
insurance companies should 
be used only after thorough 
verification that Canadians 
are unable to offer equiva¬ 
lent services. (Did LotoCan¬ 
ada really need high priced 
and eventually unused 
American consultants?). 
Furthermore, Canadian re¬ 
search and development 
should be encouraged anil 
supported ip order to create 
paid demand abroad for Ca 
nadian science, technology 
and expertise. 

Finally, although our 
trade figures do show a sur¬ 
plus, a greater effort must 
be made to increase the sur 
plus by pursuing a more ag¬ 
gressive trade policy, which 
we could learn from imitat¬ 
ing the Germans, the Japa 
nese, or even the French and 
the Koreans who are much 
more in evidence abroad 
than wc are.

one man s opinion 


THK MEMORY is still active enough for me to 
recall the rather significant hubbub generated by the 
Social Credit opposition, when Norman Levi's human 
resources department came up with a serious case of 
the shorts or the longs, if you will. 

Levi managed to pile up a budgetary overrun of 
something in excess of *100 million and he was 
paraded across the coals and ridiculed as a financial 
basket case. This is not meant to be any hindsight 
excuse for Levi's failure, because he did indeed blow 
a lot of money. Rather, it is to point the same 
accusing finger at the present Kocred regime in the 
matter of budget overruns. 

First, let me review the overruns racked up by 
the NDP government. In the fiscal period of 1973-71. 
$91 million. In 1971-75, NDI’ overshot the mark bv 
$135 million. I will exclude 1972-73 and 1975-76 in that 
more than one government was involved during 
those periods due to elections. 

Bill Bennett's government went over budget bv 
$84 million in 1976-77 and $215 million in 1977 78. With 
three months remaining in the 1978-79 fiscal year, it 
would appear there will be another significant over¬ 
run. lip to January 5 of this year, the overrun came 
out at $105 million. 

The biggest case of spending more than budgeted 
for is in Ihe highways department. That figure Is $75 
million. Transport comes next with $6.2 million. The 
department of forests is $3.7 million over the an¬ 
nounced figure: municipal and housing is $3.2 million 
over: the attorney general’s department is $2 million 
ill the red: public works $2.1 million over; finance is 
$1.3 million in the glue and recreation and conserva¬ 
tion comes in with a $1.1 million overrun. There are 
much smaller overruns for the provincial secre¬ 
tary's office, agriculture, education and mines. 

And il is only fair to point out the total overrun 
might have been somewhat larger had not certain 
monies been made available from Ihe lottery funds. 
Like a $500,000 grant to train firefighters and $200,000 
for smoke detectors in private nursing homes. Is it 
not reasonable to suggest that without lottery funds, 
these expenditures would have come under the attor 
ney general's department? Therefore. I add the 
$700,000 as hidden costs and bring this fiscal year’s 
overrun to slightly in excess of $106 million. 

Yes. I realize the same set of figures can be 
made to tell widely divergent stories. But then, I 
guess the NDP could do the same with their much 
heralded overruns during their tenure. 


I HAVE LONG DECRIED the ready accessibil¬ 
ity of the gasoline cookie jar. Governments at nearly 
every level get their sticky fingers into the conve¬ 
nient pot. Need more tax revenue? Put another tax 
on gasoline. 

Bill Tindall, chairman of Ihe Capital Regional 
District's transit services committee, has announced 
that residents of this district will be paying three 
cents per gallon more for gas come April. The added 
tax will be used to finance public transportation, 
which has been transferred to Ihe Capital Region 
from the provincial government. 

Damn their hides anyway! The cost of gasoline 
has reached obscene heights as is. far less having 
another three cents a gallon lacked on for public 
transportation. It escapes me why the motorists, 
most of whom never use the public transportation 
system anyway, are the ones singled out to pay the 
costs. No. I will not buy the argument that we. as 
motorists, get free use of streets and highways. We 
don't — we pay licence fees, our taxes contribute 
heavily to the building and upkeep of those streets 
and highways. First, knowing full well the public- 
transportation facility loses great gobs of money, 
why not boost the cost of fares? Let those who use the 
facility pay a greater share of the cost — a more 
realistic share. Second, don't single out motorists to 
pay the whole shot. Many of those using public 
transportation do not own automobiles, which means 
they arc not stuck with any kind of increase for their 
transportation. 

Dun the motorist the easy way More and more 
taxes on gasoline. I am surprised, however, that they 
didn't also add on another nickle or dime to the cost 
of a bottle of booze to help defray the same cost. 
After all. gas and booze are the main readily avail¬ 
able cookie jars.

Sick of Levesque 


After the first flurry of activity launched by financial 
analyst Charlie Barber, the NDP lapsed into thoughtful 
mood regarding Premier Bennett's announced program lo 
give everyone a piece of the B(C)RIC. 

Even before Bennett's announcements, those on Ihe 
inside had dropped the "C" from Ihe British Columbia 
Resources Investment Corporation for the easier-to-remem 
ber short title "The BRIC." 

Anyway. Burber, given the unenviable task of replying 
to the flve-,shares-for-everyone announcement on extremely 
short notice and not having in his possession too mucii 
background information, sputtered something about Ben 
nett's announcement being proof of how sound the NDP 
purchases were. Beyond that the criticism sputtered 

While Barber was doing his number in the NDP caucus 
offices under the watchful eyes of John Mika of Saanich 
council non partisan fame, and John Wood, the tried-and 
true NDP backroom worker, Alex Macdonald was perform 
ing in Vancouver. 

WHILE BARBER WAS solemnly explaining whal a 
dastardly deed the offer of five free shares really was. 
Macdonald, delightful ham that he is, was enjoying himself 
in front of the TV cameras 

Hardly able to stifle his giggles, he intoned that he 
intended lo paper his office (or was it study?) walls with his 
five shares just as a reminder of how great he and his 
colleagues were when he was attorney-general in the Dave 
Barrett cabinet. 

He is one of those truly delightful socialists who repre¬ 
sents the downtrodden and the poor from his rather, er. nice, 
home on the waterfront at Point Grey. 

Like his partner in Vancouver East, Barrett, he doesn't 
live with the folks he represents, preferring instead Ihe 
comfort, the affluence, and the neighborliness of such 
workmates as Garde Gardom (his replacement as AG) and 
Pat McGeer. 

Barrett, as we remember, quile properly took up resi¬ 
dence in Victoria when he was premier and remained on his 
waterfront property in Esquimau long after the voters of 
Vancouver East elected him as their second champion. 

LIKE SEVERAL OTHER NDP former cabinet minis¬ 
ters, Barrett preferred the salubrious climate and gentle 
politics of Victoria to the old home riding. 

One of the former cabinet ministers who stayed around 
these parts was Robert A. Williams who resigned his seal lo 
enable Barrett lo thunder his Way back into the house. We 
don't hear much from the old hatchetman anymore. 

There is a Robert A. Williams listed as a reluctant 
taxpayer on property known as 581 Johnson Street. The 
amount named in the writ issued last Thursday was $3,209. 
But that couldn't be the same Bob Williams we knew, could 
il? 

We do know that he didn't rub shoulders with Ihe 
blue-collars in Vancouver East loo often and that for a 
member of a government which didn't believe in the private 
ownership of land he did remarkably well in that field. For a 
while, anyway. 

All of which leads us to the second salvo fired in the 
five-fnee-shares dispute. That came from friendly Emery 
Barnes, the giant who also prefers Vancouver Island to his 
home constituency of Vancouver Centre. 

Barnes, God bless him. has a home oul in the country 
(not too far from East Sooke) and a few parcels of laud for 
comfort. 

I DON’T KNOW WHO wrote Barnes' public statement 
for him, but 1 hope it was nobody I know. We didn't see 
Barnes in the press gallery but his handout read that the five 
free shares was a "sinister" plan "wrought with despera¬ 
tion." 

The "take" when the wheeling and dealing starts, he 
continued, will "stagger Ihe imagination." And then came 
the blockbuster statement for which you may not, on this 
quiet Sunday morning, be ready. But I’ll give it to you 
anyway. Unchanged. Straight from Emery's Acres (at one 
time a hundred of them), nol from the wilds of Vancouver 
Centre where he shares office space with (as yet unheard 
from) Gary Lauk. 

Stand by now because Barnes said the five free shares 
offer was a deliberate ploy to buy votes by a group of people 
who "now that they are government want to stay in 
power.” 

1 don't know where he got that information from, hut 
we'll let it stay on the books unchallenged 

And where does all this lead us? I think it leads us lo the 
inevitable conclusion that if the best firepower the NDP can 
come up with lo attack the five free shares is comprised of 
Charlie Barber, Alex Macdonald and Emery Barnes, it 
would have been better to remain completely silent. 

IT’S A STRANGE thing about the NDP. They believe in 
public ownership, they believe the "government” should be 
in charge of our destinies. But they like to hedge their bets 
just in case. 

They not only believe in the five free shares concept, 
and the availability of more if you can raise the funds, they 
are just a little upset that they didn't think about it firsl. 

And while they moulh their platitudes about the owner¬ 
ship of land being in the hands of the crown forever, they do 
nol subscribe to that view personally. 

All of which gives them a giant up-coming headache 
Premier Bennett has promised to make crown land avail¬ 
able lo the general public. He says he wants everybody 
to own not just a piece of the BRIC but also a piece of the 
real estate. 

We'll wait and see just what that offer means, but will 
forecast now that the NDP will not unleash their dogs of war 
when the legislation comes down. They have loo many 
landowners among their numbers to do (hat. 

Almost three years ago I wrote in this space that year 
one of Social Credit would be “no dancing in the streets." 
that year two would be a year of slight (but nol much) 
relaxation, and that years three and four would see "the 
floodgates open " I also slated that in the end Bennett would 
out do Barrett with social programs 

IN A WORLD WHERE I don't win many, I'm happy to 
report that this time I appear lo be (just appear lo be) on 
target. 


And watch for the crown land deal when it comes down. 
I'm betting that Ihe silence from the NDP will outrival 
Appomattox. 

Does it all achl up to election talk? Damn right. But when 
is anybody’s guess

Pilot 

claims 

age 

record 


THUNDKK BAY. Ont. 
(CP) — Guy Cannon 
sayx he became Iho 
youngest pilot in (he 
world Friday when he 
was handed his flying 
licence at precisely 
4:05 p.m.—the minute 
he turned 17 years old. 

Cannon, a Grade 11 stu¬ 
dent here, says 17 is 
the earliest age at 
which any country in 
the world will licence a 
person to fly. That 
means the best anyone 
will be able to do is 
equal his record. No 
one can break it. 

"There have been eases 
during wartime when 
people have been al¬ 
lowed to fly airplanes 
before they were 17,” 
Cannon said. “But they 
haven’t got their li¬ 
cence. They've been 
given their wings and 
that is a little differ¬ 
ent. 

“Fifteen- or 18-year-olds 
were flying Lancaster 
bombers in World War 
Two, but they had to 
reapply when they 
were 17 in order to he 
licensed." 

Cannon received his li 
eenee at the Thunder 
Bay Flying Club, 
where he learned to 
fly. with some cere¬ 
mony after a count¬ 
down front 10 to zero. 
He had taken the day 
off school to make sure 
he would be there. 

Last year. Angela Havey 
made headlines when 
she became the youn 
gest flyer in the world 
at Arnprior. Ont. How¬ 
ever. the licence was 
issued 37 seconds after 
the moment she eante 
of age. 

Delfino Bernardi. gen¬ 
eral manager of the 
Thunder Bay dub. said 
regulation changes 
that eliminate paper¬ 
work at the time of li 
censing allowed the li 
eenee to be granted at 
the exact moment of 
eligibility. 

Cannon made his first 
flight in November. 
1977, and has logged 
about 70 hours of flying 
time in addition to 
passing all his tests. 

He says his family has 
a tradition of flying 
His father owns a light 
aircraft and two uncles 
are pilots. 


Judges will hear 
freedom appeals 


NASHV1LLK. Tenn. 
(UP!) — Three criminal 
court judges have agreed to 
hear a challenge to 34 com 
mutations granted by ousted 
Tennessee Governor Ray 
Blanton, and the man who 
filed the challenge was 
placed under police guard 
because of threats on his 
life. 

Police Chief Joe Casey 
said an around-the-clock po 
lice guard of "two or three" 
men had been assigned to 
John Jay Hooker, a frequent 
Blanton critic. 

Hooker is seeking lo re¬ 
voke 34 of 52 executive clem¬ 
ency papers that Blanton, a 
Democrat, signed at the 
slate eapitol Monday night 
less than 48 hours before his 
Republican successor. 
Lamar Alexander, took of¬ 
fice. 

At the request of the FBI. 
state officials arranged to 
have Alexander sworn in 
three days early to prevent 
Blanton from freeing any 
additional convicts. 

Even before the signing of 
the 52 commutations. Blan 
ton had been named by the 
FBI in a parole-selling scan 
dal that is under investiga 
tinn by a federal grand jury. 
Three of Blanton's aides 
have been arrested in the 
case. 

Federal officials said they 
wanted Alexander to take 
office early because it was 
their belief Blanton planned 
to free "one or more" addi 
tional prisoners who are tar¬ 
gets in the parole-for-pay in¬ 
vestigation. 

Hooker is seeking to re¬ 
voke those executive clem¬ 
ency actions granted by 
Blanton that did not have the 
recommendation of the 
state pardons and paroles 
board. 

One of those involved is 
convicted double murderer 
Roger Humphreys, who 
walked out of the State Peni¬ 
tentiary a free man Monday- 
night within minutes after 
Blanton signed a document 
commuting his 20-19 year 
sentence to time served. 
Humphreys is the son of one 
of Blanton's political cron¬ 
ies. 

Meanwhile, the Tennessee 
Senate adopted a resolution 
condemning Blanton for jiis 
release of Humphreys and 
the wholesale granting of ex¬ 
ecutive clemency to felons. 
The house declined to bring 
up a similar resolution be¬ 
cause. speaker Ned Ray 
Mc-Wherter said, the legisla¬ 
ture was ceremonial session 
to prepare for Alexander's 
formal inaugural Saturday. 

The judges set a hearing 
for Tuesday on Hooker's 


challenge of the commuta¬ 
tions. The judges specifi¬ 
cally agreed to hear the ease 
of convicted wife-killer Fred 
Smith, whom Alexander has 
refused to release despite 
the order signed by Blan 
ton. 

Smith is among 28 prison¬ 
ers whose sepuutees were 
commuted to time served. 
Thirteen have already left 
the prison, but Alexander 
has refused to release the 
other 15. 

Smith’s attorney, David 
Pack, filed suit to obtain 
Smith's release, and Hooker 
said the judges' decision to 
hear the case opened the 


door to revocation of all 
commutations not recom¬ 
mended by the board. 

"This puts squarely be¬ 
fore the judicial branch of 
government the question we 
have raised. That is whether 
Ray Blanton acted beyond 
his power in granting the 
release of Roger 
Humphreys," Hooker said.

The U.S.-produced,.series 
about Nazi atrocities 
against the Jews is to be 
televised on four days this 
week. 

But 25 minutes into a 90 
minute program called 
Final Solution, an explosion 
knocked out the antenna at 
Waldeseh near Koblenz, 
preventing thousands of 
viewers in southwestern 
West Germany from seeing 
the documentary. 

About 30 minutes later, a 
second explosion damaged 
power and antenna cables at 
a post office facility in Nort- 
tuln. about 16 kilometes west 
of Muensler. 

Police said the explosion

He outlined Dome's work 
in the Beaufort, pointing out 
that while much remains tu 
be done, all indications point 
to large reserves waiting to 
be tapped. The company has 
been developing the specia¬ 
lized technology needed to 
conduct drilling operations 
in an area where thick, rest¬ 
less ice cover poses the 
major obstacle to explora 
tion and development. 

For, instance, now Dome 
can only drill four months a 
year, but second-generation 
ships and equipment will 
soun allow year-round op¬ 
era tions. 

Gallagher would not com 
mit himself to specific esti¬ 
mates of the potential yield 
for the Beaufort, but he said 
seismic studies hnd test 
wells all indicate that petro 
leum is there m quantity. 


Later, in an interview, he 
repeated his optimistic fore¬ 
casts. 

“I have very little doubt," 
he said. "We’re going to 
have commercial oil and gas 
in the Beaufort." 

He said the world's pres¬ 
ent great oilfields lie In so- 
called tertiary zones in the 
deltas of large rivers. In the 
Beaufort Sea. off the delta 
of the Mackenzie River. 
Dome has found tertiary 
structures. 

In his address, he issued a 
plea for government under¬ 
standing of the problems In¬ 
volved in the costly search 
for new sources of hydro¬ 
carbons, particularly in the 
Arctic where Dome's costs 
run as high as $500,000 per 
day per drill ship. 

II was time Canadians 
realized that they will even¬ 
tually have tu pay the going 
world price for oil. because 
(hat is about what it costs to 
find new sources. 

"Also at least in Canada, a 
higher percentage of this in¬ 
ternational pricing should 


be returned to the producer, 
but the producer should be 
required to invest a fair 
share of the increased cash 
flow in Canada for the de¬ 
velopment of additional hy¬ 
drocarbon reserves." 

He said that, given world 
prices, Canada's proven and 
potential reserves could 
total 378 billion barrels, 
compared with a project de 
mand over the next 25 years 
of about 22 billion barrels. 

"The oil is there," he said. 
"We must be willing to pay 
the world price to develop 
it." 

Gallagher objects to the 
Canadian government's 
policy of lying the price of 
domestic oil to the average 
price of U.S. oil in Chicago. 
That just won’t allow for the 
enormous costs of Arctic de¬ 
velopment and exploration. 

In addition, he said. Ot¬ 
tawa has to speed up the 
long regulatory process, to 
keep pace with demand 

On the question of trans 
porting the oil and gas out of 


the Arctic, he strongly 
favors the idea of tankers. 

He supports the applica¬ 
tion by Petro-Canada, the 
government oil company, 
for permission to move gas 
from the Arctic islands in 
liquified form in tankers. 
That application was filed 
with the National Energy 
Board on Wednesday. 

Dome has set 1985 as a 
target date for its first tank 
er movements through the 
Northwest Passage with oil 
and gas from the Beaufort 
Sea. 

Dome has been experi¬ 
menting with icebreaker de¬ 
signs, Gallagher said. A so- 
called class four icebreak¬ 
er—which can move through 
four feel of ice at a mini¬ 
mum of three knots—now is 
under construction. It fea¬ 
tures a number of innova 
tions and, if successful, 
would serve as a model for a 
class 10 icebreaker-tanker. 

In the interview, he 
touched on the question of 
safety. 


"If you buildyour tankers 
with class 10 hulls, they’re 
virtually indestructable. If 
you build them properly, 
those things shouldn't hap¬ 
pen. But nothing is risk 
free." 

The environmental ques¬ 


tions were matters of priori¬ 
ties. 

"Someone is going to have 
to say to people, if you want 
absolute environmental 
safeguards, it’s going to cost 
you two or three times as 
much. Arc you going to pay 
it?"

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Iran teeters on verge of financial collapse 

Foreign banks with obligations approaching panic

TEHRAN, Iran - This 
country is on the verge of 
financial collapse and some¬ 
thing approaching panic has 
seized American and other 
foreign banks which have 
heavy obligations here. 

The political crisis that 
has gone on for more than a 
year has left the county, in 
the words of one foreign 
banker, “a shambles." 

Oil exports, the lifeblood 
of the economy, have been 
totally cut since Dec. 26, at a 
cost of $60 million a day in 
revenues. The ports are shut 
down by strikes, as are the 
country's railroads and air¬ 
line. 

The central bank Is not 
functioning, and the few 
pockets of the economy still 
working appear to be at 
their last gasp. Virtually the 
whole industrial base of the 
country, with 2 million jobs, 
is dependent on imports, and 
they are not coming in. 

Finance Minister Rostam 
Pirasteh calls the situation 
"technical default," which 
means simply that the na¬ 
tion cannot meet its finan 
cial obligations. With no 
mail services, the telex ma¬ 
chines out of operation, and

the central bank not operat¬ 
ing. an estimated $2 billion 
owed to American banks 
cannot be serviced or re¬ 
paid. 

In deepest water here are 
the Bank of America and 
Citibank which, in the terms 
of one banker, are "really 
exposed." Estimates are 
that each is owed about $500 
million, plus term loans, and 
credits to both industry and 
government. 

Chase and Manufacturer’s 
Hanover, plus Swiss and 
German banks, are in trou¬ 
ble to a lesser degree But ho 
one is giving new credits. 

“The Turkish situation is 
peanuts compared to this," 
said one insider in the finan¬ 
cial world here. >»We may be 
heading for a gigantic 
fall." 

Bank of America Is owed 
well over $500 million, more 
than half of it in short-term 
money. In addition it has 
some $65 million in term 
loans. $100 million tied up in 
industrial credits, and $80 
million In government cred¬ 
its. 

Technically speaking, the 
government still has large 
reserves of foreign ex¬ 
change. The finance minis¬ 
ter said that reports they 
had sunk below $9 billion 
were "ridiculous." 

However foreign bankers 
here estimate them at about 
$7 billion to $8 billion, down 
from $11.5 billion. But the 
question is academic. Even 
if oil exports are resumed at 
full scale — an impossibility 
due to deterioration of oil 
wells since they were shut 
down — bankers expect re¬ 
serves to sink to $5 billion by 


March 20, the start of the 
Iranian new year. 

This is dangerously low, 
considering the country’s 
ongoing obligations, one 
banker said. 

Iran has contracted for 
military goods and services 
worth $9 billion from the 
United States alone over the 
next three years. Normally, 
it buys another $6 billion 
worth of American goods 
and services as well every 
year, although in the present 
situation this is likely to fall 
sharply. 

if the political impasse 
continues here, some ex¬ 
perts think that up to 500.000 
American jobs could be af¬ 
fected. plus another 200,000 
in Britain. One specific 
case: The Hillman automo¬ 
bile firm in Englnd, a 
Chrysler subsidiary, has al¬ 
ready laid off 1,500 men be¬ 
cause of the impossibility of 
delivering parts for the Ira¬ 
nian-assembled Peykan au¬ 
tomobile. The plant is not 
producing because raw ma- 
terlal stocks and parts are 
exhausted. 

A slightly different situa¬ 
tion faces a Danish cheese 
company which makes noth¬ 
ing but Iranian-style cheese. 
It can continue to ship to 
Iran, as customs will handle 
food imports, but only by 
expensive air freight, which 
adds 30 percent to the cost. 
So far, the government here

has refused to pick up the 
extra cost, and has also re¬ 
fused to permit the price of 
the cheese to be raised. 

Local industry is in an 
even worse state. The big 
Melli shoe company has not 
been hit by strikes but was 
forced to close down any¬ 
way. Its outlets have been 
closed for months, and all its 
capital is now tied'up in in¬ 
ventory. It is still paying 
employees 60 percent of 
their salaries, but this will 
stop when the money runs 
out. 

Such situations exist all 
around the country. The 
steel mill complex at Isfa¬ 
han is on strike, and another 
strike in the coal industry is 
threatening to close down 
the blast furnaces because 
of the shortage of coking 
coal. This will do major 
damage to the furnaces and 
it will be years before they 
can be relined and started 
up again. 

The oil industy, the key to 
the economic health of the 
whole system, has de¬ 
teriorated sharply since 
workers went around shut¬ 
ting down wells. They have 
agreed to reopen.to supply 


domestic needs, but not to 
export until the political sys¬ 
tem here collapses. 

Meanwhile, the wells are 
being affected by sedimen¬ 
tation which, when It gets 
bad enough, means that well 
casings will have to be 
pulled out and replaced. 
This-is a Task requiring the 
reimportation of foreign 
technicians whose removal 
from the scene has been one 
of the key demands of oil 
workers. 

British experts believe 
that Iran can get production 
back up to 4 million barrels 
per day without foreign 
help. The figure had been 6.5 
million barrels per day. But 
others are more skeptical 
that even this figure can be 
reached, if and when the oil 
workers agree to start ex¬ 
porting again. 

The situation is equally 
chaotic on the domestic fi¬ 
nancial scene. The govern¬ 
ment is suffering a severe 
liquidity crisis, with the cen¬ 
tral bank not functioning 
properly and people ranging 
from businessmen to ordi¬ 
nary souls hoarding what 
money they have and not

The government has 
printed up $70 million worth 
of money; and cut reserve 
requirements of local banks 
by roughly 10 percent to 
ease the crisis. But business¬ 
men remain chary of the 
banking system, particu¬ 
larly with the government 
shaky and strikers calling 
for nationalization, not only 
of Iranian but also foreign 
-banks. 

Bankers here are hoping 
for a quick resolution of the 
political crisis. If the gov¬ 
ernment of Prime Minister 
Shahpour Bakhtiar lingers 
on, they say, the situation 
will only get worse. 

But a future radical. Is¬ 
lamic government poses 
new threats. A revolution¬ 
ary goverment, faced with 
massive external obllga 
lions, could simply cancel 
them and not pay up. In the 
oil fields, small but effective 
groups of extremists have 
already made their weight 
felt. In someeases they pave 


rejected the leadership of 
the exiled Ayatollah Ruhol- 
lah Khomeiny. although this 
has not happened yet on a 
wider level. 

As the economic situation 
worsens, their influence 
could grow, analysts fear. 
The Islamic revival here has 
been closely tied to a rising 
tide of xenophobia, to a Met¬ 
ing that the country has been 
suffering under ; a foreign 


heel for too long, and that it 
has been weighted down 
with too many foreigners 
doing jobs that rightfully be¬ 
long to Iranians. 

“We are forced to remain 
optimistic," said one of the 
few foreign businessmen 
still here, "that Khomeiny 
will realize the gravity of 
the problem." 

As for the American and 
other foreign banks here, he 
said it was too late for them 
to pull out. “They will have 
to take the gavel,” he 
added.

More power 
for Sooke 

Sooke residents will soon be spared from lengthy power 
outages that have plagued the area 

B.C. Hydro plans to spend more than $1.5 million in the 
Sooke area to provide additional power to its customers 
there as well as added security of service. 

Key to the new power facilities to be made available is 
a new substation under construction near the junction 
of Sooke Kiver Road and the West Coast Highway. 

Built to 25 kilovolt standards, it is scheduled to be in 
service in the fall, replacing two older substations which 
were operating at 12 kilovolts. The two older facili- 
lies will be phased out of service. 

The distribution system in the Sooke area has already 
been upgraded in preparation for the changeover to 
the higher voltage at the new substation. 

The voltage conversion will conserve energy by ena¬ 
bling distribution lines to operate at greater efficiency. 
Energy loss from lines is reduced by 75 per cent with an 
increase in capacity front 12 kilovolts to 25 kilovolts. 

Civilian work at the new substation, now nearing comple¬ 
tion. included clearing the site, preparing the foundations 
for the heavy electrical equipment and building an access 
road to the site 

The substation will serve the area from Kangaroo 
Road on the east to Point No Point on the west. Popula¬ 
tion of the area is about 5.000 

To provide an adequate supply of power as well as 
security of service to this area that has experienced 
many power interruptions. Hydro will boost the power 
from the present GO.000 volts to 128.000 volts this fall. 

This will be achieved by lapping into a 138.000 volt 
transmission line about one mile from the substation 
that carries' power from the Jordan River generating 
station to Howard substation in Victoria. 

.-‘Twin 138.000 volt transmission lines will carry the 
power along a new right-of-way now being cleared to the 
substation. 

This will enable power to be fed on the new Sooke 
substation either from Govyard substation or from the 
Jordan River generating station in the event of a line 
failure.

Victoria police reported Sat¬ 
urday. 

The attack occurred in the 
1200 block Fort.

2 inches 
tall, with dark, bushy hair 
The other person might have 
been a female, with light 
brown hair and carrying a 
club, said the victim of the 
attack. His assailants ww 
apparently after money, but 
failed to get any. 

The victim was treated at 
Victoria General Hospital 
for an injured hand and fa 
eial scrape, and released. 

Victoria police said Ute 
description of the assailants 
on Saturday was loo vague 
to link the incident with a 
similar one in James Bay on 
Friday night. 

In that case, a 52-year-old 
man was beaten and robbed 
at the James Bay Inn. after 
he agreed to drive a man and 
a teenage girl there from a 
downtown beer parlor. 


‘Career school’ plans raked 


Plans to make S.J. Willis a 
"career school” for the 
Greater Victoria school dis¬ 
trict have come under criti¬ 
cism from one of the dis¬ 
trict's assistant super¬ 
intendents. 

Court Brousson, in charge 
of special services to stu¬ 
dents in the school district, 
told the school board last 
week that “after a great 
deal of soul searching I have 
concluded that I do not sup¬ 
port the career school con¬ 
cept' as such at the junior 
high school age level." 

Students from the corners 


of the school district, par 
ticularlv the eastern (Oak 
Bay and Gordon Head) side, 
would not. in Brousson's 
opinion, be willing to make 
the trip to a central school 
for career programs, he told 
the school board during a 
meeting called Thursday to 
discuss the future of the ju 
nior high school program. 

To avoid making the 
school a "dumping ground” 
for problem students or slow 
learners, a large population 
of academic students will be 
required to complement 
those in vocational pro 


grams, but schools, fitting 
this description are not cen¬ 
trally located. 

Instead. Brousson said, 
career-oriented programs 
should be housed in several 
junior high schools. Pro¬ 
grams with high capital 
costs, such as those requir¬ 
ing expensive equipment, 
could be housed in a single 
school, with students travel¬ 
ling there several times a 
week to use it. 

The rationale for voca¬ 
tional education in the past 
has frequently been that "if 
you aren't good with your 


brains you must be good 
with your hands,” Brousson 
noted. Unfortunately, the 
same problems that pre¬ 
vented academic achieve¬ 
ment-such as learning dis¬ 
abilities or eye-hand 
co-ordination—will often in¬ 
hibit vocational achieve¬ 
ment as well. 

Brousson's comments 
contrast with those of a 
school district administra¬ 
tors' committee on alterna¬ 
tive schools, which strongly 
supported the career educa¬ 
tion concept for S.J. Willis. 

That committee argued 


Cordova Bay fighting sewer 


Any move by Saanich to bring 
sewers into Cordova Bay will be 
strongly resisted, says the chairman 
of the community association. 

Erie Robinson said in an interv iew 
Saturday a brief would be presented to 
council at a public meeting Feb 22 
when a Saanich planning department 
study on Cordova Bay will be discus¬ 
sed. 

Robinson said a major fault was 
that the study did not look at alterna¬ 
tives to sewering the community. 

"We are opposed to bringing 
sewers into Cordova Bay," he said. 
"We want to discourage growth, keep 
population density down and retain our 
rural atmosphere.” 


The study, done at the request of 
the association, is designed to provide 
background for residents as a step in 
preparation of a local area plan to be 
drafted under the official Saanich 
community plan 

Association planning chairman Ann 
Moffatt said the cost ot providing 
sowers to the area is likely to be 
more than twice the $3.5 million quot¬ 
ed in the report. 

Heavy capital expenditure on 
sewers should not be considered until 
the municipality has explored other 
means of improving sewage treat¬ 
ment. including the upgrading of 
faulty septicTanks. she said 


She said the Saanich study estimate 
of $3.5 million did not include an indi¬ 
vidual hook-up cost to about 1.000 
homeowners. 

Connections would each cost be¬ 
tween $2,500 and $5,000, adding about 
$1 million for a total cost of about $7.5 
million, she said 

The association had been trying for 
three years to have official action 
taken to correct faulty septic tank 
systems in Cordova Bay. "We deplore 
past and present actions which allow 
areas to deteriorate to the point that 
conventional sewers become the offi¬ 
cial answer.”

spending would be by hav ing 
a single facility, that a 
strong career program 
would enhance the prestige 
of the school, and that plan 
ning of work experience pr> 
grams could best be co-ot 
dinated under one roof.

W ITH THEIR sterile corridors, while 1 
gowned staff, and the scent of medication 
permeating everything, hospitals appear to be 
very clean places. 

*' But appearances can be deceiving. Wounds 
and the various types of tubes hospitals slick 
Tnto people are key entry points for the bacteria 
that find a home in the warm hospital environ¬ 
ment, sterile though it may seem to the naked 

fee 

* As the scene of treat ment for many contagious 
illnesses, hospitals hold rich potential for infec¬ 
tion. sometimes by germs which, owing to con¬ 
stant exposure to antibiotics in the hospital, haw 
become immune to standard methods of treat 
ment. 

S TUDYING infections and how they get start¬ 
ed in hospitals requires an enormous,amount 
of data. Victoria General Hospital medical 
director Dr. Don Carlow said in an interview. 

The physician, the type of risk, the pa¬ 
tient, the type of operation, the operating 
room, the ward a patient came from or went to, 
the antibiotic the patient received, and the treat 
ment are among the many possible explanations 
lor hospital-acquired ("nosocomial”) infec¬ 
tions. 

At Victoria General, the problem is being 
attacked by a computerized infection control 
program, the first in Canada and one of only a 
half dozen in North America 
' "You can do superficial work manually, but 
the huge amount of data needed for a more 
sophisticated program makes manual handling 
a nightmare,” VGI1 infection control officer 
David Birnbaum said. 

The computerized program came about when 
the hospital began looking for an infection con¬ 
trol officer more than two years ago. Like every 
accredited hospital.-it had an infection control 
committee made up of nursing, administrative 
and medical staff, but the hospital decided it 
wanted a more organized approach, with a 
staff member to provide more accurate and 
complete data for the committee. 


I T GOT that in Birnbaum. an epidemiologist 
(one who studies the spread of disease) with 
an interest in statistics and a ready made com¬ 
puter program for infection control that he had 
developed on his own. «■ 

A grant from the Woodward Foundation pur 
chased computer time at the University of Vic¬ 
toria I o get the project off the ground. 

The hospital's infection control program relies 
on a reporting system which identifies every 
infection In the hospital on a standard form 


There are five major types of nosocomial 
infection Carlow said—urogenital, respiratory, 
wound, blood, and gastrointestinal. 

T HE FREQUENT use of catheters, intrave¬ 
nous feeding or medication, and other "in¬ 
vasive” treatment procedures: the entrvway for 
bacteria created by surgicahwounds; and lapses 
in isolation or sterilization methods can all 
spread infection Within a hospital 
All infection reports go to Birnbaum. who 
investigates them more thoroughly to make sure 
that all the essential information is on the 
reporting form. Once put into the computer, the 
information can be retrieved many different 
ways', depending on what the infection control 
officer wants to look at. 

The quarterly computer printout shows the 
over all number and rate of infections in the 
hospital, the organism doing the infecting, the 
wards in which various types of infections occur, 
and the type of medication to which the infec¬ 
tions respond.

The hospital also looks at infections that 
occurred outside the hospital. They help the 
huspital keep tabs on how efficient it is at 
isolating these infections from other patients. 

The main value of the'system is that it 
can spot unusual trends. In one case, for 
instance, the computer was used to track down a 
certain type of infection that was occurring in 
post-surgical patients. The computer identified a 
specific operating room as the factor which the 
infected patients shared, and observation in the 
operating room revealed that a certain tech¬ 
nique in the operating room was not being done 
well. 

T HE PROCEDURE was modified and the 
infection stopped. 

Although no cost-benefit studies of compu¬ 
terized infection control have been done (com¬ 
puter time costs about $1,000 a year), the pro¬ 
gram is undeniably valuable to both the hospital 
and the patients, Carlow said. 

■ "With an organized infection control pro¬ 
gram. with a good system pf early detection and 
controls, we should be able to reduce the risk of 
infection and the cost by reducing the length of 
stay and the number and amount of medications 
needed, by returning people to productive lives 
earlier, and by reducing the risk of legal action 
against the hospital." 

The hospital's 3.7 Infections for each 100 


discharges compares favorably with other com¬ 
munity hospitals, and with future developments. 
VGH hopes to cut down the numbers. 

The ultimate capability of a computerized-in¬ 
fection control system has barely been tapped. 
'Carlow and Birnbaum agree. 

Among other refinements, the hospital hopes 
in the future to define its risk categories more 
closely, separating "clean” surgical wounds 
(from removal of a gallbladder, for instance) 
from "dirty” surgical wounds (removal of a 
highly infected appendix, for example) or from 
wounds acquired outside the hospital. 

"In our raw data an infected appendix is 
now grouped with a gallbladder, but a better 
measure of our efficiency at controlling infec¬ 
tions is the clean wound infection rate." 


F OCUSSING ON certain types of operations, 
such as total hip replacements or lumbar 
disc operations, may help manage infection in 
these cases, better. 

Staff co-operation in the program, critical to 
its success, has been improving steadily as staff 
members become more familiar with it. Carlow- 
said. The thoroughness of the program contrasts 
strongly witty the haphazard and superficial 
infection control program in existence before, 
and considerable in-service training has been 
required to acquaint everyone with their respon¬ 
sibilities. 

As the mechanism for reporting infections 
improves, the computer program itself (nick¬ 
named “Aardvark" by Birnbaum) will be im¬ 
proved. Routine surveillance Is well established, 
and Birnbaum is beginning to program the com¬ 
puter to do studies on factors such as the type of 
intravenous used, the length of time it is in place, 
and the impact on the rate of infections. 

The next phase will be to shrink the program 
down so it can be handled by a mini computer. 
Ultimately, Birnbaum hopes to use the prugram 
for "risk estimation ” 


W HEN A PATIENT walks through the door. 

his medical history and current status will 
be plugged into the computer, which will then 
sort through the hundreds of variables involved 
in infection and tell the hospital how the risk can 
be kept to a minimum 

The beauty of Aardvark, says Birnbaum, 
clearly proud of his creation, is its flexibil¬ 
ity. It can be constantly redesigned for dif¬ 
ferent studies with little trouble, since all 
the essential data is already in the system. 
In addition, the program is portable, anti could 
be used to do studies at other hospitals or 
universities, he said

WASHINGTON (UP1) - 
Prosecutors charged here 
that 11 indicted Scientolo¬ 
gists have tried “at all 
costs" to hand-pick a sym¬ 
pathetic judge for their 
criminal trial, even going to 
the extreme of disclosing 
they ordered an investigaton 
of one judge in hopes that 
would convince him to with¬ 
draw. 

The government argued 
the Church of Scientology 
had ordered, in fact, investi¬ 
gations of no fewer than 14 
U.S. District Court judges 
and nine members of the 
federal Appeals Court in 
Washington. 

Prosecutors asked U.S. 
District Judge George Hart 
to reject the Scientologists’ 
request that he excuse him¬ 
self from the case as “a 
deliberate and unprecedent¬ 
ed attempt to interfere with 
the fair administration of 
the judicial system.” 

The church has been feud¬ 
ing with the Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service, the FBI, the 
justice department and sev¬ 
eral other federal agencies 
for years, mainly trying to 
protect its tax-exempt sta¬ 
tus. 

The 11 top church officials 
were indicted last August on 
28 criminal counts charging 
them with infiltrating fed¬ 
eral agencies and stealing 
government documents per¬ 
taining to the church. 

In motions filed with Hart, 
the church disclosed docu¬ 
ments showing the judge 
had been made a target of a 
church investigation "pos 
sibly including the use of 
methods violating the 
judge’s privacy and other 
rights and possibly ... of the 
criminal laws.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Iranian embassy, the 
champagne-and-caviar pal¬ 
ace of social Washington, is 
in a political stew. 

The embassy’s chief 
political officer says am 
bassador Ardeshir Zahedi 
has resigned. 

Other embassy officials 
say he has not. 

The U.S. state department 
says that as far as it is con¬ 
cerned, Zahedi remains am¬ 
bassador—at least for now. 

ZAHEDI. meanwhile, was 
flying to New York, Texas 
and California, looking for a 
secure place for the shah of 
Iran to stay when he arrives 
in the U.S. Officially the 
shah is on vacation, but 
many observers believe he 
faces permanent exile after 
leaving Iran amid a storm of 
protest against his rule. 

Zahedi returned from 
Palm Springs on Thursday 
after visiting the posh desert 
resort of Walter Annenberg, 
former ambassador to Brit¬ 
ain. 

“I was looking around to 
see the possibility if the shah 
wants to come here," said 
Zahedi. a longtime friend 
and adviser to the shah. 

AN EMBASSY official 
said Zahedi left Washington 
again Friday but did not dis¬ 
close his destination. 


other judge was made a tar¬ 
get of an investigation. 

In his response, prosecu¬ 
tor Ray Banoun said imply¬ 
ing only one judge is in¬ 
volved “Is erroneous and 
highly misleading." 

He attached a 1977 church 
document. purportedly

by the clerk of court. 

Prosecutors indicated the 
church preferred to have 
chief U.S. District Judge 
William Bryant hear the 
case because the church ob¬ 
tained a favorable ruling 
from him on the validity of a 
1977 FBI raid on its Wash¬ 
ington offices.

Nevertheless, the con¬ 
stitution is the moderate 
framework that Spain so 
desperately needed to rid 
itself of the last vestiges 
of Francoism. 

The constitution abo¬ 
lishes the death penalty, 
lowers the voting age to 
18, establishes freedom 
of the press without cen¬ 
sorship, legalizes di- 
v8rce, guarantees free 
enterprise and civil 
rights, inuluding the 
rights to strike and to 
form political parties, 
and deprives the Roman 
Catholic Church of its of¬ 
ficial status. 

The new constitution is 
but one important aspect 
of the many dramatic 
changes that have oc¬ 
curred in Spain since 
Franco died four years 
ago. While Franco ruled 
the country, any news 
critical of Spain pub¬ 
lished in the foreign press 
was subject to official 
censorship; it was not un¬ 
usual for the Internation¬ 
al Herald Tribune or 
Time magazine to be 
yanked off the news¬ 
stands with depressing 
regularity. Today one 
can pick up a copy of 
Playboy as well as a di¬ 
verse array of other pub¬ 
lications. The reading 
public is clearly enjoying 
the end of government 
censorship, judging by 
the mushrooming profits 
of Spanish publishers. 

Four years ago, Spain’s 
13 ethnic regions were 
unable to express their 
cultural differences free¬ 
ly. Now everywhere in 
Barcelona the yellow- 
and-red-stripcd Catalan 
flag can be seen planted 
on the tops of buildings, 
pinned to lapels and plas¬ 
tered on buses, cars and 
trains. Indeed, if you 
don’t speak Catalan 
Spanish, which differs 
considerably from the 
dominant Castiilian 
Spanish, you’re treated 
with barely concealed 
condescension. To a for¬ 
eign visitor, such region¬ 
al arrogance seems ob¬ 
noxious, but it’s an 
understandable explosion 
of cultural pride. J

It’s too“early to judge 
whether or not Spain's at¬ 
tempt at democracy will 
function smoothly 

Spain’s transition from 
tyranny to democracy 
has been rocky, but that’s 
to be expected. The Span¬ 
ish people are only now 
waking up from a night¬ 
mare of 40 years of dicta¬ 
torship. The people are 
still suspicious and cyni¬ 
cal about government 
and its promises, and 
their repressed anxieties 
and frustrations over life 
under Francq are being 
released today in ideo¬ 
logical shouting matches 
that compete for atten¬ 
tion and popular sup¬ 
port. 

Indeed, there are so 
many splintered political 
groups and strikes that 
many people complain 
that life under Franco 
was more ordered and 
more secure — that there 
was less crime and more 
work. Perhaps. But 
political disorder and 
strikes are symptoms of 
growing pains suffered 
by many of thq emerging 
democracies — even es¬ 
tablished democracies 
share these problems. 
The real test of the Span¬ 
ish government will be 
tolerance, not repression, 
in the face of rising infla¬ 
tion and political and eco¬ 
nomic unrest. 

One of the problems 
faced by the current Ma¬ 
drid government is eradi¬ 
cating ail the persistent 
symbols of Francoism. 


Although the existence of 
police armed with ma¬ 
chine guns is accepted by 
many, their obvious pres 
ence on the streets of 
Spain’s cities seems an 
affront tq the idea of de¬ 
mocracy. 

Another example of lin¬ 
gering Francoism hap¬ 
pened to me late one 
night as I returned 
home.As I was walking 
up the hill to my apart 
ment, a van suddenly 
screeched to a halt at the 
curb. Several young men 
jumped out and raced 
over to one of the few 


walls in the neighborhood 
that hadn't been defaced 
by political graffiti. With 
well-rehearsed precision, 
they quickly spray-paint¬ 
ed a Nazi flag on the wall. 
The flag remained on- the 
wall for a week before 
somebody had the cour¬ 


age to blot out the swasti¬ 
ka with white paint. 

Despite Spain’s new 
democratic constitution, 
there are worrying signs. 
The legacy of Francoism 
remains, and could 1 well 
disrupt the moves toward 
democracy.

the Arabian Nights and 
wide, tree-lined boulevards 
dotted with sidewalk cafes 
that seem to be lifted from 
modern-day France. Every¬ 
thing is spotlessly clean and, 
as a bonus to tourists, taxis 
have meters so you don’t 
have to haggle over the 
price of a ride 

One of the many delights 
of Tunis are the souks, little 
shops tucked under miles of 
covered alleyways in the 
old, walled medina. You can 
find good buys in carpets, 
gold and silver jewelry and 
leather goods, if you're pre 
pared to bargain. Your first 
offer shoOld be no more than 
a third of the original asking 
price. 

As you w ander through the 
medina, which is filled with 
the sweet smells of spices 
and the betwitching aura of 
another era, you'll pass little 
cafes where men sit eonten 
tedl.v sipping strong, black 
Arabic coffee and puffing on 
knee-high water pipes 
stuffed with hashish 

"It makes them giddy," 


said my guide, somewhat 
enviously. 

If a slightly more conven¬ 
tional snack seems in order, 
try the Cafe de Paris or the 
Cafe Africa once you leave 
the medina and return to the 
world of today. A half bottle 
of Tunisian wine costs only 
about $l, and the pastries 
are as tasty as those from a 
Paris bakery. 

For good red wine try 
Thyna; for white, Coleaux 
de Carthage A word of 
warning: the local liquor, 
Boukha. a fig drink thal 
tastes like vodka, isn't 
called "while lightning" for 
nothing. 

Twenty minutes from 
Tunis on a modern four-lane 
highway are the ruins of an¬ 
cient Carthage, the city 
founded by the Phoenicians 
and razed by the Roman re¬ 
public after the 3rd Punic 
War <149116 B.C.). The ex 
cavalion is far from com¬ 
plete, but the ruins provide a 
fascinating glimpse into an 
other civilization and a 


sense of ^the history that 
gives tunisians a pride in 
their past and confidence in 
their future. 

Overlooking Carthage is 
Sidi Bou Said, the Green¬ 
wich Village of North Afri¬ 
ca. Suddenly the flavor 
turns from French to Ara-. 
bic. The stone streets wind 
up from the whitewashed 
community, seeming to 
reach the soft blue skies. 
Lovely villas are on rocks 
above the Bay of Tunis, and 
in the distance one can see 
the red-uniformed honor 
guard standing duty at thl> 
presidential residence, an 
estate that is dwarfed in 
grandeur only by the next- 
door mansion of the U.S. 
ambassador 

A fine restaurant, the Dar 
Zarrouk, is in Sidi Bou Said. 
In fact, there are a dozen or 
more excellent restaurants 
within a few minutes' drive 
of Carthage and Sidi Bou 
Said. Along with several 
first-class hotels. they 
stretch along the Mediter¬ 
ranean and offer meals fit 
for a king at a price non-

royalty can afford 
You can sit in the sun- 
shirte. listening to the crash¬ 
ing surf and stare off toward 
Europe. 


Londoners Want Visitors 


Most Londoners welcome tourists, derive a sense 
of pride from (heir city being so popular, and would 
like more chance to get to know their visitors. This is 
revealed in (he first-ever survey of Londoners' atti¬ 
tudes to tourists and tourism, published by the 
English Tourist Board. The capital has about nine 
million overseas visitors a year. 

The survey, based on a random sample of 1.038 
adults, firmly refutes criticisms of visitors made by 
the playwright John Osborne in a recent article in 
the London Evening Standard. 

Based on interviews made before Osborne's 
outburst, the survey shows that Londoners disagree 
with him: 78 per cent saw that tourism's advantages 
outweighed its disadvantages, and 67 per cent recog¬ 
nized tourism’s important contribution to (he city's 
economy. (Britain earns nearly $7 billion in for¬ 
eign currency from tourism, and 75 per cent of all 
visitors spend at least part of their slay in London). 


The survey shows thal Londoners appreciate 
that historic buildings are better preserved, and 
entertainment facilities more extensively and readi¬ 
ly available, because of tourism. This bears out the 
comments of managers of many of the capital s 50 
theatres, that Londoners would have a much smaller 
choice but for the regular influx of overseas visitors. 
A 1977 survey by the British Tourist Authority 
showed that 36.5 per cent of ail overseas visitprs 
went to at least one London theatre during their 
stay. 

Contact with the people is stated by Britain's 
visitors as being second only to history and tradition 
as an attraction. The survey shows (hat the growth of 
tourism to London is seen as providing good oppor 
(unities for meeting new people: it emerged that, for 
their part, many Londoners would like more chances 
to get to know their visitors.

Goldrush of '98 Still Colors 
Life in Downtown Skagway 


By EVELYN OLDHAM 

SKAGWAY, Alaska — For 
most passengers on the 
popular summer cruise up 
the Inside Passage from 
Vancouver to Alaska. Skag¬ 
way is the final port of call. 
From here they either ride 
the train over the Trail of '98 
or catch a plane to see more 
of Alaska. 

Skagway is the highlight 
of the cruise because it looks 
like an authentic gold-rush 
town. Prince Rupert, the 
first port, is a modern fish¬ 
ing centre. Juneau, still the 
capital of Alaska till the new 
one is built at Willow, has so 
many modern buildings that 
it is difficult to find the old-

timers, except for some wa¬ 
terfront saloons. 

But Skagway is slreets of 
weather-beaten frame build¬ 
ings with false fronts. Al¬ 
though sidewalks and paved 
roads would be cheaper and 
easier to maintain, towns¬ 
people voted to keep the 
boardwalks and the dirt 
roads, even though (his 
means dust in dry weather 
and mud in wet. 

Most buildings date bark 
to the gold rush of 1898 and 
are still in use although 
today they may be selling 
souvenirs, radios, television 
sets or gasoline. At least 
three of the old hotels are 
still open. 

Although passengers 
usually lack the time be¬ 
tween ship and train or 
plane to take in a salmon 
bake -or a can-can show, 
most of them get to do a 
little shopping for mountain 
sheep skins, jade orna¬ 
ments, ivory, bone and soap¬ 
stone carvings or gold nug¬ 
gets. Those who want to 
soak up a little gold-rush 
atmosphpre can visit the 
museum or drop into the 
Golden North Hotel. 

You can’t miss it — a 
three-storey landmark with 
a golden dome atop a turret 
that can be spotted from all 
over town. 

The lobby is furnished like 
a Victorian parlor with a 
hall stand, old wood wall 
clock and ornate glass fix¬ 
tures wired for electricity. 

On the walls are large 
photos of Skagway in 1897 
when it was a city of 10,000 
with tents, houses, stores, 
stables, outhouses, saloons, 
dance halls and gambling 
joints. Sitting on tables and 
wide window sills as objets 
d art are china wash basins, 
jugs and chamber pots 

The 33 rooms are fur 
nished in Victoriana donated 
by pioneer Skagway fami¬ 


lies when the present owners 
redecorated the hotel in the 
style of the gold-rush period. 
Most rooms are papered in 
typical patterns of the era; 
some beds are heavy oak or 
mahogany, several are four 
posters and some are brass 
or painted iron. 

The Skagway Inn was 
once a saloon and dance hall 
and is also furnished in an¬ 
tiques. Another old-timer is 
the Pack Track Inn. The 
biggest and newest hotel in 
town is also furnished in 
gold-rush style, described 
by one store owner as "a 
Hollywood idea of a bawdy 
house” — a jarring note be¬ 
cause most townspeople are 
concerned about preserving 
the authentic atmosphere of 
the town. 

In its heyday. Skagway, as 
the jumping-off point for the 
Klondike gold fields, was a 
household word around the 
globe and, according to Sa¬ 
muel P. Steele of the North¬ 
west Mounted Police, it was 
“little better than a hell on 
earth . . the roughest place 
in the world." 

Today it’s a quiet town of 
less than 800 people and re¬ 
sembles Dawson in that 
many of its original build 
ings are still in use. Preser¬ 
ving them has been a labor 
of love by local people but 
they will get help with the 
setting up of the Gold Rush 
Historical Park.

Garden Notes 


PLASTIC POTATOES 

(W. L„ Victoria) 

The technique of growing potatoes 
under strips of black polythene plastic 
film has a lot of worthwhile advan¬ 
tages. Strips of soil about feet wide 
are prepared by forking or rototilling 
in generous dressings of old rotted 
manure or compost, together with a 
sprinkle of chemical fertilizer. After 
raking level, the black polythene is 
tilled down the row and held in place 
with stones, bricks or soil on the 
edges. 

Planting is done in April by cutting 
slits in the plastic with a sharp knife, 
and pushing the seed pieces into the 
soil below. The plants grow up through 
the slits, and no further attention is 
required, as thfplastic conserves 
moisture and suppresses weeds, and 
no earthing-up is required. 

The tubers are formed on the soil 
surface, so no digging is required at 
harvest time; simply remove the plas¬ 
tic and pick up your new potatoes. 

Clear plastic will not do in this case, 
as weeds would grow and the potatoes 
would turn green from exposure to the 
light. 

SEA SAND (G. McN., Victoria) 

The garden books usually warn 
against the use of sea sand in potting 
or seed-sowing soil mixtures because 
of its salt content. 

I think, though, that if you take 

Art < 
Buchwald 
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your sand from high on the beach, 
above the high tide mark, most of the 
salt will have been leached out by the 
rain. In any case, you can always 
touch your tongue to the sample to see 
if It tastes salty. 

I should warn you, though, that 
much of the beach sand hereabouts is 
too fine for this purpose. What is want¬ 
ed is a rather coarse, large-grained 
sample. 

BROMPTONSTOCKS 

(R. T., Duncan) 

Nobody seems to know for sure 
whether the Brompton stocks are 
biennials or true perennials. Biennials 
are supposed to bloom only once, in 
their second year from seed, and then 
die. Brompton stocks have been known 
to survive occasionally and bloom a 
second time in our climate, but like 
second-year snapdragons, they are 
seldom worth keeping. 

I think it is best to treat them as 
biennials, sowing the seeds in mid¬ 
summer for blooming the following 
May and June, then discarding the 
plants. 

FLOWERS FOR A GRAVE 

(G. d’L., Maple Bay) 

The red "rose” you saw growing on 
a grave, with finely-cut, femlike fo¬ 
liage, is not a rose at all but a rather 
uncommon peony much valued for 
grave planting because of its compact 


habit of growth and its ability to get 
along without regular care. 

Commonly known as the Chinese or 
Fern-leaf peony, this plant has quite a 
mouthful of a name — Paeony officin¬ 
alis tenuifolia flore-plena. The flore' 
plena means it has fully double flow¬ 
ers. tenuifolia means fern-leafed, and 
officinalis refers to the fact that this 
plant was at one time used in medicine 
or cooking. This one is about the ear¬ 
liest of all the peonies to bloom. 

I don’t know where you can buy 
•roots of this peony, but a good place to 
try would be Ferncliff-Bulb Gardens. 
Hatzic, B.C., VOM 1M0. This firm puls 
out a most interesting free catalogue. 
JAPANESE CHERRIES 
(H. C., Victoria) 

The Japanese ornamental cherry 
tree in your garden that bears trusses 
of blossoms that hang down like cat¬ 
kins is probably Prunus padus. known 
as the Bird Cherry. It is reported that 
the emperor of Japan, when he first 
saw this tree in bloom, stopped his 
carriage, got out and walked back for 
a second admiring look. 

Your other ornamental cherry, the 
one that grows slim and upright like a 
miniature Lombardy poplar, is Prunis 
serulata erecta. often listed in nursery 
catalogues under its Japanese name, 
Amanogawa. This one is probably the 
most fragrant of all the flowering 
cherries. -

In concluding his vast 1,000-page 
History of the World, the contempo¬ 
rary British historian, J. M. Roberts, 
leaves us with this thought:

The other is that they tend to change 
much less, and more slowly, than one 
might think."

"And Lilliar^ said, ’Be¬ 
cause you wouldn't know 
how to act if you were presi¬ 
dent. You’d sit in the Oval 
Office drinking beer all day 
with your buddies, and 
then . . . let’s just say you 
aren’t house-trained well 
enough to live in the White 
House.' 

“Well, you can imagine 
how this hurt Billy,” my 
friend continued. “He made 
up his mind at that moment 
that if Jimmy got to be 
president he’d make his life 
miserable." 

“He's certainly succeed¬ 
ed," I said. 

“Billy couldn't prevent his 


brother from being elected 
president but he's deter¬ 
mined to see that he doesn’t 
get a second term.” 

“But Billy's made so 
much money out of being the 
president's brother you’d 
think he'd want him to 
stay." 

“He has made money out 
of it. But now he's become 
the country's No. 1 bore. 

"People won't even drink 
Billy's beer, much less pay 
$2 to see him jijdge a hog¬ 
calling contest in Arkansas. 
So he's got nothing left to do 
but offend every segment of 
the electorate to make sure 
that in 1980 Jimmy doesn't 
have a chance of being 
elected mayor of Plains, let 
alone president of the Unit¬ 
ed States."

Jimmy might decide to be 
reborn, but this time he's 
going to ask to be an only 
child." 


able we can count on; the unexpected 
is the most expectable. 

Yet most of us do not like this or 
want this kind of history. We are look¬ 
ing for pat answers and grand theories 
which purport to account for historical 
changes and developments. We like to 
be able to "prove” that the same 
forces that wrecked the Roman Em¬ 
pire are dragging us down today — and 
these are always “forces" that agree 
with our diagnosis of what is wrong. 

But life is too rich, too varied, to 
multiple, too indeterminate, for any 
single prescription or theory to cover 
more than a portion of the truth. If I 
have learned anything from years of 
study and reflection, it is to be dis¬ 
trustful of the "comprehensive solu¬ 
tion" that tells us all would be well if 
only we followed this or that basic 
principle. 

There is no “answer" — there are 
only answers which have to be pieced 
together, often from contrary view¬ 


points. No single solution — be it eco¬ 
nomic, political, religious, or scientific 
— is broad enough or deep enough to 
sustain some grand and permanent 
theory of human conduct. 

History does not bear out the doctri¬ 
naire. who is almost always wrong, no 
matter how good his intentions. He is 
wrong because he ignores, or flouts, 
the opposite viewpoint, he refuses to 
incorporate what seems to contradict 
his main belief. And if I am sure of 
anything, it is that only when opposites 
are reconciled is any equilibrium pos¬ 
sible. 

This is not a congenial attitude for 
most people, who do not know what 
they are "for” until they know what 
they are “against." they look on life as 
a dualism, when it is a dynamic blend¬ 
ing of oppsites. Hydrogen and oxygen 
explode when they are exposed to each 
other, but only then do they provide 
us with the indispensable beneficence 
of water.

Human milk 
helps chimp 


NORMAN. Okla. (UPI)- 
Dozens of women respond 
ing to a public plea volun¬ 
teered Saturday to provide 
mother's milk for Sequoyah, 
a 19-day-old chimpanzee. 

Researchers said the tele¬ 
phone at a private home 
where the baby chimp is 
housed rang all day Satur¬ 
day with calls from volun¬ 
teers. 

"I’m not surprised women 
offered to come out and 
nurse the chimp—it just 
takes a healthy respect for 
animals,” said Diana Davis, 
a graduate assistant at the 
Institute for Primate Stu¬ 
dies. 

The call for mother's milk 


went out after Sequoyah's 
mother, Washoe, refused to 
nurse the infant. Washoe is 
the first chimp to learn 
American sign language and 
it is hoped she will be able to 
teach it to Sequoyah 

Researchers separated 
the two last week and used 
human mother's milk as a 
substitute for chimp milk. 
They said the two kinds of 
milk have a similar chemi¬ 
cal composition but they ran 
out of human milk Friday 
and a plea went out for vol¬ 
unteers. 

"We’ve even had women 
volunteer to come out and 
nurse the chimp them¬ 
selves," said Ms. Davis.

Lens shatters big city image 


U was intended as an apol¬ 
ogy with a bit of class. 

The Channel 8 newscaster 
looked out at the faceless 
viewing public and said the 
BCTV outlet was guilty of 
too much big cityism. It had 
referred to something in 
Vancouver as a first, only to 
learn it existed in smaller 
centres. Sorry, folks. Those 
urban sophisticates had 
messed up. 

Nothing strange here, 
really. They’d been messing 
up all week. For anyone 
watching on a semi-regular 
basis, the big city image 
didn’t apply in the first 
place. Which is something 
that can be said for many 
other enterprises in Vancou¬ 
ver, a navel-gazing commu¬ 
nity still trying to convince 
itself it’s in the big leagues. 

A couple of examples 
should do to tell the Channel 
8 story. 

(1) Don Murdoch is a 
young hockey player who 
has paid the penalty for 
possession of a small 
amount of cocaine. It cost 
him a lung suspension, and 
in marking his return to the 
New York Rangers Chan¬ 
nel 8 used a glib voice-over 
to tell us that the “Cocaine 
Convict" was back. Enough 
said. 

(2) A reporter set out to 
show us something promis¬ 
ing—a real free spirit living 
without care in a car. The 
microphone and camera 
then invaded an abandoned 
car and brought us face to 
face with some poor dazed 
alcoholic from Skid Road. 
The guy said it wasn't his 
home. He also said he had 
gone to Miracle Valley to 
take the cure, and was re¬ 
minded by the reporter that 
it obviously hadn't worked. 
There were bottles in the 
car. 

The reporter's questions 
went nowhere. Nor did the 
answers. It was a non-story 
—a down-and-outer caught 
suddenly in the eye of an 
uninvited camera. 

The guy didn’t smile! He 
had nothing to smile about. 
As the poor beaten soul am¬ 
bled off the reporter added 
the final touch by telling the 
audience this was a “happy- 
go-lucky" man.

Dieters and others with¬ 
out weight problem line 
up at newest Weight 
Watchers restaurant in 
Toronto. There are now 
three of these buffet-style 
restaurants in Toronto 
and Weight Watchers In¬ 
ternational has plans to 
expand operations in 
Canada. 
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Game plan simple: 
Lose weight or pay up 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — The instruc¬ 
tions arc simple: lose weight or pay the lax 
man. But the parlor-game approach to 
dieting works, a Baylor University doctor 
said. 

Dr. John Foreyt. head of Baylor’s diet 
clinic, says hundreds of Texans so bit¬ 
terly hate the idea of giving the Internal 
Revenue Service a bonus that they arc 
willing to lose weight instead. 

Foreyt described his unique incentive 
to reducing at the first Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare conference 
on Health Promotion in an Occupational 
Setting which ended Friday. 

The would-be dieter first signs a "con¬ 
tract" with his clinic doctor to lose 10 
pounds in five weeks and backs it with 
$ 20 . 


Then he rates a list of organizations — 
including the IRS. the John Birch So¬ 
ciety, and the Democratic and Republican 
parties — on a seven-point "love-hate” 
scale. At one time, a defence fund for 
former President Nixon was on the list. 

Foreyt said the IRS never gets “love 
points" and always is given the maximum 
"hate points" — seven. 

At “settle up time," the doctor notes 
the patient's weight loss and returns $2 
for every pound lost. Any cash remaining 
from the original $20 is put into an enve¬ 
lope in the patient's presence and mailed to 
the organization he or she hates the most — 
almost invariably, the IRS. 

Foreyt said the prospect of the IRS 
winning is a powerful motivation to shed 
the required 10 pounds.

Dear Dr. Ruble: Is there 
evidence to back up the 
statement that breast can¬ 
cer is non-existent in women 
who nurse their children? — 
M. J. C. 

If there were reliable evi¬ 
dence I'm sure you’d find a 
lot more breastfeeding 
mothers' than is generally 
thought. There has been 
some statistical evidence 
that breast cancer may be 
less common among women 
who have nursed babies, but 
I know of no direct medical 
evidence w hy it should be so. 
Breast cancer, in short, does 
occur in women who have 
nursed. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: Does a 
child who has eczema have a 
greater chance of having 
asthma than one who has not 
had it? — Mrs. 0. Y. 

Another one of those 
"iffys " It is apparently 
true. Figures I’ve seen place 
the asthma odds for the 
child with eczema three 
times higher than for the 
non-eczema child. Again, no 
direct evidence that it is al 
ways related. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: What 
could be wrong with my 
knee, which has fluid at the 
back? It isn't painful, but is 
uncomfortable, especially 
going downstairs. E. E. 

Fluid may collect about 
joints from an accidental in¬ 
jury or from gradual de¬ 
terioration, as with os¬ 
teoarthritis. At the knee 1 
would also be suspicious of a 
Baker's cyst, which forms 
behind the knee That can be 
treated surgically. 

" Note to I..R. — One might 
question the diagnosis of co- 
Blis. The extreme bloating 
(of the stomach) suggests 
other possibilities. You 
flight try keeping starches 
in your diet at a'minimum. 
Ijjttid try having a daily move¬ 
ment. The drug simethacone 
lends to break up gas bub¬ 
bles in the gut. You might 
also benefit from a prepara- 


tion containing pancreatic 
enzymes to help starch di¬ 
gestion. 

Dear Dr. Ruble: Please 
give me any information you 
have on sarcoidosis. I have 
it in both lungs and would 
appreciate some tips. Is it 
contagious? — E. M. 

I'm afraid this is another 
of those "mystery” dis¬ 
eases. It’s pronouced SAR- 
coyd-OH-sis. In it small, 
lumpy tumors form in vari¬ 
ous parts of the body, as in 
the lumph nodes, the lungs, 
liver, spleen, eyes and skin. 
The lungs are favorite 
places. We don't know why 
this happens, although it 
does seem more prev alent in 
the northern hemisphere. It 
may resemble tuberculosis 
and is frequently discovered 
w hen taking chest x-rays for 
that. Sarcoidosis is verified 
by biopsy of a lump or by a 
skin reaction (Kveim test). 

The only symptoms may 
be generalized joint pain and 
fever. Since these symptoms 
may occur in a number of 
other disorders, sarcoidosis 
is an often missed diagno¬ 
sis. . 

Often it is "self-limiting. ” 
that is its symptoms may 
subside after two - to 12 
months. If they don’t, 
steroid drugs may be re¬ 
quired. 

Over the years many pos¬ 
sible causes have been in¬ 
vestigated— from a particu¬ 
lar kind of "slow-acting" 
virus to pine pollen. No defi¬ 
nite factor has been con¬ 
firmed. In some areas of the 
world sarcoidosis is a 
greater problem than tuber 
eulosis ever was. Yet, no 
connection with TB has been 
established.

It’s year for thematics

Britain's special stamp 
issues for 1979 are strongly 
oriented toward the the¬ 
matic collector, and this Is 
nowhere more apparent 
than In the first set of the 
year. 

Due to go on sale Feb. 7, it 
will feature four dog 
breeds—the . Old English 
sheepdog ((ip), the Welsh 
springer spaniel (10'4p), the 
West Highland white terrier 
(lip) and the Irish setter 
(13p), all in their native 
landscapes. The set con¬ 
tinues the animal series 
started with the wildlife 
issue of 1977 and followed in 
July of last year by a set 
showing horses. 

Horses will be appearing 
again this year in a different 
context—the 200 th running 
of the Epsom Derby will be 
marked with a set featuring 
racing. These stamps arc 
due on June 6. 

In the interim, for the first 
day of spring, four stamps 
depicting British wild- 
flowers go on sale. The de¬ 
signs will show the snow¬ 
drop. the primrose, the 
daffodil and the bluebell in 
their natural settings. 

And later, on May 9. a 
stamp issue will mark the 
direct elections of British 
representatives to the Euro¬ 
pean Assembly. 

On July 18 there will be a 
set for the United Nations' 
Year of the Child, which will 
also be observed in stamps 
by a good many other 
stamp-issuing authorities 
including Canada which will 
combine the theme with its 
Christmas stamps. 

On Aug. 22 in the U.K. 
eomes the miniature sheet 
for the centenary of the 
death of Howland Hill, the 
man who introduced the ad¬ 
hesive postage stamp to the 
world. The Penny Black, is¬ 
sued in May of 1810. inau¬ 
gurated the system of pre¬ 
payment for mail ,that’s the 
basis of the present pos¬ 
tal service. Like the previ-

ous miniature sheet showing 
historic buildings, this sheet 
will bear an extra eharge to 
help finance the London 1980 
international stamp exhibi¬

And for a different subject 
altogether, on Sept. 26 there 
will be a set of special 
stamps for the 150th anni¬ 
versary of the founding of 
the Metropolitan Police by 
Robert Peel.

Nutrition, health pitch 
to hit child’s air time 


NEW YORK (AP) — ABC Television 
has announced that it will cut network 
commercial time during weekend morning 
children’s programming by 20 per cent 
over the next two years and fill some 
of the time with messages on health and 
nutrition. 

The rest of the “free time" will be used 
for public service announcements and gen¬ 
eral program information. 

The total amount of network and local 
commercial time will be equal to or less 
than the total commercial time currently 
being carried during prime time network 
hours, ABC said. 

Currently, the total amount of com 
mcrcial time in weekend children pro 
graming is 8% minutes of network and one 


minute of local commercial time an hour, 
ABC said. 

The network said that beginning in 
January, 1980, the number of network 
commercial minutes will be decreased to 
714 minutes an hour and in January, 1981, 
to 614 minutes an hour. Local commercial 
time will remain the same. 

In 1971, ABC voluntarily reduced to 914 
minutes the amount of network and local 
commercial time in children's program¬ 
ming. 

"We believe this is a significant step in 
providing the best program service for our 
young viewers," said James Duffy, presi¬ 
dent of ABC television network, “and we 
believe this important step should be 
adopted as an industry standard."

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Canada signs treaty 
for Caribbean trade 
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No plots, Sadat warns Reds 


OTTAWA (UPC) — Can¬ 
ada has signed a trade and 
economic co-operation 
agreement with 11 of 12 gov¬ 
ernments of the Caribbean 
Economic Market, External 
Affairs Minister Don Jamie¬ 
son announced Saturday, 
The signing of the agree¬ 


ment in Kingston, Jamaica, 
and announced simultan¬ 
eously in Ottawa, replaces 
the 1925 Canada-West Indies 
Trade Agreement which had 
governed Canada’s trade 
with the Caricom nations. 

The agreement phases out 
the British preferential tar¬ 


iff on goods entering Canada 
from Commonwealth coun¬ 
tries, and replaces It with a 
reclprocol most-favored-na¬ 
tion arrangement in both 
directions. 


KHARTOUM (AP) — 
Egypt's President Anwar 
Sadat on Saturday warned

The last of the submerged 
motor craft was finally 
hauled onto shore about 1 
p.m. Saturday, more than 16 
hours after a security guard 
at the Day Island Marina 
notified police that several 
boats were sinking, said Pa¬ 
trol Sgt. Jon, Reynoldson. 

"They were all (moored) 
right in a row," Reynoldson 
said. “Somebody apparently 
just swam around the out¬ 
side and slashed (six-to 
eight-inch holes in) the rub¬ 
ber boot around the out¬ 
drive. The ones that were 
backed in weren’t both¬ 
ered.” 

The marina security 
guard reportedly said he had 
seen bubbles from a scuba 
diver earlier in the evening, 
Reynoldson said, but the re¬ 
port could not be Immedi¬ 
ately confirmed. 

The boats, six to nine 
metres in length, had an 
average value of $20,000 to 


$30,000 each, he said. Total 
damage Saturday was esti¬ 
mated to range between 
$2.>0.000 (O $500,000. 

Police knew of no motive for 
the vandalism and had no 
immediate clues, he added. 

It was not known when the 
vandalism occurred. “I fig¬ 
ure it would take about an 
hour. They don't leak that 
fast," Reynoldson said.

"We will never delay in 
heeding the call of any Arab 
or African country If it is 
faced with aggression on its 
territory or destiny,” Sadat 
warned. 

Speaking to a joint session 
of the Egyptian and Suda 
ncse parliaments being held 
in Khartoum, Sadat de¬ 
clared: 

“I say to whom It may 
concern that the borders of 
Sudan are the borders of 
Egypt. Any attack on Sudan 
we will consider an attack 
on Egypt first and fore¬ 
most.” 

The speech was Sadat's 
most forceful reference to 
the unrest in Iran and what 
he perceives as a radical 
threat coming from Ethio¬ 
pia against both Sudan and 
Somalia. 

Egypt and Sudan are 
joined by a mutual defence 
pact concluded after Egyp¬ 
tian troops helped Sudanese 
President Jaafar Numairi 
regain power following a 
coup in July, 1976. 

Like Egypt, Sudan has ex¬ 
pelled Soviet military ad¬ 
visers and its relations with 
Moscow now are cool. 

Sadat has said in the past 
that any attempt to tamper 
with the sources of the Nile 
River by the pro-Soviet re¬ 


gime in Ethiopia would "be 
a matter of life and death 
for us." Thc Niles is the 
lifeline of both Egypt and 
Sudan. 

In his speech Saturday. 
Sadat did not mention Iran 
by name, nor did he refer to 
the shah. Sadat is staying 
with the “vacationing" 
monarch in the same hotel in 
Aswan. He came to Khar¬ 
toum briefly to deliver the 


speech before returning lo 
the shah’s side. 

The occasion for the 
speech was to crown recent 
meetings of joint Egyptian- 
Sudanese committees which 
are charting common 
projects. 

The aim is to move slowly 
toward an eventual union. 
The Joint parliamentary 
meeting is a ceremonial 
part of that process.

Dr. Carmack Holmes, a cancer specialist who was 
not directly involved in last week’s surgery during which 
physicians remov ed Wayne's cancerous stomach and lymph 
nodes, said no decision had been made on future treat 
monl. • y » 

Holmes described the 71-year-old actor as a "a very 
strong man with an exceptional spirit," and said doc 


tors at the University of California at Los Angeles Medical 
Centre were optimistic aboul his recovery. 

A centre spokesman said Wayne was scheduled to bo 
released in about seven days. 

Holmes cited the Importance of Wayne's personal 
strength and will to live. The actor had part of a lung re 


moved for cancer 15 years ago. underwent open heart 
surgery last year and spent more than nine hours on the 
operating table last week. 

“In each instance,” Holmes said, "his recovery has 
been exceptional. This indicates a very strong man with an 
exceptional spirit.”

Rig ors of two decades show 

Stills returns to try a club date

BEL-AIR, Calif. — Ste¬ 
phen Stills was pacing ner¬ 
vously in the den of his huge, 
walled Bel-Air home near 
Beverly Hills. The rigors of 
nearly two decades in the 
business may be beginning 
to show on him. A small, 
stocky 34-year-old Texan, 
Stills’ hairline is receding, 
and he wears a worn-down 
look. 

AT THE moment, his 
worry is a weekend Roxy 
engagement that, he said, is

"There arc all sorts of 
reasons," he replied, sip¬ 
ping on a shot of bourbon.

“I 
don't think Columbia knows 
how to promote it and mar¬ 
ket It because It’s such a 
departure for me,” Stills ob¬ 
served. “I’m sure they 
would have had an easy time 
selling another Stephen 
Stills folk-music album.” 

WHICH LEADS to another 
Stills problem: how to es¬ 
cape what he calls "my folk 
balladeer image” without 
losing fans. Now Stills wants 
to play blues and bluesy rock 
‘n’ roll. Thoroughfare Gap 
and his new band, which will 
be featured on his next solo 
album, arc firm steps in that 
direction, At one point, we 
adjourned to his basement 
studio so he could play 
tracks form that upcoming 
album — which sounded 
quite good. 

THEN HE explained his 
passion for a new image: 
"My soul is black. I started 
out playing music with black 
people. Where I live is in 
blues, not folk. My relation¬ 
ship with Jinti Hendrix 
years and years ago crystal¬ 
lized for me that that’s 
where I belong. Certainly 


that’s the music I enjoy 
playing most. The problem 
has been that I never had 
that much confidence in my 
ability In that direction. It’s 
taken me this long to get up 
the gumption and confi¬ 
dence to really go in that 
direction. 

"I STARTED playing folk 
music and acoustic guitar 
when I started out in Green¬ 
wich Village as a teen-ager. 
I didn’t really know what I 
wanted to do in these days. 
Now I’d like to leave that 
folk balladeer stuff to the 
Jackson Brownes and get 
into that hard-driving, roof¬ 
shaking music that is really 
my music." 


STILL another Stills prob¬ 
lem: his membership in 
Crosby, Stills and Nash, a 
folk-rock group that also has 
featured the enigmatic Neil 
Young. This legandary out¬ 
fit has been only sporadi¬ 
cally active — with and 
without Young— for the last 
10 years. Now recording — 
or trying to record — with 
David Crosby and Graham 
Nash occupies much of 
Stills’ time. 

Stills wasn't that pleased 
with having to cope with the 
“what-about-Neil Young" 
question again but answered 
it anyway. As diplomatically 
and evasively as possible, he 
explained why CSN was bet¬ 
ter off without Young: 

"WHO KNOWS about 
Neil? Neil doesn't even 
know about Neil. You never 
even know where he’s com¬ 
ing from when he walks into 
the room. He has that ele¬ 
ment of mystery about hint. 
That’s part of his mystery 
and his charisma. 

“I can’t say when he’ll 
work with the three of us 
again or if he ever will. I 
won’t rule out the possibility 
that CSNY will ride again. 
As it is, things are hard 
enough when it’s just me and

WHEN CSN performs, do 
audiences clamor for 
Young, the only one of the 
quartet who is a superstar as 
a soloist? “We don't get as 
many ’Where’s Neil’ ques¬ 
tions on tour as we used to," 
Stills replied. “I used to get 
a lot of that on my solo tours. 
I think people finally are 
getting the message.” 

STILLS obviously would 
like the speculation about 
another CSNY album and 
tour to cease. "The pressure 
for that group to happen 
again is a destructive force 
on all of us," he comment¬ 
ed. 


Although his haggard face 
disputed the claim. Stills 
said he’s npw more adept at 
handling pressure. “At 
least, I’m belter than I used 
to be," he said. "In ’71 and 
'72, I found that the various 
pressures on me from the 
business were too much to 
deal with, and I turned into a 
drunk for a while. I’m more 
hang-loose about things 
now."

He poured 
another shot of bourbqn and 
resumed talking about the 
pressures of his career.

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Canada draft not bad thing 

‘Part of the price of being a citizensays general 


KDMONTON (CP) — A 
military draft in Canada "as 
part uf the price of being a 
citizen" would not be a bad 
tiling, says Major-Gen. Ri¬ 
chard Rohmer. Canadian 
Forces chief of reserves. 

Rohmer said Saturday 
„ that Canadian military "tra 
dition of keeping a low pro¬ 
file" was due for a change, 
and that the regular forces 
were "badly over-tasked" 
and there had been reluc¬ 
tance to pass funds to the 
reserves. 

lie said outdated equip¬ 
ment. some of it older than 
the people who operated it, 
made it difficult to maintain 
the interest of reservists, 
especially younger ones. 
This, he said, resulted in a 
high rate of turnover. 

For more mature mem¬ 
bers of the Canadian F'orces 
Reserves, there was no 
guarantee that employers 
would hold their jobs for 
them if they were called to 
duty. 

Rohmer said that if the 
reserves were to perform 
their role of filling regular- 
force functions in an emer¬ 
gency. they had to train on 
the same equipment the 
regular forces used. 

• Rohmer noted that in the 
(,'nitetl States employers 
were forced by law to save 
tjie jobs of National Guards 
men. lie said he was explor¬ 
ing a contract scheme be 
tween the government and 
employers under which em¬ 
ployers would receive an in¬ 
come tax deduction equal to 
the salary of a reservist w ho 
was called out. 

He noted that of the total 
Canadian Forces regular 
strength of SO,(100. 5.000 were 
stationed in Europe. 1.000 in 
the Middle East and 000 on 
Cyprus, in addition. 1,000 
were committed to Norway 
in the event of a military 
alert ill Europe. These com 
mltnients meant there was 
little margin available be 
tore the reserves would be 
mobilized. 

He said Canada was a so 
eiety that had "rarely 
coerced anybody to do any¬ 
thing. even iti wartime," but 
a period of national service 
"as part of the price of being 
a citizen" would not be a bad 
thing for Canadian young

Jupiter epic shot 


PASADENA. Calif. 
tUPI)—A spectacular color 
photograph of Jupiter, re¬ 
leased by the U.S. Propul¬ 
sion Laboratory, clearly 
shows in detail the plan¬ 
et's mysterious Great Red 
Spot partly surrounded by- 
swirling. storm-like fea¬ 
tures. 

The photograph was taken 
Jan. 9 by television cameras 
aboard NASA’s Voyager I 
while the spacecraft was 31 
million miles away from Ju¬ 
piter. Voyager I is sche¬ 
duled to make its closest ap¬ 
proach to the planet on 
March 5. 

The Great Red Spot was 
discovered more than 300 
years ago by Italian astron¬ 
omer Giovanni Cassini, but 
it still remains a mystery. 

The spot, which appears 


as a bulge in the photograph, 
is tt.700 miles wide with a 
length that varies from 18.- 
000 to 24,800 miles as it 
moves around the surface of 
the planet. 

Swirling, storm-like fea¬ 
tures shown to the left and 
above the spot may be asso¬ 
ciated with wind shear, a 
JPL spokesman said. 

JPL scientists said Voy¬ 
agers cameras had re¬ 
vealed details within the 
spot that weren't visible 
from the earth. 

Analysis of motions of the 
features would lead to a bet¬ 
ter understanding of weath¬ 
er on Jupiter, the spokes¬ 
man said.

through three filters and 
was reassembled at JPL's 
image-processing labora¬

The Minnie Mountain 
development project is 
proving costly in more

Malaspina plays it 
for broad spectrum 


NANAIMO — It would be all loo 
easy for the theatre department at 
Malaspina College to mount a success¬ 
ion of popular comedies and light¬ 
hearted musicals in the sure knowl¬ 
edge that it could anticipate near ca¬ 
pacity crowds for each and every per¬ 
formance. 

Instead theatre instructor Tony 
Bancroft and performing arts series 
co-ordinator Bob Lane have en¬ 
couraged actors from both the student 
body and the community to become 
involved in a broad range of plays, 
works which they feel will both chal¬ 
lenge the actors and stimulate the 
"audience. 

This Thursday, the College The¬ 
atre will stage the first of six perfor¬ 
mances of Valzlav by Slavomir Mro- 
rek. the Polish avant-garde dramatist 
who has lived and worked in exile in 
Paris since 1969. unable to return, 
•to his homeland because of his strong 
opposition to the Communist regime. 

Jeremy Long, who directs Vatz 
lav. comes to the college in a guest 
artist capacity after seven years as 
managing director of Vancouver's Ta- 
■muhnous Theatre. 

He has assembled a cast that in¬ 
cludes a number of names that will be 
more than familiar to all who have 
■enjoyed previous productions at the 
College Theatre. ' 

Included are Mitch Levine. Lind¬ 
say Bourne, Gillian Potter. Andy 
Mathisen. Paul Beckett. Steven 
Walsh. Christine Thomson, Ron Butler 


and a host of others portraying what 
Long describes as “the most bizarre 
collection of characters ever to appear 
on one stage at the same time." 

He sees Vatzlav as a pot-pourri of 
theatrical inventiveness ranging from 
vaudeville to Shakespeare, from 
Abbot and Costello to Bella Lugosi, 
from The Three Faces of Eve to Loli¬ 
ta. 

“In a virtuoso display of creativity 
Mrozek links together the most bizarre 
elements of a fantastical world into a 
chain that chokes the human spirit, 
giving rise to a rebellion of that spirit, 
a rebellion that carries Vatzlav to a 
still higher plane, a plane where a 
hope in the future is the key spiritual 
force of the present," says Long 

Vatzlav was written between 1986 
and 1969 and, as far as can be ascer¬ 
tained, has only been staged once in 
North America, during the Stratford. 
Ont. summer season in 1970 not long 
after its world premiere in Zurich. 

Mrozek began writing plays for 
the avant-garde Polish drama group 
Bim Bom, a unique ensemble of writ¬ 
ers and actors who revitalized the 
Polish theatre scene after the Second 
World War. 

This group was so democratic that 
its name was selected by public plebe- 
scite in the community where they 
worked. 

Long regards Vatzlav as a modern 
Everyman, as an allegory for the re¬ 
cent political history of Poland, for 
the coming of Bolshevism or Russian 
communism. 


The author adopts a highly theatri¬ 
cal style to introduce his audience to 
what he sees as the basic way of 
life in Poland before the introductions 
of the Stalinist vision of communism. 

“Vatzlav- moves through this 
period of intense and dramatic change 
in the role of the survivor, our Every¬ 
man. our hero. Beginning as a 
shipwrieked slave he rises in the feu¬ 
dal world at the Bat family only to 
have his success stolen from him by 
the coming of the liberator. General 
Barbara." explains Long. 

Reduced once again to his original 
status Vatzlav sees no hope for his 
future in his present situation and 
decides that he must leave and find his 
hope elsewhere. 

"Perhaps." says Long, "this is a 
metaphor for Mrozek's own story but 
it could equally well be seen as a 
metaphor for all of mankind." 

This will be the first time that 
Long has directed a production for the 
College Theatre Department, although 
Nijinsky and Deep Thought which he 
wrote and co-authored respectively, 
and Ik Wheels and Liquid Gold both of 
which he directed, have appeared in 
the College Theatre. 

Tickets for Vatzlav are priced at 
$1 for adults and $2 for students and 
seniors, and can be reserved through 
the College Welcome Centre. 

Curtain time will be at 8 p.m. each 
evening with the exception of Friday. 
Feb. 2. when a 7:30 p.m. start has 
been set to allow Gabriola Island resi¬ 
dents to catch the last ferry.

Card catalogue going out 


NANAIMO — It appears that the 
hallmark of many North American 
libraries — the card catalogue — is 
about to suffer the same fate as the 
dinosaur. 

Malaspina College, along with the 
other 18 post-secondary institutions in 
the province, is currently engaged in a 
project which will have a startling 
effect on libraries and the library 
user in the years to come. 

The purpose of this project is to 
establish a computer file of library- 
holdings for each institution from 
which can then be produced institu¬ 
tional and union catalogues. 

The first phase of this project at 
Malaspina College started in August of 
1978 and involves the conversion of all 
existing catalogue records into ma¬ 
chine readable form. 

This was made possible by an $86,000 
grant from the ministry of education 
and a subsequent contract with the 
University of Toronto Library Auto¬ 
mated Systems (UTLAS). 

It is expected that this phase of the 
project will be completed by March 31 


of this year. 

A second phase started on Novem¬ 
ber I. 1978, involves the on-line cata¬ 
loguing of all new materials added to 
the library collection. 

This is done through a terminal 
which is connected to the UTLAS com¬ 
puter by standard telephone and spe¬ 
cial data transmission lines. 

The UTLAS computer is pro¬ 
grammed with cataloguing informa¬ 
tion for most of the books the college 
receives. 

If the cataloguing information for a 
book is not in the data base, the book is 
catalogued by Hans Faduin, technical 
services librarian, and the informa¬ 
tion is put into the system, creating a‘ 
record for Malaspina and making it 
available to any other library who may 
wish to use it. 

The end result of all this is the 
production of a microfiche catalogue 
of the college's holdings and a union 
catalogue of all institutions designed 
to make the total resources of all 
libraries of the province available in 
one listing. 


Because microfiche is relatively in¬ 
expensive and takes up a minimum 
amount of space, catalogues of the 
I.RC's holdings will be placed in all 
off-campus locations as well as in the 
college's vocational building.

Stockholder wins praise 
from Cowichan backers

Art Morton, a Duncan stock¬ 
broker and Doman Indus¬ 
tries Ltd. shareholder, re¬ 
ceived most of the applause 
at a recent Cowichan Bay 
Ratepayer Association 
meeting. 

The thunderous applause 
broke out when he said, ‘Tm 
not in favor of industry in 
the estuary if it's going to be 
at the expense of the es¬ 
tuary." 

There were more than 120 
people packed into the open- 
space classroom of Dun¬ 
can’s Bench elementary 
school to hear the panel¬ 
lists. 

BESIDES MORTON, they 
Included Cowichan Region 
Board director Lome Camp 
fcell, economic development 
officer Austin Fraser and 
former North Cowichan al¬ 
derman Birgitte Meagher. 

They were discussing 1979: 
A Look at the Future. 

It was significant that 
most of the sometimes-live- 
iv audience had gathered to 
hear and discuss the future 
of the much-written-about 
•Cowichan estuary. 

Morton opened his address 
by saying: 

•TM A stockbroker and I 
own shares in Doman Indus¬ 
tries and I recommend it. 

"It’s in my interest to see 
that Doman's do very well. 

"But, and it's a big but, 
I'm not in favor of industry 
in the estuary if it's going to 
be at the expense of the es¬ 
tuary.” 

He added: "The estuary is 
a unique piece of productive 
land. 

“There is no point devel¬ 
oping if you do so at the 
expense of other people’s 


“THE ESTUARY can pro¬ 
vide millions of dollars in 
fishery, tourism and allied 
industry. 

"it's not a question of 
growth or no growth. There 
has to be growth with new 
people moving in. 

“But the question is, 
where is that growth going 
to go?" Morton asked. 

“It has been said if you're 
an environmentalist, then 
you are against Doman's. 

"Doman's are protecting 
their own interest. If 
Doman's say that must be in 
an estuary, they may be¬ 
lieve it.

Better shield 
for teachers 
—but costly 


A new form of sick leave 
for teachers being examined 
by B.C. school trustees and 
teachers would provide 
greater protection but at 
significantly higher cost, the 
B.C. School Trustees Asso¬ 
ciation says. 

A computer study of sick 
leave plans and experience, 
jointly funded by the BCSTA 
and the B.C. Teachers’ Fed¬ 
eration. and carried out by 
B.C. Research, an indepen¬ 
dent non-profit research in¬ 
stitute, compared the costs 
and benefits of 20 variations 
of the basic service plan now 
in effect, and of a proposed 
insurance-type plan. 

At present, teachers accu¬ 
mulate 1.5 days of sick leave 
for every month which they 
work for a school district. 
Unused sick leave can be 
banked for future years, but 
cannot be collected in any 
form when a teacher retires 
or leaves for another job. 

Under the insurance plan, 
every teacher, regardless of 
length of service, would re¬ 
ceive the same sick-leave 
protection. 

The computer research 
showed that this plan would 
be significantly more expen¬ 
sive to school districts, but 
would provide better sick 
leave coverage for teachers. 
Adding a deductible (such as 
the first day of sick leave 
withuut salary) to the plan 
greatly reduces the cost, but 
also cuts coverage in half. 

Other findings of the study 
were that making banked 
sick leave credits portable 
from one school district to 
another—something which 
teachers have been seeking 
for years—could be done at 
little cost to the taxpayer. 

The average number of 
days absence due to teach¬ 
ers’ illness was 7.14 during 


the 1975-76 school year and 
7.45 during 1976-77. In both 
years, 6.4 of those days were 
paid leave. Females 
averaged 8.42 days, while 
males averaged 5.73 days 
during 1975-76. Sixteen per 
cent of the teachers—23 per 
cent of the men and nine per 
cent of the women—used no 
sick leave that year, while 
nine per cent were off sick 
for more than 15 days. 

A random sample of near¬ 
ly 2,900 teachers was used in 
the study. 


No cash 
for line 
in north 

WHITEHORSE (CP) - 
Hugh Faulkner, minister of 
Indian and northern affairs, 
said Saturday the federal 
government would not bail 
out the financially-troubled 
White Pass and Yukon Corp. 
Ltd. railway. 

Faulkner told a news con¬ 
ference that the territory's 
only railway asked for be¬ 
tween $30 and $50 million to 
be spread over the next five 
years. 

Growth in the territory 
and pipeline construction 
meant long-term prospects 
for the railway were good, 
he said. The private sector, 
not government, should help 
out. 

Officials of the 176-kilo¬ 
metre railway, between the 
Yukon capital and Skagway 
in the Alaskan Panhandle, 
say the line is the only one in 
Canada not subsidized by 
the government.

"Cowichan Bay used to be 
solid with log dumps. Yet we 
could catch a tremendous 
amount of fish." 

Campbell claimed that 
“sewage was the biggest 
polluter of Cowichan Bay." 

Former fisheries depart¬ 
ment employee Brian Hurst 
asked the panel: "Why is it 
that at least twice the value 
of fish arc being caught in 
the Alberni Inlet as in Cowi¬ 
chan Bay?" 

MORTON REPLIED that 
the "Cowichan River is 
classed as the most produc¬ 
tive for coho. The Alberni 
Inlet is primarily a spring 
fishery. Cowichan Bay is 
coho, spring and chum” 

Mrs. Meagher noted that a 
“conservative estimate of 
the value of the Cowichan 
Bay commercial fishery is 
aboul $23 million, whereas 
the value of the forest indus¬ 
try in this area is about $5 
million to $8 million. 

However." she added, 
“it should not be a question 
of one or the other. We 
should be able to have both 
fisheries and forestry." 

SHE NOTED that “tour¬ 
ism was. Canada's biggest 
employer. Wp now have a 
chance to get in on the tour¬ 
ist boom.

Robin Blen 
roc, encouraged by atten¬ 
dance and revenues since 
the renovated Crystal Pool 
opened its doors again in 
September, has turned his 
attention to the city-operat¬ 
ed Memorial Arena. 

'What we accomplished 
with the Crystal Pool can be 
done with the arena," he 
said Saturday. 

Attendance at public skat¬ 
ing and other recreational 
programs offered at the 
arena had started dwin¬ 
dling. he said.

Revenues from public 
swimming, programs, lock- 
fir rentals and concessions 
during the period Sept. I to 
Dec. 31 amounted to $61,513. 
compared with $31,695 for 
the same period in 1977. 

Attendance jumped from 
19.053 to 17.720. a 151-per- 
cent increase. This large in¬ 
crease was reflected in lock¬ 
er use. which rose from 7.771 
to 23,000. 

The number of $5 early¬ 
bird and noon passes sold 
more than doubled to 721. up 
from 232 for the same period 
in 1977. 

Blencoe said there was a 
285-per-cent hike in revenue 
from public swimming—$30. - 
000 as opposed to $10,500— 
and concession sales rose 7t 
per cent. $15,871 compared 
with $9,101. 

Jubilant with the turn¬ 
about in the Crystal's for 
tunes. Blencoe said the fig 
ures amply justified 
council's decision to up¬ 
grade the recreational facil¬ 
ity. 

To make the Crystal more 
attractive, some $237,000. in¬ 
cluding $77,000 from the 
province, was spent on ad¬ 
ding a pair of saunas, a new 
swirlpool. a weight training 
facility and a new electronic 
timer. 

“The pool had become a 
little outdated." Blencoe 
said. "What we have been 
able to achieve by spending 


the money should serve as a 
warning to future councils— 
they must be innovative, 
creative and keep in step 
with progress." 


He gives pool staff a great 
deal of credit for the trans¬ 
formation of the white ele¬ 
phant.

Khomeini returns Friday , 
PM warns of army coup 


Colonist wire services 

Ayatullah Khomeini, exiled leader of 
Iran's religious opposition, will return to 
Tehran from Paris next Friday to oversee 
setting up an Islamic republic to replace 
the departed shah, an aide said Saturday 
night. 

In Tehran, Premier Shahpour Bakhtiar 
warned Saturday the army might stage a 
coup in Iran if Khomeini tries to oust him. 
Tehran newspapers said former U.S. at¬ 
torney-general Ramsey Clark would urge 
President Carter to drop support of Bahk- 
tiar. 

Clark, a cabinet member under the 
late president Lyndon Johnson, met with 
opposition groups in Tehran and was to 
go on to Paris to see Khomeini, the

shah's archenemy who led the revolt 
against the monarchy from exile 
Tehran newspapers quoted Clark as 
saying he would call on Carter to with¬ 
draw support from the Bakhtiar gov¬ 
ernment — appointed by the shah before 
his departure — and establish contacts 
with the 78-year-old Khomeini. 

In Washington, the state department 
issued a stern statement saying Clark had 
no official standing with the Carter ad¬ 
ministration and that his travels to Tehran 
and Paris and meetings with opposition 
groups were purely private on his own be¬ 
half and not on behalf of Carter or 
the U.S. government.

The refugees—67 familes 
in all—were cleared by im¬ 
migration and taken ashore 
by ferry in two groups. 
Buses brought them to an 
abandoned Royal Air Force 
barracks that social work¬ 
ers had filled with cots. 


No pension at 48 
for young Edward 

OTTAWA (CP) — Edward Schreyer has asked 
Prime Minister Trudeau that he not be 'given a 
pension at the end of his five-year term of of¬ 
fice as governor-general. 

In an exchange of letters released Friday, the -13- 
year-old former premier of Manitoba—who becomes 
governor-general Monday—told Trudeau it w ould not 
be appropriate to receive a pension at age 48. 

"I do not expect to have concluded my full-time 
working life then," Schreyer's letter said. 

He suggested that Trudeau change the rules re¬ 
garding pension arrangements outlined in the Gover¬ 
nor-General's Retiring Annuity Act so that he 
would instead be eligible when he turned 60. 

Trudeau agreed and said the regulations would 
be changed to provide for a minimum age of 60 at 
which governors-general would be eligible for pen¬ 
sion. 


Still aboard the Huey Fong 
were 3,011 refugees, an¬ 
chored off a tiny uninhabit¬ 
ed island. Capl. Shu Wen- 
shin sailed in Friday night, 
ending a four-week vigil out¬ 
side Hong Kong's territorial 
waters. 

The colonial government’s 
earlier refusal to offer the 
Vietnamese sanctuary 
touched off a world wide 
storm of denunciations and 
authorities finally relented. 

Security Secretary Lewis 
Davies said Saturday pro¬ 
cessing all aboard would 
take up to six days. 

Davies said the captain 
and his 20-member crew 
were being detained and in¬ 
terviewed aboard the ship 
that arrived outside Hong 
Kong's waters Dec. 23. 

Under new legislation, Shu 
could be sentenced to four 
years' imprisonment if con¬ 
victed of carrying unlawful 
passengers into the colony. 

But a spokesman for the 
refugees still on board ap¬ 
pealed for leniency, saying 
the captain had decided to 
sacrifice his career "to re¬ 
lieve us of the misery of 
living under inhuman condi¬ 
tions.”

LONDON (API —The out¬ 
look for ending Britain's 
crippling truck drivers' 
strike brightened Saturday 
but gravediggers, ambulan¬ 
cemen, rat catchers, loco¬ 
motive engineers and about 
1.5 million other workers 
threaten to strike this 
week. 

Prices Secretary Roy Ilat- 
tersley late Friday with¬ 
drew a government threat to 
use price control laws to 
prevent a sharp rise in 


trucking charges if employ¬ 
ers yielded to the strikers' 
demands. 

The move could make 
more money available to 
meet pay demands of the 
58.000 union truck drivers on 
strike since Jan. 3. The driv¬ 
ers want a 22-pcr-cent in- 
erease to raise their weekly- 
salaries to $149. 

Talks between the strik¬ 
ers’ union—the Transport 
and General Workers—and 
the employers were sche¬ 
duled for today under gov- 
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ernment arbitrator Jim 
Mortimer. 

On Monday 1.5 million 
public employees, such as 
National Health Service 
workers, are expected to 
stage a one-day strike for 
more pay. 

It will include municipal 
rat catchers and gravedig¬ 
gers and 2.300 ambulance¬ 
men in London whose lead¬ 
er. Bill Dunn, has said: “If it 
means lives lost, that is how 
It must be.” 

The ambulancemen, who 
want a 69-per-cent raise to 
increase their basic weekly 
wage to $149, said they 
would turn out only for a 
major crisis such as an air 
or rail crash. 

Two hundred women 
paraded Saturday through 
the snow-covered streets of 
the northern industrial town 
of Bury in a protest march, 
railing for “death" for mili¬ 
tant strikers. .

Long fight to save leg 
ends in victory dance

Tears of joy were stream¬ 
ing down Scottish-bom Au¬ 
drey Hall's cheeks as she 
“kicked up her heels" at a 
Robbie Burns dinner dance 
Saturday at Holyrood 
House. 

The very fact that the 46- 
year-old Victoria resident 
was able to walk onto the 
dance floor was the crown¬ 
ing achievement of a seven- 
year battle to save having 
her left leg amputated. 

It all began in 1970 when 
she was working as a practi¬ 
cal nurse at Gorge Road 
Hospital and ended in the 


summer of 1977 in a Russian 
hospital. 

After a coffee break at the 
hospital in 1970, she stood up 
from her seat, and felt a 
sudden "crack" in her left 
khec. "I collapsed in 
agony." she recalled in an 
interview. 

She'd twisted her knee and 
the cartilage on the inside of 
her left leg had been torn. 
An operation was neces¬ 
sary. 

It wasn't a success. Nei¬ 
ther was a second opera¬ 
tion. 

Further operations left 
her knee fused in one posi-

arsonist raced through a five-story tenement early 
Saturday, killing at least 18 persons who were mem¬ 
bers of the three families. Three other persons were 
feared dead in the ice-covered ruins. 

At least 21 more tenants were injured in the fire, 
including three hospitalized in critical condition. 

Police Chief George Crimmins said fire marshals 
and investigators from the Hudson County prosecu¬ 
tor’s office had concluded the fire had been deliber¬ 
ately set in a stairwell on 
the first floor of the tene¬ 
ment. He said evidence of 
a flammable substance 
"has been indicated." 

Crimmins said officials 
were investigating a report 
of an explosion before the 
blaze and also a report that 
there had been a domestic 
dispute involving one of the 
familiies earlier this week. 


Firefighters, their sooty 
uniforms crusted with ice. 
carried victims' bodies in 
platic bags to a waiting sta¬ 
tion wagon to be taken to a 
funeral home for identifica¬ 
tion. 

"They were incinerated," 
said Deputy Fire Chief Ray¬ 
mond Sheehan. "We found 
bodies ail over the floors 
Limbs were missing." He 
said he recalled seeing what 
appeared to be the body of a 
mother huddled over one 
or two children. 

"This was the second time 
I’ve seen a fire where poeple 
died. It was hell, said 17- 
year-old Louis Oyola, who 
awakened to his mother's 
screams about a fire next 
door. 

“I went outside and I saw 
a woman hanging out the 
window of the second floor," 
he said. “She was holding 
her baby. And then she 
dropped the baby to the side 
walk." He said he believed 
the baby survived the fall. 

Fire officials said the fire 
apparently started in a 
stairwell on the first floor 
shortly before 4 a.m. and 
moved rapidly through the 
building. All of the build 
ing's stairwells and the roof 
collapsed. 

Two passing police dis¬ 
covered the fire and turned 
in the first alarm. One of the 
men was injured slightly 
trying to enter the burning 
building. 

Carmen Rivera, 32, and 
her 31-year-old husband, 
Jose, were the first peo¬ 
ple out of the building. Her 
husband's hands were bound 
with white bandages from 
cuts suffered while pulling 
his three children out of the 
window of their first-floor 
apartment. 

"We opened the front 
door, but the smoke and 
the fire was too heavy. So 
we took the children and 
we climbed out through a 
front window," she said in 
Spanish, with a neighbor 
acting as translator. 

"When I came out. I could 
see flames and people were 
screaming. Everybody else 
was still inside. People were 
throwing themselves 

through the windows. Peo¬ 
ple were jumping to the 
ground.” Mrs. Rivera said.

15-YEAR-OLD WHIZ CHARGED WITH TIME-THEFT 

Kid plugs in , drives computer wild 


BERKELEY, Calif., (UPI) - A Con¬ 
cord. Calif., teenager, too young to get a 
driver's licence, was still old enough and 
smart enough to drive computer experts at 
the University of California crazy. 

The 15-year-old youth, described both as- 
a "whiz kid" and as a "nuisance," was 
arrested at his home this week for disrupt¬ 
ing the university’s intricate computer 
operations for months. 

He was booked by Concord authorities 


and again by campus officers in Berkeley 
and then released to the custody of his 
mother. 

The boy is doubtless the first minor ever 
to be charged with: grand theft (stealing 
thore than 200 hours of computer time at $1 
an hour), felony vandalism (disrupting the 
university computer programs) and 
possession of stolen property (printouts he 
made of other people's work). 

For months students and faculty mem¬ 


bers had reported finding incongruities 
in their computer work, presumably the 
result of the youth's activities. Material 
that was supposed to be in the computer 
was not there and other distracting data 
appeared where it was not wanted 

"We like to encourage modern-day whiz 
kids who show a propensity to use this 
kind of sophisticated equipment," said 
Stuart Lynn, director of the university's 


computing affairs. "But this boy was kind 
of a nuisance." 

The youth used second hand equipment 
he bought for $60 and a telephone to 
plug into the university computer system. 

When Lynn put a security warning on 
each computer project several weeks ago. 
a message came back, presumably from 
the boy, saying, "You've done relatively 
well keeping me out. Would vou like some 
help?"

Renewed fighting in the provinces be¬ 
tween supporters and opponents of the 
ousted Shah Mohammed Rcza Pahlavi 
killed 15 people Friday in anti-government 
demonstrations across Iran. 

Since the monarch left the country Tues¬ 
day, probably for permanent exile in the 
United States, more than 60 people have 
died in scattered clashes. 

The embattled Bakhtiar government 
also announced an additional 185 political 
prisoners were being released this week¬ 
end as part of a program to free all 
of several thousand political detainees. 

In interviews published Saturday, Bakh- 
tlar said the army, still loyal to the shah, 
fully supported his government. But if 
Khomeini tries to oust him "there would be 
a danger of a (military) coup d'etat."

A mid-April vote

DUNCAN - Corridor gos- 
sip at the Social Credit mini¬ 
convention Saturday was 
touting mid-April as the date 
for the next general election 
in British Columbia. 

And Premier Bennett was 
maintaining his standard si¬ 
lence and refusing “to even 
join the speculation.” 

He said there was no par¬ 
ticular significance in the 
fact that the current series 
of Social Credit mini-con¬ 
ventions winds up in a two- 
day “special convention” in 
Kamloops April 6-7. 


"We have been running 
into a problem in that our 
people from the Interior 
complain that they always 
have to come to Vancouver 
for a convention," he said. 
“So we decided to hold one 
in April in the interior." 

With no date set for this 
year's session of the Legis¬ 
lature, the premier said he 
“hoped to call a session 
sooner than later" but in¬ 
sisted that this year's ses¬ 
sion had been delayed not by 
election plans but by the re¬ 
organization of ministries. 


"But that is only because 
NDP MLAs are deliberately 
depriving their constituents 
of the benefits offered by the 
lottery funds," Curtis said. 
"They could apply, they 
know how to apply. But they 
are not doing so because it is 
to their political advantage 
not to ask for what they 
could rightfully expect. And 
then to say, 'See, they are 
giving us nothing'." 

Curtis said the official op¬ 
position was carrying out 
the "old philosophy of 'if you 
tell a lie often enough, peo¬ 
ple will believe it is true’.” 

He invited all citizens who 
"live in an NDP riding to 
join me in doing an end-run 
around these people." 

Curtis asked that every 
citizen who "belongs to an 
organization which possibly 
deserves funding from lot¬ 
tery money, to write to me 
directly.” He urged that 
"you no longer write to your 
NDP MLA because the let¬ 
ter will go nowhere. . . I 
don't guarantee your re¬ 
quest will be approved, but 
It will be received and it will 
be acted upon." 

Curtis said only one (un¬ 
named) NDP member had 
asked for lottery funds.

A car was waiting at 
quayside to take her to hos¬ 
pital. A team of six surgeons 
examined her and agreed 
the operation could go 
ahead. 

They wanted her to stay 
on, but she felt she had too 
many loose ends to tie up at 
home in Paisley, Scotland. 
So an appointment was 
made for her to return two 
months later and undergo 
the operation. 

Armed with the encourag¬ 
ing news about a possibly 
successful operation, she 
quickly sold her flat and fur¬ 
niture to raise funds for the 
return to Leningrad. 

She was in hospital two 
months’ recovering after 


the hour-long operation, an 
operation the doctors had 
told her might take as long 
as seven hours. 

They confirmed her knee¬ 
cap had been broken several 
years earlier. 

The operation cost her 
nothing and as a means of 
trying to repay the Russian 
surgeons she returned last 
year in the hope of finding 
employment at the hospital 
where she had received the 
treatment which enabled 
her to walk again. 

But her visa had been 
marked “receiving treat¬ 
ment” and as she did not 
have a work visa she was 
unable to obtain a job. 

Since returning to Victoria 
three months ago. she has 
worked at the Oak Bay 
Manor, and Tuesday she 
starts a new job at St. 
Mary’s Hospital. 

“A lot of my old friends 
were sure surprised to see 
me tripping the light fantas¬ 
tic,” she said after her long 
enforced absence from the 
dance floor. “What really 
surprised them was I did it 
on my own two feet."

DUNCAN — More than 400 
people jammed the village 
Green Motel Saturday to 
hear Premier Bennett at¬ 
tack the New Democrats for 
creating “the flight of capi¬ 
tal from British Columbia." 

Bennett told the delegates 
to another in the series of 
Social Credit mini-conven¬ 
tions that his decision to 
offer five free shares in the 
B.C. Resources Investment 
Corp. was prompted by a 
desire to “give the average 
guy in B.C. an opportunity to 
get in on the ground floor 
and to get a piece of the 
action." jr 
He said foolish and irre¬ 
sponsible actions by the 
NDP had caused “the 
alarming flight of capital 
from this province between 
1972 and 1975, and not just 
money, but people, too." 

It has been his task, he 
said, “and the task of the 
government to turn that 
situation around.” 

The premier said there 
was a great difference be¬ 
tween telling people they 
owned something and giving 
them tangible proof that 
they “are indeed sharehold¬ 
ers. 

"They (the NDP) can 
walk around saying ‘this is 
ours’ and ‘that is ours'," he 
said. "But there comes a 
time when having been told 


‘this is ours' and 'this is 
ours' that you have to say; 
'yes, but what is mine?' And 
that is the answer we are 
giving with our five free 
shares. We are enabling you 
to say 'this is mine'." 

Bennett said he hoped the 
five free shares would do 
more than create a general 
interest in the future of the 
BCRIC. 

“I hope it will also unlock 
some of the money our peo¬ 
ple have been hoarding," he 
said. “I hope it will convince 
our people that if they be¬ 
lieve in a strong British Co¬ 
lumbia they must put their 
money where their mouth 
is. 

"And 1 hope it will con¬ 
vince them that if they don't 
put their money where their 
mouth is, Dave Barrett will 
put their money where his 
mouth is." 

He said Barrett and the 
NDP believed in public ow¬ 
nership "even as we do, but 
they believe in one owner, 
the" government. They be¬ 
lieve in saying everything is 
ours but nothing is mine. We 
believe that everything is 
ours and that, as individ¬ 


uals. we should own part of 
the action." 

Defending his recent in¬ 
tervention in the proposed 
takeover of MacMillan- 
Bloedel by Canadian Pacific 
Investments, the premier 
said B.C. could not afford to 
lose the head office of its 
greatest forest company. 

"I am not against CPI," 
he said. "In fact we are good 
friends—almost. But I had 
to tell them that we did not 
want to lose the head office 
of our largest forest com¬ 
pany to another part of Can¬ 
ada. I had to tell them that 
we welcome their interest In 
British Columbia and that I 
hope they continue to invest 


out here. And I gave them a 
few ideas where they could 
invest. 

"But I think it is obvious 
what a vacuum would be 
created if the head office of 
MacMillan and Bloedel left 
B.C. I think you know what 
sort of hard hearing devel¬ 
ops when Vancouver tries to 
talk to Montreal.” 

Bennett said he hoped re¬ 
cent publicity regarding his 
ideas, the share proposals 
for BCRIC and the MacMil- 
lan-Bloedel takeover stories 
would stimulate interest in 
investment. 

“I have been saying for 
some time that I am con¬ 
cerned with the lack of in¬ 


vestment interest in B.C. 
ventures," he said. “I have 
been, and am, concerned 
with the fact that control 
falls into fewer and fewer 
hands.” 

The premier said the 
share issue was not “an in¬ 
vitation to play the mar¬ 
ket." 

"I am not suggesting that 
at all," he said. "We shall 
issue the five free share.V. 
and I frankly hope that peo¬ 
ple will take some of their 
savings to buy more. And I’ 
than hope that they will hang 
on to those shares as a long 
term investment in their 
province and for their chil¬ 
dren and their children's 
children.”

Malaspina plays It for a broad spectrum 


NANAIMO — II would be all too easy for the theatre 
department at Malaspina College to mount a success¬ 
ion of popular comedies and light-hearted musicals in 
the sure knowledge that it could anticipate near capac¬ 
ity crowds for each and every performance. 

Instead theatre instructor Tony Bancroft and per¬ 
forming arts series co-ordinator Bob Lane hav*en- 
eouraged actors from both the student body and the 
community to become involved in a broad rangp of 
plays, works which they feel will both challenge 
the actors and stimulate the audience. 

This Thursday, the College Theatre will stage the 
first of six performances of Vatzlav by Slavomlr Mro¬ 
zek. the Polish avant-garde dramatist who has lived and 
worked in exile in Paris since 1969. unable to return 
to his homeland because of his strong opposition to the 
Communist regime. 

Jeremy Long, who directs Vatzlav. comes to the col¬ 
lege in a guest artist capacity after seven years as 
managing director of Vancouver's Tamahnous The¬ 
atre. 


He has assembled a cast that includes a number of 
names that will be more than familiar to all who have 
enjoyed previous productions at the College The¬ 
atre. 

Included are Mitch Levine, Lindsay “Bourne. Gil¬ 
lian Potter. Andy Mathlsen. Paul Beckett. Steven* 
Walsh, Christine Thomson, Ron Butler and a host of 
others portraying what Long describes as "the most 
bizarre collection of characters ever to appear on one 
stage at the same time." 

HtTsees Vatzlav as a pot-pourri of theatrical inventi¬ 
veness ranging from vaudeville to Shakespeare, from 
Abbot and Costello to Bella Lugosi, from The Three 
Faces of Eve to Lolita. 

"in a virtuoso display of creativity Mrozek links to¬ 
gether the most bizarre elements of a fantastical world 
into a chain that chokes the human spirit, giving rise to 
a rebellion of that spirit, a rebellion that carries Vatzlav 
to a still higher plane, a plane where a hope in (he 
future is the key spiritual force of the present." says 
Long. 

Vatzlav was written between 1966 and 1969 and. as 


far as can be ascertained, has only been staged once in 
North America, during the Stratford. Ont. summer sea¬ 
son in 1970 not long after its world premiere In Zurich. 

Mrozek began writing plays for the avant-garde 
Polish drama group Bim Bom. a unique ensemble of 
writers and actors who revitalized the Polish theatre 
scene after the Second World War 

This group was so democratic that its name was se¬ 
lected by public plebescite in the community where 
they worked. 

Long regards Vatzlav as a modern Everyman, as an 
allegory for the recent political history of Poland, for 
the coming of Bolshevism or Russian communism. 

The author adopts a highly theatrical style to intro¬ 
duce his audience to what he sees as the basic way of 
life in Poland before the introductions of the Stalinist 
vision of communism. 

"Vatzlav moves through this period of intense and 
dramatic change in the role of the survivor, our Every¬ 
man, our hero. Beginning as a shipwricked slave he 
rises in the feudal world at the Bat family only to have 


his success stolen from him by the coming of the 
liberator, General Barbaro," explains Long. 

Reduced once again to his original status Vatzlav 
sees no hope for his future in his present situation and 
decides that he must leave and find his hope else¬ 
where. 

"Perhaps," says Long, "this is a metaphor for Mro- 
zck's own story but it could equally well be seen as a 
metaphor for all of mankind" 

This will be the first time that Long has directed a 
production for the College Theatre Department, al 
though Nijinsky and Deep Thought which he wrote and 
co-authored respectively, and 18 Wheels and Liquid 
Gold both of which he directed, have appeared in the 
College Theatre.

Card catalogue on its way out 


NANAIMO — It appears 
that the hallmark of many 
North American libraries — 
the card catalogue — is 
snout to sufferthe same fate 
as the dinosaur. 

A 

' Malaspina College, along 
With the other 18 post-sec- 
pndary institutions In the 
province, is currently en¬ 
gaged in a project which will 
have a startling effect on 
libraries and the library 
■user in Ihe years to come. 

The purpose of this 
project is to establish a com¬ 
puter file of library holdings 
for each institution from 
which can then be produced 
institutional and union cata¬ 
logues. 

The first phase of this 


project at Malaspina Col¬ 
lege started in August of 
1978 and involves the con¬ 
version of all existing cata¬ 
logue records into machine 
readable form. 

This was made possible by 
an $86,000 grant from the 
ministry of education and a 
subsequent contract with 
the University of Toronto 
Library Automated Systems 
(UTLAS). 

It is expected that this 
phase of the project will be 
completed by March 31 of 
this year. 

A second phase started on 
November 1. 1978. involves 
the on-line cataloguing of all 
new materials added to the 
library collection. 

This is done through a ter¬ 


minal which is connected to 
the UTLAS computer by 
standard telephone and spe 
cial data transmission 
lines. 

The UTLAS computer is 
programmed with catalog¬ 
uing information for most of 
the books the college re¬ 
ceives. 

If the cataloguing infor¬ 
mation for a book is not in 
the data base, the book is 
catalogued by Hans Fadum, 
technical services librarian, 
and the information is put 
into the system, creating a 
record for Malaspina and 
making it available to any 
other library who may w ish 
to use it. 

The end result of all this is 
the production of a micro¬ 


fiche catalogue of the col¬ 
lege's holdings and a union 
catalogue of all institutions 
designed to make the total 
resources of all libraries of 
the province available in one 
listing. 

Because microfiche is 
relatively inexpensive and 
takes up a minimum amount 
of space, catalogues of the 
LHC's holdings will be 
placed in all off-campus lo¬ 
cations as well as in the col¬ 
lege's vocational building. 

Since Nov. 1 . 1978. no 
cards have been filed in the 
card catalogue at Mala¬ 
spina. and once the first 
phase project has been com¬ 
pleted. the curd catalogue 
will be removed entirely. 


There are two main ad 
vantages to the user. 

First, new materials will 
be on the shelves faster than 
ever before, and through the 
Telex hookups with other in 
stitutions, the LRC will be 
able to request material 
which is held by them and 
receive the material within 
a matter of days. 

The first microfiche cata¬ 
logue of Malaspina's hold¬ 
ings should appear about 
April of this year. 

Until then, the user will 
need to consult the card 
catalogue as well as the 
"current acquisitions" list, 
which is published monthly 
and located near the cata¬ 
logue.

Mrs. Sullivan said tournaments in

Olson said bowling attracts people 
of all ages and not just the retired. 
He said the Canadian lawn bowling 
champion is in his thirties. 

Facilities will be required in addi 
lion to the greens. 

The land will have to be feneed 
and a hut will be needed to store 
equipment. 

It will be necessary to provide 
parking and later the group hopes to 
be able to build a club house. 

Mrs. Sullivan said each of the two 
greens would measure 120 by 120 
feet. 

One week bowlers play east to 
west and the next north to south to 
preserve the special turf. 


She said the committee has prom¬ 
ises of volunteer help, but materials 
and some services would have to 
be purchased at a very approximate 
cost of $40,000. 

Council wants a more definite fig¬ 
ure before it will negotiate sale of a 
small section of the municipal 
park 

Mrs. Sullivan's committee has in¬ 
vestigated many sources of funds. 

She hopes it will be possible to get 
grants from some of the lotteries. If 
there are at least 10 senior citizens 
in the society set up to create the 
greens and manage them, it mat.be 
possible to get a New Horizons 
grant. 

Mrs. Sullivan said the group may¬ 


be able to get 75 per cent of the cost 
of the land from central Housing 
and Mortgaging Cor. 

She hopes Young Canada works 
would be interested and that service 
clubs will help and industry will 
make charitable contributions. 

She said many resources people 
from around the Island have indi¬ 
cated they will give technical assis¬ 
tance. 

Mrs. Sullivan briefly outlined the 
construction of the greens. 

The area has to be levelled and 
excavated to a depth of two feet, 
then filled with suitable sand 

She hopes sand from the muni¬ 
cipal garbage dump will come up to 
specification. A special grass seed 
is used for the very fine turf. 


Shareholder 
of Doman’s 
backs estuary

A Duncan stockbroker and 
Doman Industries Ltd. 
shareholder Art Morton re¬ 
ceived most of the applause 
al a recent Cowichan Bay 
Ratepayer Association 
meeting. 

The thunderous applause 
broke out when he said: "I'm 
not in favor of industry in 
the estuary if it's going to be 
at the expense of the es¬ 
tuary." 

There were more than 120 
persons packed into the 
open-space classroom of 
Duncan's Bench elementary 
school to hear the panel¬ 
lists. 

Besides Morton, they irf- 
cluded Cowichan Region 
Board director Lome Camp¬ 
bell, economic development 
officer Austin Fraser and 
former North Cowichan al¬ 
derman Birgitte Meagher. 

They were discussing 197.9: 
A Look at the Future. 

It was significant that 
most of the somctimes-live- 
ly audience had gathered to 
hear and discuss the future 
of the mueh-written-about 
Cowichan estuary. 

Morton opened his address 
by saying: 

"I'm a stockbroker and I 
own shares in Doman Indus¬ 
tries and I recommend it. 

“It s in my interest to see 
that Daman's do very well. 

"But. and it's a big but. 
I'm not in favor of industry 
in tlie estuary if it's going to 
be at Ihe expense of the es¬ 
tuary." 

He added: "The estuary is 
a unique piece of productive 
land. 

"There is no point devel¬ 
oping if you do so at the 
expense of other people's 
jobs 

"The estuary can provide 
millions of dollars in fish¬ 
ery. tourism and allied in¬ 
dustry. 

"It's not a question of 
growth or no growth. There 
has to be growth with new 
people moving in. 

"But the question is. 
where is that growth going 
to go?” Morton asked. 

"It has been said if you're 
an environmentalist, then 
you are against Doman's. 

"Doman's are protecting 
their own interest. If 
Doman's say that must be in 
an estuary, they may be¬ 
lieve it. 

“But it is not a necessity. 
Most of our mills are not in 
estuaries." 

Morton added he could not 
understand why “everyone 
thinks there must be jobs in 
the local area. If we all 
thought that, we would 
never have moved across 
the country from the eastern 
seaboard.” 

“It’s our job to sec that 
our beautiful estuary is left 
in a beautiful shape." he 
added. 

Development officer 
Fraser said he had many 
concerns in connection with 
the area and Cowichan 
Bay. 

Outlining his concerns, he 
said: “Cowichan Bay is a 
very sensitive area environ¬ 
mentally; there is a serious 
job shortage in the area; the 


pile of chips stored in the 
bay (area) was also a prob 
lent, and I'm greatly con¬ 
cerned with what is happen 
ing to the native people in 
the estuary." 

Fraser added that his 
greatest concern was the po¬ 
larization of people's atti¬ 
tudes throughout Cowichan 
Valley. 

"If people are strongly op- 
poed to development, then 
perhaps we should go out 
and visit somp of, the large 
industrial concerns such as 
Domand's and see what can 
be done to resolve the prob¬ 
lems,” he said. 

Panel chairman Nora 
Maxwell said she agreed 
w ith Fraser, suggesting that 
"people of different opinion 
concerning the estuary 
should get slogether." 

Regional director Camp¬

Campbell claimed that 
“sewage was the biggest 
polluter of Cowichan Bay." 

Former fisheries depart 
ment employee Brian Hurst 
asked the panel: “Why is it 
that at least twice the value 
of fish are being caught in 
the Alberni Inlet as in Cowi¬ 
chan Bay?" 

Morton replied that the 
“Cowichan River is classed 
as the most productive for 
coho. The Alberni Inlet is 
primarily a spring fishery. 
Cowichan Bay is coho, 
spring and chum." 

Mrs. Meagher noted that a 
"conservative estimate ot 
the value of the Cowichan 
Bay commercial fishery is 
about $23 million, whereas 
the value of the forest indus 
try in this area is about $5 
million to $8 million.” 

"However." she added, 
“it should not be a question 
of one or the other. We 
should be able to have both 
fisheries and forestry." 

She noted that "tourism 
was Canada's biggest em 
ployer. We now have a 
chance to get in on the tour 
ist boom."

Tigers won’t bid 
on prima donnas 


DETROIT (AP) — Any 
prospect that Detroit Tigers 
might eventually succumb 
to baseball's free agent bid¬ 
ding wars has been quashed 
by owner John Fetzer. 

"I will never buy a bunch 
of prima donnas and bring 
them into the city of Detroit. 
That you can count on,” 
Fetzer said the other day. 

“You can’t blame the ball¬ 
players for the situation that 
exists. You have to blame 
the owners," the 77-year-old 
Fetzer said. 

"If I were a ballplayer I 
would go out and get exactly 
what they’re getting today. 
They (the players) are say¬ 
ing if they (the owners) are 
willing to pay me. they must 
have the money to pay me. 

However, Fetzer said he 
believes the huge salary 
contracts, such as the $5'/s 
million, seven-year pact 
signed recently by Jim Rice 
of Boston Red Sox, will peak 
soon. 

“The market goes through 
shakedowns," Fetzer said. 
“It readjusts itself down 
based on demand. Four or 
five years from now the 
price may not be prohibi¬ 
tive." 

Rice, he said, would have 
been able to buy the Tigers 
franchise in 1956 for what 


his current contract is 
worth. 

"I’m going to pay any 
ballplayer what he’s worth, 
but I'm not going to pay 
them what they (some 
owners) are paying them 
now, because they T re not 
worth it.” 

He said some owners, per¬ 
haps four or five, “arc In it 
for the big ego ride." 

Fetzer believes players let 
up when they have big 
money contracts that 
stretch over many years. 

"Those of us who have 
watched ballplayers with fat 
contracts have seen that 
they don’t play up to the 
potential of what they did 
prior to the long term con¬ 
tract," he said. 

“Fans are the first to 
know when a ballplayer Isn't 
putting out and when he is. 
You can't have a ballclub 
with a bunch of guys who are 
thinking more about money 
instead of baseball.” 

Although the Tigers have 
selected several players in 
the so-called “re-entry” 
drafts since they began five 
years ago. Detroit has never 
tried very hard to sign any 
of them. General manager 
Jim Campbell always has 
cited unrealistic money de¬ 
mands as the reason.

Buy Sidney Island, 
trust urges province 


The planning authority for the Gulf Is¬ 
lands, the Islands Trust, has recommended 
lhat the provincial government buy Sidney 
Island for public use. 

A 20-page Islands Trust report released 
Friday shows how not buying the island could, 
in the long run, be financially costly to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

The report says: 

"We believe that public acquisition of Sid¬ 
ney Island is of great importance to the 
preservation and protection of the Trust Area 
and would be of significant benefit to the people 
of B.C.” 

. . . "Unlike many other park proposals, it 
is not beset by conflicts with other poten¬ 
tial resource uses. The alternative of housing is 
neither needed nor financially beneficial to the 
public. 

“It is suggested that subject to steps being 
taken to reduce and spread the cost to the 
province, the entire 1,783 acres be acquired as a 
provincial park.” 


The report also says development of the 
island would run into “costs and problems” 
associated with sewage disposal, water sup¬ 
ply, schools and stores. 

The largest of these costs, it says, "would 
occur if the government at some time in 
the future acceded to the inevitable pressures 
for some form of public ferry from the Saanich 
Peninsula to the island." 

It estimates the cost of providing ferry 
service to a developed Sidney Island, ex¬ 
cluding capital costs and ferry construction, 
would be about $117,000, with a replacement 
ferry costing $150,000. 

"Not buying Sidney Island could in the 
longer term be a costly alternative to the gov¬ 
ernment,” the report says. 

The provincial government announced last 
year that it would not purchase the island 
because it was too expensive. 

The advertised price was about $3.75 mil¬ 
lion.

Robert 
Wright, the third public 
works chairman to deal with 
the Clover Point outfall 
problem. (Formerchairmen 
were Victoria Aid. Murray 
Glazier and Sooke director 
Charles Perkins.) 

“Counsel has advised the 
public works committee that 
the Capital Regional Dis¬ 
trict is bound by the contract 
it let to H.B. Contracting 
Ltd. in May 1977 for the con¬ 
struction of the Clover Point 
outfall and has no right as 
matters stand under the 
contract to terminate it," 
said the committee state¬ 
ment read by Wright. 

“That being so, if the con¬ 
tractor insists on building 
the pipeline as designed, it 
has a legal right to do so. We 
do not know whether the 
contractor will insist on 
doing so." 

The outfall was due for 
completion more than a year 
ago, but after the contractor 
questioned the design and 
stopped work, the board 
granted a suspension of the 
contract so that legal impli¬ 
cations could be sorted out. 
The suspension was lifted 
Friday, and the problems 
dumped into the contrac¬ 
tor's lap. 

In answer to questions, 
Wright said Southin “is not 
far enough down the road" 


to decide what further ac¬ 
tion might be taken on a writ 
filed in B.C. Supreme Court 
last April claiming negli¬ 
gence and breach of duty by 
two engineering firms con¬ 
cerned in the design of the 
outfall. 

Ker, Prlestman and Asso¬ 
ciates were prime consul¬ 
tants. and Associated Engi¬ 
neering Services Ltd. of 
Vancouver sub-consultants. 
Associated carried out the 
current studies on which the 
outfall design was based 
while regional board chair¬ 
man Murray Glazier was 
manager of the firm's Vic¬ 
toria office. 

Southin was hired about a 
year ago to sort out the 
board's legal position after 
several experts had told 
directors that the original 
design was inadequate. 

In December, Glazier esti¬ 
mated that Southin’s legal 
fees had amounted to about 
$ 20 , 000 . 

Harry Berg, president of 
H.B. Contracting, who first 
drew the board’s attention to 
what he felt was inadequate 
design, said Friday that he 
had not yet heard from the 
board about the latest deci¬ 
sion He said he will deeide- 
whether to continue with the 
pipe after consultation with 
regional engineers. 

First problems with the 
outfall arose in the summer 
of 1977 when the polyethy¬ 
lene pipe being assembled 
by the contractor broke at a 
weld. 

Work stopped for a time, 
and Berg said then that the 
designed weights were in¬ 
adequate to keep the pipe¬ 
line in place on the sea bed. 

During that summer engi¬ 
neers in charge of the 
project insisted that the de¬ 


sign was fine while the con¬ 
tractor had current studies 
done. Those current studies 
showed velocities that were 
double those used in the de¬ 
sign. An American expert, 
brought in by the designers, 
recommended up to six 
times the weight originally 
specified for the.pipc. 

At that time the engineer¬ 
ing consultants conceded 
that the new information 
meant design modifications 
for the 6,900-foot pipe.They 
wanted the contractor to 
continue work and add addi¬ 
tional weights later on. 

Work continued on the 
project for a time, but 
stopped about 1,000 feet 
from the pumping station, 
or about 200 feet offshore. 

As the legal manoeuvers 
continued the region com¬ 
missioned a $100,000 current 
study from the Seattle-based 
consulting firm called CH2M 
which apparently confirms 
earlier reports of the inade¬ 
quacy of the pipe design. 
The report has not been 
made public, but has been 
sent to Ker. Priestman and 
Associates for their com¬ 
ments.

JENNY 

Artist, Collector and Traveller 




Jenny McCartney 
is actually a display 
artist, she will tell 
you, but this by no 
means covers the ex¬ 
tent of her many tal¬ 
ents and activities. We 
first saw a sample of 
her work, an acrylic 
painting on vinyl wall¬ 
paper of a Haida 
totem in the window 
of a shop in Sidney. 

Shortly afterwards we visited 
her in her house on Wilkinson Road 
where she and her husband, Bob, 
have lived for 20 years. Built in 1910 
the house stands high on the brow of 
a hill overlooking Panama Flats. 
The fields and farm houses, with 
Mount Douglas, Christmas Hill and 
Mt. Tolmie in the distant back¬ 
ground present a delightful pano¬ 
ramic view from Jenny’s kitchen 
window. 

JENNY WAS BORN in Vancou¬ 
ver, B.C., and attended Kitsilano 
high school. She went to art school 
in Vancouver for six months and 
that, unbelievably, is all the formal 
art training she ever received. 

She recalls that in her teens jobs 
were plentiful and she could have 
gone in several directions, but she 
landed, at the age of 15. a position 
with the firm of David Spencer, 
Ltd. 

*'I was a high school dropout," 
she smiles. She was hired as the girl 
who vacuumed the display win¬ 
dows. With her she took along her 
art work and within six months she 
was dressing the windows and had 
someone else to do the sweeping. 

She remained with Spencer's 
until it was bought out by Eaton's, 
and continued with the new firm for 
the next 17 years. While with 
Eaton's she was also mistress of 
ceremonies and stage manager for 
a radio show for children sponsored 
by the store called Eaton's Good 
Deed Club. 
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SHE DESIGNED all the stage 
props for the production which was 
held once a month at the Orpheum 
Theatre and at radio station CKWX 
the other three Saturdays of the 
month. 

■ When Theatre Under the Stars 
was running in Stanley Park she 
assisted the scenic artist for a sea¬ 
son. She painted giant-sized back¬ 
drops, she remembers, for the Des¬ 
ert Song, using huge kalsomine 
brushes while standing on a rickety 
scaffold, painting a midnight blue 
sky sprinkled with countless stars. 


In 1951 shemarried Bob McCart¬ 
ney in Vancouver and four years 
later they moved to Victoria with 
their two children. Jay and Molly, 
and they bought their home, Rock- 
mount, on Wilkinson Road. 

For the next few years she con¬ 
centrated, assisted by Bob, in mak¬ 
ing her home in to the fascinating 
place it is today. 

Both she and her husband are 
collectors and the house is a veri¬ 
table treasure trove. They moved 
in. she says with a laugh, with 
Danish Modern, but they knew that 
would have to go, such furniture 
was quite wrong for the lovely old- 
fashioned rooms. 

They haunted junk stores — not 
antique stores she insists — and 
collected suitable furniture. 

Bob collects coal oil lamps, 
some bought locally, some in Kere- 
meos and one beauty in Montana. 

In the sunny kitchen are two oak 
turn-of-the-century high office 
stools with circular foot rests. We 
are sure that Bob Cratchit would 
have sal on just such a stool as he 
pored over his ledgers. 

There are numbers of intriguing 
objects, a ship's lantern, a wooden 
noodle maker, a very ancient cork 
remover, a wooden butter making 
set, and many other collectors' 
items. 

"Would ' you believe, asks 
Jenny gravely," that there is a car 
in an upstairs bedroom?" . . . and it 


seems that Bob is busy restoring a 
1953 Alvis, a drop-head coupe, up 
there. 

TO RETURN to Jenny's art 
work. At present she is freelancing, 
trimming windows for several 
stores, in Victoria, Sidney and 
Courtenay. In one store she began 
hanging her paintings as backdrops 
and from that time on the public 
have been demanding her work. 

Jenny has had two great and 
abiding interests in her life — Rus 
sia and West Coast Indians and 


many of her paintings are of Indian 
totems and drawings. She has read 
and studied extensively and knows 
her subjects and her desings are 
authentic. 

One beautiful oil pastel is of a 
Byzantine head done on heavy cot¬ 
ton. Another piece is a draw ing of a 
heritage house, skillfully executed 
in acrylic on vinyl, perfect in every 
detail. Another is a great thunder- 
bird in brown and black on golden 
burlap and yet another a most un¬ 
usual totem in white on black 
cloth. 

Almost as an afterthought she 
brought down from the attic a num¬ 
ber of delightful Victorian figurines 
which she had fashioned of papier 
mache. They stand about three feet 
tall and are exquisitely dressed in 
authentic Victorian costumes, the 
work of Judy Zembrodt, of Vic¬ 
toria. These dolls. Jenny tells us 
were extensively used for Victorian 
Days and there were a dozen more 
in the attic. 

SHE DOESN'T KNOW why she 
has always had such an interest in 
Russia, in fact, Jenny even looks 
Russian, and at 16 she tried to teach 
herself the language. Some years 
ago her brother-in-law married a 
Russian girl, Milaslava, born in 
Vladivostock, and Jenny picked up 
a bit of Russian from her. 

For months the two had talked 
of some day going to Russia and 


finally the dream became a reality. 
Jenny went to night school for six 
months to learn the language, both 
written and spoken. Milaslava. of 
course, spoke it fluently. 

In- June, 1975, Jenny and Mila 
flew to Moscow, via London, Eng¬ 
land, and her first view.of the coun¬ 
try, from the air, was Star City, the 
training centre of the Russian as¬ 
tronauts. 

They spent a month in Russia, 
fly ing ahbut the country in a "terri¬ 
ble little airplane." They visited 
those places with the fairy tale 
names, Samarkand, Tashkent and 
Georgia. They went to Armenia. 
Kiev and Leningrad. 

"Would you believe it?" asks 
Jenny, "in Moscow we awoke to the 
sound of birds singing and our hotel 
was situated on a 10-lane high¬ 
way.” 

Owing to Mila's Russian back¬ 
ground she and Jenny were given 
royal treatment, although Mila was 
informed that her Canadian citizen¬ 
ship was no longer valid upon entry, 
besides which, to make things more 
hazardous, her mother had spent 
five years as a prisoner in Siberia. 

THEY LEARNED that the Bol¬ 
shoi ballet was sold out but never¬ 
theless they took a cab to the 
theatre. It was the intermission so 
Mila spoke to an old woman who 
was guarding the door and told her 
they had come all the way from 
Canada and might they just look 
inside the theatre. 

She immediately escorted them 
through the door, pushing aside a 
soldier guarding the inner door and 
took them into the theatre, upstairs 
to the rehearsal room and into the 
galleries. Coming down the stair¬ 
case they met a man leaving and 
the Russian woman took his unused 
tickets and presented them to 
Jenny and Mila and so they saw the 
second half of the Nutcracker Suite 
from two of the best seats in the 
house. 

They were even provided with 
small gold opera glasses. Sharing 
their box were two truck drivers, 
smelling of beer, a mother and her 
small daughter, wearing the uni¬ 
form of the Soviet answer to the 
Guide movement. 

JENNY TOOK with her to Rus¬ 
sia 100 packets of bubble gum which 
she distributed to the many chil¬ 
dren haunting the underground pe 
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By Arthur Every-Clayton 


The resounding smack, 
like a rifle shot, shattered the 
silence, sending a plume of 
spray sailing upward. Another 
killer whale heaved its body 
clear of the water, only to 
come crashing down in a 
smother of spray and foam. 

The remaining members of this pod of killer 
whales consisted of a mature male and female, 
plus a yearling and one calf. This made a total of 
five whales under the command of the old 
patriarch. A huge creature, more than 20 feet 
long, he was far the largest member of the 
group.

His large dark body hardly disturbed the 
rippled surface of the water, as the huge crea¬ 
ture rose to send a column of watery vapor 
spiraling 10 feet above. The gasping exhalation 
was audible half a mile away. Then the tall, 
black dorsal fin knifed downward, to fade slowly 
until there was no sign left that a bull killer 
whale had surfaced to blow. 


THE POD OF WHALES cruised slowly, 
hunting as they travelled, rolling and blowing in 
care free sovereignty of their domain. 

They cruised slow ly into the entrance of Von 
Oonop lagoon, situated on the north shore of 
Cortes Island. 

This is a good feeding area, where in the past 
they had never failed to reap a fair harvest. 
They entered usually on a rising tide, to explore 
and hunt qjl three miles of the lagoon's penetra 
lion. 

However, there is another offshoot from the 
main Von Donop lagoon, not far from the en¬ 
trance. The approach to this small secondary- 
lagoon is only about liO feet wide and at half tide 
is dry of water. 

A rock barrier in the entrance prevents the 
lagoon ever going dry of w-ater, even on the 
lowest tide there is usually lo feel of water left to 
fill the lagoon's half-mile by a quarter-mile 
area. 

1 

THE PROBLEM here with this entrance is 
that once a flood tide is high enough, water pours 
in over the rock barrier like a river, creating a 
dangerous situation. 

The whales usually bypass this hazard, stay¬ 
ing well out in the deeper water of the main 
lagoon. 

They were familiar with the tidal currents 
and rocky shoreline, so how did it happen they 
were sucked into the small lagoon? 

We can only surmise what happened because 
we know so little about the motivating forces 
that govern the whales' actions. The leader 
may have been chasing a fish, possibly the 
excitement overcame his usual caution and he 
was caught by the fast current, which poured 
him over the rock barrier into the small la¬ 
goon. 

The remainder of the group, follow ing their 
leader may also, have been sucked in. so that 


whatever the future held they would share 
together, even death. They may also have en¬ 
tered quietly on a high water slack. 

THIS SMALL LAGOON is a placid place of 
sheltered water where jellyfish in countless 
numbers dimple the water like falling rain¬ 
drops. 

The far end of the lagoon slopes to a flat area 
once farmed by a homesteader years ago 
There is a small island in the lagoon covered 
with bush scrub and wild roses interspersed with 
clusters of wild violets that scent the evening air. 
The dark green of fir and hemlock rim the 
shoreline, creating a sharp contrast to the yellow 
moss growing on exposed rock outcropings. 

Here, in this tranquil beautiful area, the 
tragedy of the killer whales took place. 

THEY WERE FREE to leave on each and 
every high tide, for there was sufficient water at 
the entrance to give them easy access to the 
main channel. _ 

Why they did not leave, when they felt the 
colder water of the flood tide flowing in to their 
self imposed prison is all part of the mystery. 
They made no effort lo leave, apparently content 
to slowly roam the confining shores of the 
lagoon. 

Had these creatures come tu this lonely 
place to die? There, was no food for such large 
appetities in the 10 to 15 feet of water the lagoon 
provided. There was nothing to stop them from- 
leaviqg. For some reason beyond our knowledge 
they staved until, one by one they died. 

THE SMALL CALF died first, rolling over 
on its back to expose a white underbelly lo the 
sun and then, caught in seaweed it floated close 
to shore, its short life span over. 

Now a strange and remarkable event look 
place, an occurrence that emphasized the intelli 
genre of the whales and how little we know about 
them. 

This first death brought them together m a 
mutual offering of assistance. Regardless of 
their own distress they offered what help they 
could for the stricken youngster. 

The four remaining whales positioned them¬ 
selves about 50 feet from the body of the dead 
calf. Much like the four lingers of a human hand 
outstretched. 20 feet apart they lay motionless in 
the water until one would glide ahead, submerge 
under the dead caff and attempt lo raise it up.

Several times they lifted the body eight 
inches to a foot. Then, as though tiring from the 
effort, he or she would return to the exacl 
position vacated in the group. 

THEN ANOTHER would have a try. each 
taking their turn at nudging the stricken young¬ 
ster, only to tire, then return to his exact position 
in the formation of four abreast. 

Even the old patriarch took his turn. This 
performance, which could well be called The 
Wake of the Whales went on all day. Their loss 
was obviously to the whole group, or possibly 
they believed that a mother's grief could be 
eased by sharing. 

The pushing upward of the dead calf is 
instinctive to prevent drowning. Whales must 
have air. When a young whale is j>om, the 
mother immmcdiatcly boosts it to the surface, 
where its blow hole opens to fill the lungs with 
air. Air-breathing mammals that give birth 
under water are obviously faced with a problem 
That they haw solved it is an example of the 
whale's mastery' over their environment. 

FINALLY, ONE BY ONE, death came to the 
remaining whales. With death came release 
from their self Imposed prison. The tidal cur¬ 
rents carried the bodies , out Into the deeper 
water of the main lagoon, where once they had 
hunted and played, jumped and blown as they 
smacked the water with their, broad tails in 
reckless abandon, while the west wind pushed 
the white gulls In spiralling circles above them. 

The old patriarch was the last to die. No one 
will ever know the emotions this massive crea¬ 
ture felt, or how he must have suffered as one by 
one his family died, until he alone was left, 
waiting for his release. His blowing now was but 
a sigh, a sad sound that whispered through the 
lagoon, a quid! acceptance of his fate. 

He died during the dark hours of night. The 
following high tide ebb carried his lifeless body- 
out of the lagopn to join his family rnthe freedom 
of open water. 

What instinct, or motivating force com¬ 
pelled these lovely mammals to choose death, 
when freedom was so close? 

This event occurred in the spring of 1919. 
some years ago, yet this mystery, this tragedy of 
Ihe whales, has never been explained.

After the death of Cunningham II years later, the bowl had a checkered 
career. After its public exhibition in Edinburgh it was offered for sale at 
auction rooms there where it was purchased by an Ayrshire Club in Glasgow 
And then, for a time, the bowl disappeared from sight. 

It had long been coveted by Richard Hastie. a wealthy bachelor Member 
of Parliament for Paisley, who had been out of town when the bow I w as offered 
for sale. He had left w ith a friend a bid of 70 pounds for it. but it was purchased 
by a London tavern keeper for the sum of eighty four pounds and had done duty 
nightly in his tavern in the Strand. 

Ultimately Cochran, the tavern keeper, had become a "drucken deil" and 
had suffered financial reverses that compelled him to pawn the historic 
bowl. 

Learning soon afterwards that Hastie had returned to town, the wily 
Cochran made an appointment with him. offering the pawn ticket he held in 
return for 20 pounds, though the bowl had been pawned for twice that 
amount. 

Hurrying to the pawnshop. Hastie lost little time in redeeming the bowl — 
much to the regret of the pawnbroker who had hoped that it might become his 
had Cochran failed to honor his pledge: and he asked Hastie if he might keep 
the key to the box in which the bowl was kept when not in use as a memento 
that the famous relic had once been in his possession.

lip and down the Island, over the mainland 
and across the border, Jan. 25 is ringed in red on 
the calendars of celebrating Scots. It ushers in a 
spate of baecanalian revelry and windy oratory 
to mark the birthday of Scotland’s Robert Burns. 
Bagpipes blare, flying heels click in spirited 
reels, haggis is downed and aqua vitae flows 
unrestrained as Scots honor their national 
bard. 

But Scots still have one more battle to wage against their English 
adversaries — a battle for restoration to them of the famous punchbow l that 
once belonged to Burns. For more than 120 years it has lain captive in the 
custody of the British Museum in spite of efforts to wrest it back to Scottish soil 
for safe keeping. 

Fashioned from dark gra.v-greeo Inverary marble (lapis ollaris). the 
bowl measures nine and one-tenth inches in diameter and four and a quarter 
inches in height. It was made in 17kk by stonemason James Armour as a 
wedding present for Burns and Bonnie Jean, the stonemason's eldest daugh 
ter. 

SENTIMENTAL SCOTS have king regarded the Celebrated Punchbowl of 
Robert Burns — publicly exhibited in Edinburgh in 1816 — as the cradle or 
inspiration that sparked many of the bard’s most spirited drinking songs, 
composed during convivial hours with his Masonic cronies. 

Inherited by his widow at his death in 1796. the bowl was subsequently 
given by her to Alexander Cunningham, an intimate family friend w ho w as the 
owner of a firm of silversmiths in the capital city. Cunningham had silver 
mounts made for the rim and the foot of the bowl and on the silser mount 
around the rim was ungraved an excerpt from one of Burn's songs:

AT HASTIE'S DEATH later on it was discovered that he had bequeathed 
the bow l to the British Museum — presumably because there was in Scotland at 
lhat time no suitable repository for the safekeeping of such national trea¬ 
sures. , • * 

Then, during subsequent Bums centenary celebrations, an effort was 
made by the Edinburgh Burns Club to centralize Bums relics in the Burns 
Monument Museum on Calton Hill and negotiations were set afoot to obtain the 
bowl from the British Museum in exchange for some Burns letters offered by 
generous, public spirited donors. 

But the trustees of the British Museum remained adamant, claiming that 
the terms of Hastie's bequest could not be legally tampered with and at a 
meeting of the trustees attended by the Archbishop of Canterbury and the 
Speaker of the House of Commons they turned a deaf ear to official petitions 
signed by such lumimaries as Edinburgh's Lord Provost, the Provost of Leith, 
Lord Neaves, the Sheriff of Midlothian. Sir John Watson Gordon. Sir John Steel 
and Alexander Russel, editor of the prestigious Scotsman newspaper. 

But all in vain. The terms of Hastie's will were crystal dear it was held: "I 
Give and Bequeath a Punchbowl formerly belonging to the Poet Bums, 
together w ith a book of sundry manuscripts and relics of that Bard, to the 
trustees of the British Museum and I direct and authorize my Executors to take 
a receipt for the same from any official connected with the Museum whom 
they think competent to give such receipt." 

Not even the most skilled and resourceful lawyer, it seemed, would be 
able to dispute the intentions of the Hastie will in which no provision was made 
for the bowl's subsequent consignment elsewhere. 

SCOTS VISITORS to the King Edward VII Gallery of the British Museum 
today view their lost treasure nostalgically, recalling their Rabbie's enthusias 
tic tribute to the joys of bacchanalian hospitality in his song Scotch Drink: 
When heavy-dragged with pain and grievin' 

Rut oiled by thee . 

The wheels of life go downhill scrievin’ (merrily) 

Wi" rattlin' glee ... 

They remember too his social declaration that: 

Freedom and whisky go together — 

Tak' aft your dram! 

and his conviction that his country's "barlcy-brce" was the best kind of cenjcnt 
to mend a tiff or a lawsuit with a quarrelsome neighbor. 

A SPIDER HAS WOVEN a web across the punchbowl of Robert Bums 
under glass in the British Museum and speculation is sometimes rife as to 
whether the bowl may still retain the heady perfume of the ambrosial brew 
that once filled it — "usquae toddy cunningly flavored with thirst-provoking 
sugar and thirst allaying lemon" with which it once reeked when Rab made 
merry with his boon companions and his country 's fiery whisky was five-and- 
a half times more potent than its substitute offered in 20th centurv liquor 
stores!

1 had not flown north to Bathurst Inlet Lodge 
for the fishing, though many do. I was intent on 
more exciting pursuits — like trudging the tun¬ 
dra to capture on film muskox and caribou, 
wolves and foxes; climbing the cliffs to watch 
peregrine falcons feed their young; boating up¬ 
river to photograph incredible waterfalls. 

But ou Ibis particular day a trip to Fishing 
Creek a few miles south of the lodge, my com¬ 
panions. Troy 7. Robbie 9, and Tim 11, insisted on 
fishing, fhey had come north to fish and that 
was what they were going to do. 


THEIR GUIDES were 19-year-old Sam. an 
Eskimo, and Boyd, 15, the son of the lodge 
director. Glenn Warner. 

Troy's father. George Gibson, a doctor from 
Yellowknife, and Robbie and Tim’s grandmoth¬ 
er, Nancy Stride from Toronto, Roger, a ski trip 
director from Vermont, and myself, a university- 
student from Vancouver. British Columbia, had 
just gone along for the ride. 

Sam and Boyd dropped us off where Fishing 
Creek entered the inlet. In the lightened boat 
they would negotiate the fast moving shallow 
waters of the river while we meandered to the 
lake to meet them. 


THE BOYS’ RODS were in the w ater almost 
as soon as they reached the boat. 

•Okay, you three,” said Roger, "we'll go 
look for wolves while you fish" And then to the 
guides: "What time will we be b . .

WE ALL SWIVELLED around and there 
was Nancy's second grandchild straining under 
the weight of what turned out to be a 1 l-pound 
lake trout. 

I could hardly believe it. three young boys all 
under 12 on an Arctic fishing expedition with 
three huge fish almost the same size as they 
were. And two of them with their grandmother.

Aluminum 
Boats Remain 
Popular 


And for good reason! Aluminum boats are 
light in weight, easy to manage.and to trailer. 

To make one last a long, long time, a little 
commonsense care is all that's needed. Here are 
some tips from the Mercury outboard boating 
authorities. 

Your trailer should have plenty of well-dis¬ 
tributed hull supports. When there are too few , 
excessive pressure is exerted at the contact 
points Though it’s tough and strong, the hull's 
metal is thin and therefore flexible^ Too 'much 
pressure at too few points of support can flex it. 
leading in lime to loose rivets. 

Tiedown straps must be quite snug when 
trailering. If they aren't, the boat can jump off 
its supports and Ihen bang down on thtgn when 
there are bumps in the road. This also strains 
rivets and seams. 

Don't leave an aluminum boat standing w ith 
water in il when cold weather comes. When 
water freezes inside confined spaces, it expands. 
Water freezing in a boat like this can push 
structural members away from one another. 

finally, never put copper containing bottom 
paint on an aluminum boat. The copper in it w ill 
set up very destructive galvanic corrosion with 
the aluminum and quickly make cheese of the 
boat's bottom. Marine paint firms offer harm¬ 
less bottom paints especially for aluminum 
hulls. 


SAM . . . 19-year-old Eskimo guide, heads for Fishing Creek. 
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It is still fresh cranberry 
time and if you can’t find 
fresh berries you are sure to 
have several packages of these 
bright little berries in your 
freezer. Most of you know 
that cranberries are native to 
North America . . . our now 
cultivated cranberries are 


larger than the earlier wild 
berries. 

k Cranberries were first sold commercially in 
Nova Scotigloward the end of the 180«s. Now 
they are proofed in Quebec, the Maritimes and 
the largest production in our own British Colum¬ 
bia. 

Color in food is one of our most important 
ingredients and certainly these lovety little red 
berries are some of the brightest on our food 
palette. They vary in color from a very bright 
red to the darker red, but whatever the shade 
they do liven food. Those on the market are 
almost all Canada number one grade. 

Wash before using and remove any stems. 
Eves though I use the fresh berries whenever 
possible 1 like to partially freeze them when 
making cakes or muffins as this keeps them 
from mushing up and keeps them practically 
whole. 

Our first recipe is for a delicious Cranberry 
Bread which goes great with that afternoon cup 
of tea or morning coffee. 

CRANBERRY BREAD . . . two cups 
sifted all purpose flour, one tbsp. baking 
powder, one tsp. salt, one cup sugar, two tsp. 
finely grated orange rind, one-quarter cup 
chopped walnuts, one beaten egg, one-half 
cup orange juice, one-quarter cup butter or 
margarine melted and one cup cranberries. 

I like to leave the berries whole. 

Sift together the dry ingredients. Add grated 
orange rind and nuts. Combine remaining ingre¬ 
dients except the cranberries. Add to dry mix¬ 
ture and stir just until combined. Last fold in the 
cranberries. Turn into a well greased nine by 
five loaf pan and bake in a preheated 350°F. oven 
for an hour. Makes one loaf. Cool on a wire rack 



removing from pan. You can use a little less 
sugar if desired. 

Cranberry Gems are a little different to 
the cranberry muffins. These are a bit like 
muffins but instead of mixing the berries in 
with the batter we use a spoonful of whole 
cranberry sauce in the centre of each gem. 

CRANBERRY GEMS ., . one-quarter 
cup EACH of shortening and sug’ar, two eggs 
well beaten, two-thirds cup milk, two cups 
sifted all purpose flour, five tsp. baking 
powder, one tsp. salt, and one cup whole 
berry cranberry sauce or cubes of jellied 
cranberry sauce. 

Grease 12 muffin tins and preheat the 
oven to 4dD*F. 

Cream together shortening and sugar, fold 
in well beaten eggs. Sift flour, baking powder 
and salt together. Add sifted dry ingredients to 
the shortening — sugar mixture alternately with 
the milk. Blend thoroughly. Fill greased muffin 
tins one-third full of batter making a hole in 
centre of batter. Put in one tsp. of cranberry, 
then fill tins two-thirds full. Bake in the preheat¬ 
ed oven for about 25 to 30 minutes. Serve hot. 
Makes 12 gems. 

Did you ever use cranberry sauce in a 
meat loaf? You'd be surprised at the fla¬ 
vor. 

CRANBERRY MEAT LOAF ... one 
pound can jellied cranberry sauce, three 
cups bread cubes, one-and-a-half cups milk, 
two eggs, three-quarters tsp. salt, oue-quar- 
ter tsp. pepper, one-quarter tsp. dry mus¬ 
tard, two tbsp. instant minced onion (the 
dehydrated kind), and one-and-a-half 
pounds lean ground beef. 

Beat the cranberry sauce with a rotary- 
beater until smooth and saucy. Spread half the 
sauce in the bottom of a nine by five by three- 
inch loaf pan. 

Soak the bread crumbs in the milk for five 
minutes. Beat eggs slightly then add the remain¬ 
ing ingredients. Mix well with the soaked bread 
crumbs. Pack firmly in a loaf pan and bake in a 
preheated 3.)0°F. oven for one hour. Unmold on a 
hot platter. Heat remaining cranberry sauce and 
pour over top of meat loaf.

In the meantime, boil two quarts plus one pint 
water with a large spoonful of oatmeal and a 
large piece of lemon peel.

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MARKET PUNT 


It was a strange, messy 
looking object that the man 
carried through the doors of 
Robinson’s sporting goods on 
Victoria’s Broad Street, re¬ 
cently. 

Looking like something one might notice on 
an abandoned garbage dumpand leave there, 
is being absolutely useless — the object, at first, 
appeared to be a long piece of a weathered tree 
branch, entangled w ith an equally long piece of 
thick black pipe, dirty, rusted and old. 

The two pieces were tightly held together by 
a collection of corroded wires coiled haphazard¬ 
ly along its length. 


THIS WAS DOL'G. DOBINSON'S introduc¬ 
tion to an extraordinary, obsolete specimen of a 
long-ago gunsmith's creative art; a mighty 
weapon used in the multiple destruction of ducks 
during mid-Victorian days in England., 

It was also my introduction to the Market 
Gun. or Market Punt Gun. 

Since the November days of the provincial 
gun amnesty program, Doug Robinson has had 
some peculiar requests. His latest was a phone 
call: "Do you buy old guns?" 

"Yes.” said Doug. 

“I have one I may be interested in selling. 
Can you come out and sec it?" 

“Can't you bring it in." replied Doug. 

"Well! I can't get it in my car. It is nine feet 
long." 

"Oh!, come on now — “ started Doug, think¬ 
ing he was being put on. 

"Yes! and it weighs 10 pounds," the voice 
continued. 


GUN 


EVENTUALLY, the man drove up to the 
shop with this monstrous gun strapped to the 
roof of his car. It looked like a decrepit piece of 
scrap iron. 

Doug Robinson turned it over to his gun 
smith for a restoration job. which included the 
replacement of a side-armed firing hammer and 
a new trigger. 

Cleaned up and polished, the short, stubby 
butt and the long wooden slock showed a first 
rate piece of straight-grained, unblemished and 
still sound oak wood. 

Not all the rust stain was removed from the 
heavy lK-inch bore steel barrel, but it now 
looked like what it was — a cumbersome, awe 
<ome. mid ixth century firing-piece, for slaugh 
tering flocks of wildfowl — an original Market 
Gun of England. 


IT IS DOUBTFUL if there are half-a-dozen 
of these guns in existence in North America 
today. 

The market gun showed first along the 
eastern shoreline of America when the early 
English began to settle there. Massive in size, 
barbarous in appearance, and murderous in 
effect, they were a big help in supplying meat for 
the new colonists. Under good conditions, firing 
into a thick flock, they could knock dow n over too 
birds with one shot. They were useful, too. in 
repelling Indian attacks. 

Finally, this formidable weapon was out 
lowed in the United States, in 1919.

In England, where it was first designed, 
built and used, the market gun fitted the activi¬ 
ties of a class of professional hunters whose 
purpose was to supply meat to the city markets. 
Sportsmanship hardly entered the picture, as the 
ducks were either shot feeding or gathering to 
rise from the water. 

MARKET GUNNING activities centred in 
the low-lying, marshy tidal waters of England's 
east coast counties, the Fenlands. that geogra¬ 
phical coastal bulge stretching from Lincoln¬ 
shire through the Norfolk Broads down to Cam 
bridgeshire. an area approximately 73 miles 
long and 39 miles wide. 

Before the outlawing of the Market Punt 
Gun, early winter, just before Christmas, was 
the bonanza time for the English professional 
hunters. Then, the weather was at its worst. The 
English had a saying 'the worse the weather, the 
better the shooting'. 

Storming gales drove the ducks to seek 
refuge deep in the tidal marshes; frost and ice 
confined the landing spaces in the waters where 
the ducks could feed. The wildfowl became less 
wary. They became, as the saying goes, sitting 
ducks.' 

Market gunning was no occupation for,a 
weakling or one with a shortage of red blood. 
Good market hunters in Victorian days, when 
ducks were almost too numerous and the do 
mand for fowl meat was strong, made many 
large kills and quick profits. 

The early market punt guns were always 
muzzle loading flintlocks. The procedure was to 
ramrod a black powder charge down the long 
barrel. 1 hen pour in anything that would kill, 
lead balls, grape, rusty nails and even bits of old 
bed springs. The more, the better. 

TIIK BEST TIME to go market gunning was 
just before the early dawn. This called for a 
great deal of preparation and a lot of physical 
discomfort. II meant getting up iit the coldest 
time of the night, putting on as many woollen 
clothes as the hunter could manage, row ing his 
heavy, unwieldy punt for miles to reach the 
marshes where the unwary ducks would be 
waiting to feed in the solitude of the quiet 
predawn. 

Closing in on the unsuspecting flock, w ith the 
market gun tightly anchored to the punt, the 
hunter lay belly down in Hie narrow punt 
Stretching an arm oyer each side and with a 
small ping pong like paddle attached to each

hand, he propelled the punt slowly and silently 
forward. 

II was now a moment of extreme caution for 
(he gunner, almost within range. The slightest 
strange sound would alert the unexpectant birds 
and silence the muffled fluttering of body 
stretching and wing flapping as they began their 
wakening chorus of dibbling for food, quacking 
and calling among themselves. 

Gliding behind a thin screen of reeds to 
w ithjn 10 yards of the w ildfowl, the punt stopped. 
Aiming his weapon, the prone gunner tapped his 
UK's on the deck of the punt.

As their frantic 
wings beat and left contact with the water, the 
market gun roared, a belching four foot flame of 
fire shot from the gun muzzle, the tremendous 
recoil jumped the punt backwards for a good 10 
yards, and a thick pall of smoke momentarily 
obscured the results of the carnage. 

The air clearing, the gunner moved forward 
and. using a small 12-gauge shotgun, began to 
stop the wounded wingers as they dodged and 
dashed away towards the safety of the sedge, 
seeking a refuge among the reeds.

AS T1IE FLIGHTS of wildfowl decreased in 
following years, restrictions were placed on the 
use of market guns, and eventually, their Use 
was banned. The market gun was outlawed in the 
United States in 1918. 

Although market gunning is finished, there 
are, at present, approximately 70 punt gunners 
licensed in England. They pursue their sport 
under the strict control of the Wild Life Associa¬ 
tion of Britain. 

Turning from the punt gun for a moment. 
Doug Robinson handed me an unlicensed rifle 
brought in on the heels of the announemenl of the 
gun-amnesty project. 

"This is quite an interesting piece, too," said 
Doug. "A lady brought it in for mein look at. It is 
a 30.30 U irichestc^s.iddle-ring carbine. This gun 
used to belong trr\V. R. (Wop) May. famous 
northern bush flier who flew his aircraft to 
pin point the frozen river trail of the Mad Trap¬ 
per of Rat River, after he had shot an ROMP 
constable.” 

The saddle ring was always attached to 
these lurn-of-lhc century Winchesters so that the 
cowboy and the soldier could tie the gun light to 
the scabbard and prevent it from bouncing 
around. — - ' -- 


WOP’S WINCHESTER had its own idenBfi 

cation mark — a hollowed spot, the size of a 
large thumb print, burned half way along the 
gun-stock. Wop used to keep it with him in the 
cockpit of his plane to keep it warm. On one trip, 
unseen by Wop. it jammed against the exhaust 
manifold, got hot and began to shrink. 

"The gun's not for sale." commented Doug 
Robinson. "It w ill probably end up in a Canadian 
aviation museum." 


Preparing to leave. I shot a last glance at the 
monstrous market punt gun. propped against the 
office wall. Its origin seems lost in the mists ol 
time: its arrival in British Columbia seemingly 
un-notHfed: its history hidden behind a veil ol 
forgotten memories, denser than a London fog. 

I wondered if. someday, the fog would lift.

Every night, when you make a 
rough camp in the virgin forest, 
you'll spend your evenings with 
penknife in hand digging out devils¬ 
club thorns, after the second day it 
is easy, small festers start and 
they squeeze out. 

I SPENT FIVE YEARS in the 
wilderness of this coast and I fi¬ 
gured I knew it quite well. I still do. 
and I'm on the same coast only 
farther south in the much set¬ 
tled area of Victoria. N 

Five years is a long time “in the 
bush." I lived for the first two years 
in an 18-fool Columbia river fishing 
boat... it had a little dog cabin up 
forward and a great big 
eight-horsepower Calle Perfection 
Two-cycle inboard engine, a mu¬ 
seum piece. 

I was fancy free and had the 
coast lo roam. I trapped in the 
spring and part of the winter, did a 
bit of hand logging between tra¬ 
plines and fished salmon in sum¬ 
mer. 
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EVERY ONCE IN A WHILE 
something would arise which gave 
an opportunity for those who sought 
adventure and had the time to in¬ 
dulge it, rich financial reward. 
One year, a large pulp mill ran out 
of limestone and the call went out 
for prospectors lo search for a 
new source. 


We all went on the search, none 
was found, that is — close enough to 



the mill and of the right grade. 
Eventually the mill closed. 

It was a similar hunt which gave 
me my worst moment on the British 
Columbia coast. I was looking for 
abalone. At that time, some 15- 
years ago, it was not certain that 
the flat shellfish existed in quantity 
on the coast. Occasionally a fisher¬ 
man pipked up some in his net . . . 
you just cannot miss abalone. the 
circular shell is heavily coated on 
the inside with mother of pearl and. 
of course, the meat is a delicacy 
anywhere. 


simply marked with dotted lines on 
the charts. 

I had a good look at the shell . . . 
did not betray too much interest. I 
did not want others chasing off and 
spoiling any possible find of mine. 
Not that I was secretive, but I 
had several strikes against me in 
those formative years, I was just 
careful. 

I was still pretty much a green¬ 
horn, but with a terrific love for the 
country. Raised in England and 
schooled there I had strayed off in 
B.C. with some chance acquaint¬ 
ances when my mother took me 
from the homeland to Canada, en 
route to Japan. It was to be a 
sort of Grand Tour for the kid be¬ 
fore he settled in some sort of 
a career in the Old Country. 

ONCE I SAW those carpeted 
mountains and learned that there 
were actually millions of fish in 
those dark green waters I had made 
up my mind, this was for me. I 
staved. 

Young, slight of stature, with an 
accent you could mould like plastic 
and with the British schoolboy idea 
of Canada as a colony, it behooved 
me to keep silent. I had learned my 
lesson well. Put up or shut up while 
crude in expression, is explicit in 
instruction. 

Adept with my hands I had long- 
since learned to use an axe and 
crosscut saw, and generally look 
after myself in the woods. 

Thus I observed with care the 
abalone shell and sought more de¬ 
tails. Abalone, it seems, stay in 
fairly deep water, unlike clams, 
you rarely find them at low tide, 
they stay in water between 30 and 10 
feet deep. Our tides in those lati¬ 
tudes averaged 11 feet. In the 
spring the tide rose and fell 26 
feet. 


IN STRANGE WATERS it al¬ 
ways paid to do some exploratory 
work before bravely venturing in. 
With 21 feet of water under you at 
high tide it was quite common 
to find yourself sitting on a rock at 
low water when at anchor. 

I loaded the Elf, the name I had 
dubbed my double-ender, with a 
barrel of gasoline and food and 
headed off for Price Island. The 
weather held fair, but frost at 
night could be expected. In the win¬ 
ter on the coast it is quite common 
for the deep salt water inlets to so¬ 
lidly freeze on the surface. This is 
due lo the large amount of fresh 
water which runs into them, it is 
this fresh water which stays on the 
surface in a sheltered inlet, which 
freezes. It was indirectly this phe¬ 
nomenon which contributed to my 
worst moment while searching for 
abalone. 


ENTERING MEYERS PAS¬ 
SAGE I watched carefully. I had 
been halfway through this passage 
before, the previous winter when I 
had trapped wolves there. I an¬ 
chored in a narrow bay known by 
the Indians as Kititstu Bay. with 
lots of water under me 1 had a good 
night. 

In the morning I drifted with the 
falling tide searching for the shell 
of abalone. It isn't easy to spot, like 
looking for oysters. I kept at this all 
day. When the tide rose I searched 
the beaches for telltale shells. 

In three days I had worked my 
way right through the channel and I 
was in new country. On the outside 
hundreds of rocks loomed at low 
tide. At high tide a telltale mass of 
kelp betrayed their presence. 

In the distance I could see Aris- 
tazable Island. 


THE WEATHER continued to 
hold clear and fine and I continued 
the search. I used a large tin with 
the end cut out to peer below the 
water. 

Working so close to the shore 
and in extremely rocky water I 
rowed the Elf and sometimes drift¬ 
ed with the tide. It was tiring work, 
but the vision of easy money kept 
me to it. 

I worked right around the en¬ 
trance of the channel of Meyers 
Pass, and many of the rocks off 
the entrance. At nightfall, with the 
low tide, I made a hasty meal, 
dropped the anchor and went to 
sleep. 

I had no protection, but 1 needed 
none, the weather appeared clear 
and a steady ground swell was bro¬ 
ken by the large rock under which I 
anchored. 


I AWOKE w ith a start very early 
in the morning, the Elf was bump¬ 
ing against a rock. Hastily I 



























grabbed an oar and pushed off. A 
fairly stiff breeze had risen and the 
tide was high, most of my protec¬ 
tion of the night before was gone, 
wave after wave shoved me against 
the rocks and painfully I heard the 
crunch against tlx? yellow cedar 
planks of my boat. 

I pushed with all my strength 
and with a splosh, toppled over¬ 
board. My oar had slipped on the 
smooth wet kelp of the rock. 

Shocked by the cold water. I 
heaved the oar in the boat and 
shoved desperately. The wind was 
getting stronger and wave after 
wave buffeted the Elf. farcing it 
against my chest. 

"This," I said to myself, "Is a 
silly situation to get into . . . 
"better do something about it, my 
boy, and do it fast." 

I didn't panic, after all. many 
years on the coast does teach a man 
a few things, and my situation was 
riot desparate by any means. 

IT ISN'T EASY hauling a soak¬ 
ing wet body over the side of a 
Columbia River fishing boat. This I 
had to do. besides I was getting 
pretty chilly. I tried and failed sev¬ 
eral times. By this time I was clear 
of the rocks and the boat was drift¬ 
ing with the wind with me clinging 
to it. There was not another soul for 
miles. 

After a few minutes the wind 
look the boat to another rock, now 
almost covered by water. The sea 


was getting angry and the ground 
swell breaking. The (rick was not to 
be crushed between the boat and 
the rock, yet I needed to be between 
the two to clamber up the rock to 
board the boat. 

That was the worst moment. My 
feet touched the side of the rock. I 
had only a moment and the boat 
would be on top of me. Frantically I 
sought a foothold, but the slippery 
marine growth refused to allow it. 
the boat bore down on me and I 
strained to shoveit away. 

I was getting weak by this time. 
I had to get aboard. On the third 
wave I made a great heave, found a 
foothold and lay limp athwart the 
gunnell. A moment later I fell in 
a heap, safe on the deck of the 
Elf. 

THE MOTOR STARTED on the 

first turn and away I headed for the 
safety of the inner passage. I 
changed into some dry clothes and 
anchored in a safe place, made 
some hot food and fell exhausted to 
sleep. 

It seemed but a fi-\v moments 
when I awoke with water soaking 
my matress. Alarmed. I jumped up 
and pulled in the anchor. 

The Elf was leaking badly, the 
floorboards immersed. I had time 
only to row as fast as possible for 
the shore and beach her. It was 
midnight. I was miserable, tired 
and bruised, my blankets and mat¬ 
tress wet. but at least I was safe. 


It took but a few minutes to 
make a fire on the beach and 
I sat-around it till morning. Wolves 
how led in the woods but 1 cared not 
one whit as I w allowed in the heat of 
the fire and drowsed in the warm 
sand. 


THE TROUBLE had come from 
a tin patch placed on the waterline 
by a previous owner of the Elf. 
Evidently ice had, weakened it. I 
had been caught many times the 
previous winter in a quiet anchor¬ 
age when ice had formed on the 
surface of the salt water. 

In spite of my care in rocking the 
boat and rowing to open water, the 
ice had cut through, weakening 
the patch. It was this weak patch, 
actually an old exhaust port, which 
had given way under thp pounding 
on the rocks. 

The repair job was soon done 
and the next day saw my blan : 
kets drying in the breeze. Idly I 
pottered about the beach. I felt 
better, although, I had painful 
bruises on legs and chest. 

It was a particularly low tide 
that day, a vast expanse of beach 
was exposed. Sandy near the shore¬ 
line and getting rockier as it ap¬ 
proached the waterline. With rub¬ 
ber boots I waded out' as far as 1 
could and then 1 they were, clusters 
of abalones! 

I tried to pry ode off the rocks, 
but could not. I did smash one with 


an axe and took that with me. I 
had found them. 

With all possible speed 1 loaded 
the boat. Blankets were dry or al¬ 
most dry, it mattered little. 

Excitedly I started back Tor Bu- 
tcdalc. Butcdalo was at that time 
one of the busiest ports on the 
coast ... a home port for many 
fishermen and loggers. 

As soon as 1 arrived I sought out 
I Ik- cannery manager. The season 
was over but he was still in Bu- 
tedale attending to minor clean-up 
and maintenance jobs. 

"WHAT'S THE REWARD for a 
fella who finds abalone on - this 
coast?" I asked with a mercenary 
gk-am in my eye. 

"None, so far as I know." he 
replied, then: "You found some?" 

"Yes," I said. • 

"Well, we know they are here, 
but I hasn't any information. We 
certainly cannot handle them, even 
if you brought a boatload." 

"But that fishery officer, he said 
it would be worthwhile to go out and 
look for abalone . ..” 

"Oh. those fellows talk through 
their hats," he said. 

"Well, what do you suggest f 
do?" 1 queried. 

"Eat 'em,” he said. "They tell 
me they taste fine." and he walked 
away.

Few of those who followed 
the trail of ’58 struck it rich. 
Most reached the diggings of 
"New Caledonia" too late to 
stake a profitable claim and 
had to go to work for their 
more fortunate predecessors, 
establish themselves in bu¬ 
siness, or return to their 
homes. 


Many sought work as a means of earning a 
grubstake, others-were content to do a little pros¬ 
pecting on the side and hope for the best. 

AMONG THE LATTER was a man named 
Evans, who, with his wife, arrived from San 
Francisco at the height of the Fraser River 
excitement, only to run out of money and find 
themselves stranded in Yale. 

Evans found a job in the sawmill which stood 
on the future site of Yale’s famous All Hallows 
School and. in a clearing to the west of the 
lumber yard, built a crude home of scraps from 
the mill. This done, and with steady employment 
to keep food on the table. Evans again was able 
to think about the best way to become involved in 
mining. 

t In looking about the placer operations in the 
area, he observed that the Chinese prospectors 
seemed to earn a living despite their not having 
the best ground. After some time Evans con¬ 
cluded that, as he knew absolutely nothing about 
prospecting for gold, his best bet was to try to 
learn how the Chinese worked their claims. 

This in mind, he befriended a miner named 
Ho Teng, who had a claim across the river. 
During his visits to town Ho became a frequent 
evening caller at the Evans' little shack. 

* ONE WARM AUTUMN evening Ho ap 
peared at the Evans' home, highly excited. To 
the bewilderment of his hosts, he urged Evans to 
shut the doors, that no one else might hear 
them. 

| "What have you got hold of. Ho Teng?" 
asked Evans as he moved to obey. 

Only when the doors were closed did Ho 
begin to explain. He had been prospecting up¬ 
river. he said, when he came to a small cove 
where a creek flowed into the Fraser. With his 
fingers Ho formed a map on the table. Evans 
recognized the location as the mouth of what is 
now Gordon Creek. 

In broken English, and with motions of his 
hands. Ho described how the bank arched into 
the stream near its mouth, creating a rapid 
which had cut away the opposing sandbank. 
Immediately below this curve the creek again 
. turned. It was here, where the current slowed, 
that Ho found “plenty Tittle stones" which en¬ 
couraged him to try his gold pan. 

With a flourish, he pulled a piece of rag from 
his pocket, unknotted one corner, and poured a 
tiny pile of coarse gold dust onto the table. As his 
hosts eyed the gold in amazement, he opened the 
rag more and displayed’ several buckshot-sized 
nuggets. 

DUST AND NUGGETS, he said, had been 
extracted from a pocket of sand below the gravel 
level in the second, lower curve of the creek, 
which apparently acted as a natural trap. 

Breathlessly, Evans asked Ho if he had 
. found more nuggets. 'That all," he shrugged. 
"Nuggefs never very much. Perhaps find more 
other day." 

Ho then suggested that he and Evans be 
come partners, His strike, he said, was too good 
to ignore and he could .tot take the chance that it 
might be discovered by others. Partnership with 
Evans, he inferred, would be his insurance 
against being claim-jumped by a white man. 
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Evans readily agreed to quit his job at the 
sawmill and pool their resources to buy a canoe 
and an outfit. The next morning, and each 
morning after, Evans and Ho paddled up the 
Fraser to their claim, which, although not to be 
compared with some of those on Hill’s Bar, paid 
each man $20 daily. Within a month the formerly 
all but penniless Evans had amassed 9700. Like 
Ho. he saved religiously, rather than follow the 
example set by many of his countrymen, who 
squandered their earnings in the gaming houses 
and saloons in town. 

THIS GROWING TREASURE created a 
problem for the couple, who began to worry 
about where to keep it. Yale had no bank. Rather 
than entrust it to the safekeeping of any of the 
town’s commercial establishments, Mrs. Evans 
had acted as temporary banker. As their savings 
grew, she became increasingly anxious to find a 
secure hiding place. She thought of a hollow 
stump adjacent to the house. Evans disagreed, 
saying that if the sawmill were to bum down the 
stump likely would be burned as well. 

Agairr Mrs. Evans surveyed the ground 
about their house. Finally her eyes fell upon a 
large limestone rock. It squatted alone, in full 


view of her window, and out of sight of passers- 
by. She decided that the boulder was an ideal 
bank. At first she intended to scoop out a hollow- 
in the soil beneath it. But, upon closer examina¬ 
tion. she realized that the limestone was soft. 
Why not chisel out a cavity that was big enough 
to hold all their gold and be perfectly safe as no 
one would think to look under the stone? 

WITH HAMMER and cold chisel she en 
larged a natural depression in the rook’s under¬ 
side. In just a few hours she had carved a neat 
square in the limstone that was large enough to 
store 10 pounds of dust. That done, she pondered 
how she might cover the opening in such a 
manner that it would defy detection. 

With a flash, she remembered her stoneware 
pork and beans jar. Slate-like slabs of limestone 
tittered the ground all about her. After choosing 
one that would fit. she placed a piece of wrap¬ 
ping paper against the hole in the rock and 
traced its outline.

boulder. 

She did not mention her project to her 
husband; rather, she waited until a Sunday- 
morning when he did not work, took him outside, 
pointed to the rock, and asked him if he saw 
anything unusual. 

Mystified, Evans glanced at the boulder and 
shrugged, saying that it looked perfectly natural 
to him. Again, she asked him to look it over, and 
pointed to the coffer-lid she had chiselled out. 

Even then Evans admitted to seeing nothing 
out of the ordinary. Delighted with her handi¬ 
work. Mrs. Evans removed the slab-cover and 
explained how she had constructed their bank. 

Evans was equally pleased and agreed that 
no one would think of looking there. In honor of 
her source of inspiration they christened the 
boulder their Boston Bean Jar. 

FOR SIX MONTHS Evans and Ho worked 
their claim, the former taking home $5,000 for 
his share. By this time their savings had become 
too bulky for the Bean Jar and had to be sent by- 
express to a Victoria bank, when the process was 
started over again. 

Despite this respectable return, neither 
partner had succeeded in finding more than a 
handful of grain-sized nuggets like those Ho had 
uncovered that first day; all their returns were 
in dust. Neither man was unhappy with His 
wages but the mystery of the nuggets continued 
to annoy them. Over the months they had moved 
yards of gravel, thereby eliminating much of the 
ground; but.tbe source of the nuggets continued 
to elude them. 

Mrs. Evans shared their concern. Each 
evening, upon her husband's return, she asked 
him if they had found the source of the nuggets. 
She had become convinced that Ho’s initial 
discovery had not been a freak of nature; the 
nuggets were there, she declared, if only they 
could find them. 

THIS SITUATION remained unchanged; the 
partners continued to prosper but did not find 
anything other than an occasional nugget, which 
served only to increase their frustration. One 
night Mrs. Evans had a dream. As she explained 
to her husband in the morning, she had been at 
home when a snow-white deer approached the 
door. As Mrs. Evans watched, the animal slowly- 
backed away but kept its head turned towards 
the woman, its eyes rivetted on hers. 

Sure that it wanted her to follow. Mrs. Evans 
accompanied the creature to the riverbank. 
There the deer entered a canoe without taking its 
gaze from the woman, who also stepped aboard 
and seated herself. Under its own mysterious 
power, with the deer standing upon the prow. its 
head erect and fixed on the far shore, the canoe 
glided up the river, effortlessly overcoming the 
current and avoiding rocks and rapids. Soon it 
drew towards the shore and the albino stepped 
out and proceeded to the mouth of a small 
creek. 

SOMEHOW MRS. EVANS knew it to be- the 
site of her husband’s claim. Crossing a pebbly 
beach her ghostly guide led her to a-large rock in 
the shape of a tooth. The deer stared at Mrs. 
Evans and scuffed the ground before the rock 
with one hoof. 

Then, just as suddenly as it had appeared, 
the visitor was gone and Mrs. Evans was back in 
her bed. wide awake, and excited by the idea 
that, somehow, she had been shown the location 
of the elusive nuggets. 

She shook her husband awake and told him 
of her dream. Evans was unimpressed and was 
about to go back to sleep when she insisted that 
he take her to the claim. Reluctantly he admitted 
that there was a tooth-shaped rock nearby. 

BUT. INSISTED Mrs. Evans, he must not 
tell Ho Teng of her dream. The source of the 
nuggets — if indeed they were to be found 
beneath the strange stone — was hers alone. At 
this, Evans protested. He argued that Ho was 
entitled to one half of all gold taken from the 
claim.

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The Biggest Minnow 


Mention minnows to an angler 
and lie immediately thinks of very 
small fish which are used as bait to 

catch other fish. This is the normal 
reaction, especially since the word 
"minnow” is defined from an an¬ 
cient Anglo-Saxon word that means 


“small." But there’s nothing small 
about minnows three feet long! 

Minnows are some of the most 
interesting fish in the world. Nearly 
2,000 species have been identified 
by biologists. The fish live in almost 
any kind of water that will support 
fish life, and are found on every 


continent except South America 
and Australia. 

While most minnow species sel¬ 
dom reach a size, greater than an 
ounce or so. and some grow to 
weigh nearly a pound. Mercury out¬ 
boards' fishing department reports 
that at least two members of the

Marshmallows 


Remember how, as a kid. it 
was great fun to look for overma¬ 
ture puffball mushrooms so you 
could kick them and watch-the 
dusty spore drift away on the wind? 
And how, when a puffball was spot¬ 
ted, everybody raced to sec who 
would be the first to stamp his foot 
and break the shell. The winner 
would have good luck from then on. 
but you had to be careful not to 
breathe in the brownish dust be¬ 
cause it was supposed to be poison¬ 
ous! 

This kind of two-sided belief 
about puffballs being both good and 
bad has led many people to think 
that these delicate fungi really are 
poisonous, in truth, puffballs are 
not harmful at all. but rather are a 
delicacy to eat. 


The common puffball is only one 
of many fall mushrooms that arc 
edible. During fall there are many 
more different kinds to look for, 
and that finding them is easier 
since the ground vegetation is not 
as lush. 

Puffballs are common to every 
state and are easily recognized by 
inexperienced hunters. Look for 
them in fields, old pastures and 
where open spaces exist in timber. 
They prefer sunlit areas. 

Puffball sizes vary from as 
large as a pound or more down to 
those which resemble small mar¬ 
bles. The outside texture may be 
perfectly smooth, or it may have 
small, soft spines, depending upon 
the kind of fungi you’ve found. Skin 
color darkens with age so any that 


are beyond a creamy-white stage 
should be left on the ground. 

A few simple precautions before 
eating will assure you of a tasty, 
safe treat. 

After gathering puffballs, slice 
them longitudinally. Throw away 
any that are not pure white inside 
since these are old and will not have 
a good taste. Discard any which 
show signs of a stem or gills; they 
may be immature Amanita which 
are poisonous. 

Wash the mushrooms in cold 
water, peel, slice into small pieces 
and fry them in butter. Salt lightly 
after removing them from the skil¬ 
let and eat while they're hot. Puff¬ 
balls are also good when used in 
place of commercially grown 
mushrooms in other recipes. 
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Mrs. Evans was adamant: the hiding place 
of the nuggets had come to her in her sleep, as if 
by divine inspiration. The argument continued 
for some time before he agreed to take her to the 
claim when Ho was absent. The next day he 
persuaded Ho to reconnoitre some ground at the 
mouth of Emory Creek, five miles downstream. 
With the unsuspecting partner out of the way. 
the couple proceeded to the claim. 

Immediately upon reaching the mouth of the 
creek, Mrs. Evans walked to the rock shown to 
her in her dream and, with her toe, marked the 
spot which the deer had indicated with its hoof. 

More to humor her than with conviction, 
Evans grabbed a shovel and scraped away the 
gravel. After removing a layer of sand below, he 
encountered hard-pan. two feet beneath the sur¬ 
face. Under this was a second level of sand, 
packed so tightly that he had to hack at it before 
he could remove a dark-stained rock about the 
size of a plum. 

This he handed to his wife, who carried it to 
the water and washed it in the stream. Moments 
later she rushed to his side and thrust it at him. 
The rock.cleaned of sand, glowed a dull yellow.

minnow family attain great size. 

Carp, which are plentiful in many 
parts of the world, and squawfish 4 
resident only in streams of the 
northwestern United Slates, often 
weigh 10 to 50 pounds and grow to be 
several feet long. Squawfish grow 
as large as 00 pounds. 

Minnows have strange and var 
ied spawning habits. Some species 
are so frivilous that they use the 
nests of other fish as their spawning 
sites. Others simply scatter ferti¬ 
lized eggs wherever they happen to 
land and swim away ostensibly 
hoping the best for their abandoned 
offspring. 

Greek and homy-head chubs-are 
a little more concerned about what i 
happens to their spawn. The male 
digs a nest in gravel where the j 
female lays the eggs. After fertiliz¬ 
ing them, the male seizes small j 
pebbles in his mouth and, one-by- 
one, places them in the nest. Pre- ! * 
sumably this Is done to camouflage i 
the spawning site from predacious ! 
fish minnows play an important j 
role in nature by providing a plenti¬ 
ful and available source of food for ;
